SLAVE EMANOIBATION. 



Indiana House, Indianapolis, Ind,, Dec. 2, 1854. 
To Jlis Excellency. Franliin Pierce, President of the United States of North America. ■ 
May it please your Excellency : 

I Leg leave to inform your Excellency, that last evening after supper, 
the landlord of the house where I am boarding put the following question 
to me : 

" How long time would it take to emancipate the slaves at the South, if 
every man in the United States was to pay a dollar a year towards purchas- 
ing their freedom ?" n 

I told him I did not know, but supposed it would not take long, if their 
owners would agree to emancipate them on reasonable terms; for 1 consid- 
ered none would object to pay that sum, and many would willingly pay 
much more. 

I being a total stranger to him, only having arrived that evening, our 
conversation dropped here; I arose from the table and went out, and thought 
no more about it, until to-da\', when being alone and ruminating on dif- 
ferent subjects, this subject came more powerfully to my mind. 

And I hope your Excellency will not take offence if I suggest a few 
points for yoiu- serious consideration. But before I commence, I wish to 
make you acquainted with my peculiar situation. I am an Englishman; 
liave been traveling more than ten years through portions of the free and 
slave states, say eleven free and four slave, circulating religious pamphlets 
among the people. 

I have no vote, T belong to no political party, do not meddle with poli- 
tics, seldom talk about slavery, and am no sectarian in religious matters; 
but seek the temporal and spiritual good of mankind generally ;;; am a: 
-well-wisher to all the people of the United States in particular, and would 
willingly make some sacrifice to preserve the Union, secure; its peace and 
prosperity, and ])romote harmony and good will among its' people. 

And now I ask your Excellency, whose duty it is to seek the general 
welfare of the whole Union, if something cannot be done to benefit the 
slave, and allay forever the i)ad feeling that now exists between the North 
and South on tlie subject of slavery ? 



I ara not at all acquainted with either the number of slaves or their 
value, or whether the slave-holders are willing to emancipate them at a 
fair price, and dispense with slave labor. Your Excellency has doubtless 
a better chance to ascertain this than any otiicr man, and if you can bring 
about a measure of this description, or cause it to be done, you will gather 
laurels to yourself and administration, which none can pluck from you, for 
it will produce universal satisfaction, not only throughout the Union, but 
t,he whole world. 

It would etTectually remove the bone of contention between the Free 
and Slave States, be a death blow to the /^fi'ican slave trade, do away 
with the Fugitive Slave law, prevent kidnapping, and cement nrmly 
together the whole American Union. 

And as I am desirous that you should obtain thi^? glorious result, I beg 
to offer you a few hints. First, consult the slave owners, and de.sire them 
to meet the wishes of the people of the free states, and the friends of hu- 
manity in the slave states, by manifesting a willingness to free their slaves 
for a reasonable sum of money, on condition that those slaves who are 
willing to work for their present owners, or other persons in the Stale, at 
fair wages, should remain in the states where tiiey now arc; and those 
who are n^t willing to remain and work for wages, as free laborers in those 
states, but would prefer settling in Liberia, let them be sent tliere; and all 
who would wish to leave those states, and vet remain in the Union and 
undertake farming, or other business on their own account, let them be all 
settled in a state by themselves, this state to be taken out of, or located in 
Texas, New Mexico, or some portion of the public domain in the South, 
where the climate would suit them, and tlic land produce the articles they 
have been accustomed, to cultivate, that their labors maybe turned to good 
account for themselves, and mankind at large. 

Probably it would be advisable to organize a company to take charge 
of , theui and manage their affairs for a few 3'ears, to see that they were 
supplied with the necessaries of life, and all needful tools and implement?, 
until they were able to take care of themselves in this new state. This 
company could advise them what to raise, and when raised and ready for 
market, dispose of it for them to the best advantage, ;uid apply the pro- 
ceeds to the general benefit of. the settlers. 

Or, if it should seem more advisable for the general government to take 
this charge upon itself,, and. appoint officers over them for tl\is purpose, let 
it be done so, according to the Avisdom of, your Excellency, and the gen- 
eral Congress. 

In either case, it would doubtless bo good to establish the general laws 
of, the United States in their territory,' and if any should tranpgress 
those laws and be convicted of lieinous crimes, (in order to deter others,) I 
would suggest that they be sent out of the countr}^, and turned adrift 
somewhere among the uncivilized tribes in Africa, and possibly they may 
repent of their errors and become useful in civilizing some of the native 
tribes. 

But in order that the South may not be deprived of their slave labor 
too suddenly, let time be allowed for the departure of the slaves, say one, 
two or three years; only secure the bai'gain for their departure, at the end 
of the time agreed, upon. 

And when the thing is so far accomplished, I hope the friends of the 
slaves everywhere, will encourage them to work faithfully for their owners 
during the time they may have to serve, instead of encouraging them to run 



away, be idle or disobedient. And during tbis time, the owners can make 
tbcir selection and bargain with those of their slaves who will be willing 
to remain and work for tiicm. And on the other hand, provision may be 
made for tlios« who wish to go to Liberia, anfl for those who wish to set- 
tle on land, or embark in some trade in a state by themselves. 

And I for one, am ready at any time, to give at least ton dollars towards 
purciiasing their freefloni, and ten dollars towards settling them on land, 
or sending to Liberia, accordin."; to their own choice. 

Li short, 1 will dojxisit in some bank, or savings institution, at once, 
twenty dollars, that both principal and interest may be forthcoming; when 
needed. For I am in earnest, and humbly hope the proposition will meet 
the wishes of your Excellency, obtain your approval, and secure action on 
your part, and in the end prove satisfactory to all concerned. 

While I remain, with all due defi:;rence, your Excellency's most obedient 
humble servant.

P. S. — T. beg also to assui-e your Excellency, that as I wish you to have 
all the credit of tlie whole work, if accomplished, I shall say nothing to any 
person about this letter, until I have waited at least two months to see if 
you make any move in the matter; and if nothing be said or done by 
that time, I shall consider myself at liberty to try and move some one else 
to step foru'ard. But if you move, I say nothing. F. H. - 

Fourteen days after mailing the letter to the President, I deposited the 
twenty dollars, which has been at interest up to the present time, and I in- 
tend it should still remain. 

I said nothing about the letter for nine months; I then had three thou- 
sand copies printed, these I circulated in different States and sent one to 
Mr. Buchanan, before he took office. 

But as nearly five years has passed, and neither of the Presidents have 
done anything toward doing away wit.h the system of slavery, but much to 
extend and perpotnate it, I feel it my duty as a Christian and a friend to 
the Union, not only to re-publish the letter, but also to write a little more 
for the peo])lc to consider, and in so doing, I shall first call their attention 
to what other countries have done : 

Probably the old Slates now free, set the example to other nations first; 
be that as it may, the British Government emancipated the slaves in their 
West India possessions, many years ago, and some of the Islands have im- 
proved wonderfully under the new order of things. 

Russia has, or is about to emancipate her serfs, and try the effect of free- 
dom and free laboi'. France has very lately expended much blood and 
treasure in endeavoring to free the Italians. 

The Dutch Government have passed or obtained the passage of an act 
for the emancipation of the slaves in their A.merican possessions, comprising 
a portion of Guiana, South America, and several small West India Islands, 
containing some 55,000 vslaves, who were to be freed in one year after 
the publication of the law; the government making a fixed compensation 
for them, but much loss than the market rates. The highest price being 
280 dollars for those between the age of 25 and 35, and the aged and 
children at a much lower rate. 

The slaves to be transferred to the charge of the government, acting by 
special agents. They are to re-pay the sums advance.d for their freedom, 
and those who have the means may free themselves at once, others are to 
re-pay the government in annual instalments. The freed slaves are also to 
pay annual assessment for the means of education for their children, and 
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religious instruction for themselves, find the support of the poor. The 
slaves are to be hired out by the government agents to the planteip, the 
agents having a general conti'ol of the slaves while they are in the transi- 
tion to freedom. If the planters do not choose to employ them, they are 
to be setiled in colonies on the government lands, under the direction of the 
aorents. 

This appears to be a good plan and calculated to make them work 
well, because, if they do not work to earn money, tliey cannot obtain their 
freedom. 

I will now ask imploringly. Will not the Congress of the United States 
at its next session take up the subject seriously, and pass an act similar to 
that of the Dutch Government ? 

This would not only do away with the system of slaver}^, but effectually 
preserve the Union in peace, promote harmony and brotherly kindness 
among its white citizens, stimulate trade and commerce, and prevent the 
unprofitable expenditure of money, and sacrifice of life, which is now needed 
to look out for slave vessels and maintain slavery at home as a domestic 
institution, without taking into the account the proud position the nation 
would then occupy in the eyes of all other nations. 

This is not all; only see how easy it would be to select a President and 
Vice President, you could always have the bei5t men, because it would be 
of no consequence whether they were born north or south, or in what sec- 
tion of the country they lived. Sectional difierences would be done away, 
and you could choose the best men for the whole country. 

Under these circumstances, if the government wished to purchase a por- 
tion of Central Amp.rica, as a home for the surplus colored population, it 
could be done with little opposition, and even Cuba would not be objected 
to, because not only the free state men, but the whol-3 world would be con- 
vinced that "Liberty not in name, but in reality" was to be the order of the 
day. And the happiness, prosperity, and well-being of mankind generally 
was to be sought. 

I suppose the government could raise the means to purchase the slaves 
and territory for them, and Cuba also, if needful, by issuing United States 
stock, or some thing of that kind. 

But if it should be necessary to raise the money at once, or a portion of 
it by voluntary subscription to aid the government, I arn willing to in- 
crease my subscription to fifty or one hundred dollars, instead of twenty, as 
proposed in tlie foregoing letter. And T have no doubt but there are many 
benevolent persons who would subscribe from 500 to 20,000 dollars each, 
if the system of slavery could be done away in this or a similar way. 

Should any of the people in the free states, (where the labor of the col- 
ored man is not required,) be fearful of their flocking there to deprive 
them of their labor, ttc, I would say to them you can easily j^revent that, 
by passing State laws to keep them out of the state. So you have no need 
to oppose their liberation on that account. There is plenty of room, and 
])leiity of work for them in the states where they now are and south of it, 
and I suppose it will suit them much better than coming north; in fact I 
have !)o doubt but many who are now at the North and in Canada would 
be glad to return to the south, from whence they came, and make useful 
citizens, if slavery was done away, and they could enjoy liberty there. 

Hoping sincerely that such an event might come to pass, I remain the 
country's well-wisher. Fkedeuick Hasted.

To Ike Jlonorahle Abraham .Lincoln, President elect, of the United States of 
JVorth AmericcL 

.DeaiiStr: — After mailing to you some pamphlets, &c., &;c., on the 19th 
inst., I returned home and road in <a newspaper that it was rnmored at Wash- 
ington that you and Mr. H'anilin Avere to he assassinated, but the report %vas 
not Gi'cditcd. Should this rumor prove to be true, it is probably only a scheme 
oC the enemy to try and deter you from appearing to be inaugr.rated. 

Therefore do not heed it, for you are aware of the dangers, diOiculties and 
severe trials David had to pass through and surmount before he ascended the 
throne of Isi'ael. And on the strength of his experience he exhorts the people 
of God, saying, "Trust in the Lord and do good: so shalt thou dwell in the 
land, and verily thou shalt be fed. Delight thyself also in the Lord: and he 
shall give thee the desires of thine heart. Commit thy way unto the Lord ; 
trust also in him. ; and he shall bring it to j^ass." Psa. xxxvii. 3, 4, 5, 

(jod haviufT decided to remove Saul from beinff Kinc: over Israel, he com- 
manded Samuel to go and anoint one of Jesse's sons, whom he would name 
unto him, and ho selected David, and who could disannul if? or frustrate God's 
design ? Saul and his servants strove hard, but could not prevail. Now, Saul 
had not done anything which appeared very evil in the sight of men, but he had 
disobeyed God''s command, and that was the cause of his removal. 

And has not the head of this nation, and those about him, done many" things 
which appear evil in the sight of men"? as well as disobeying God's command, 
where he saith, '•'Therefore all things Mfhatsoever ye would that men should do 
to you, do ye even so to them : for this is the law and the prophets." Matt, 
vii. 12. 

[f God lias now decided to remove those from authority who despise him, 
and disobey his commands, who is to disannul if? Are the ungodly always to 
rule? Hear the answer. "The prosperity of fools shall destroy them: but 
whoso heai'kcneth unto me shall dwell safely, and shall be quiet from fear of 
evil.'' Prov. i. 82, 33. 

You have been chosen by the people to rule over them, and in all pi-obability 
by God's app(,>intnient, consecpiently he will require you to do His pleasure, and 
]iot the pleasure of wicked men. You know wdiy the world hated Christ 1 It 
was because ho testified of it that the works thereof are evil. See John vii. 7. 

Of course you will not have the power David had. Your power will be lim- 
ited. You will have to execute the laws enacted by Congress, if they enact 
unrighteous, grievous or oppressive laws, God will hold them responsible. For 
it is written. lie hath shewed thee, 0 man, what is good ; and what doth the 
Lord i-e(.juire of thee, but to do justly and to love mercy, and to walk humbly 
with thy God'? iMicah. vi. S. And not seek to favor the gain of oppression, 
and lose their own soul. 

Hence the important question put by the great master of assemblies. " What 
is a man pi-ofitod if he shall gain the whole world, and lose his own soul ?" 
^Latt. xvi. 26. 
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Why then should th(?, imrightcous gains of slave-tnuling and slaveholdhig, in- 
fluence the minds of men to such an extent as to induce tlicm to try to deter an 
honorable man from doing his duty toward both God and man '? Are they lujly 
bent on their own, or the country's destruction, if they can accomplish if? 
Are the same dark and crimson crimes which were perpetrated in Kansas, to be 
performed over again at the city of Washington 1 Jf so, is it not high time the 
system of slavery was done away '? Therefore, as the cause is God's, stand up 
boldly in defence of truth and righteousness ; facing danger like a Christian 
trusting in the Lord, who is able to deliver you out of the hand of evil doers. 

Nevertheless, in order to show us it is not good to flinch, He proclaimed : 
" Whosoever will save his life shall lose it: and whosoever will lose his life for 
' my sake shall lind it." Matt. xvi. 25. " And I say mito you, my friends, bo 
not aiVaid of them that kill the body, and after that have no more that they can 
do. But 1 will furcwarn you whom ye shall fear: Fear him, which after he 
hath killed hath power to cast into hell ; yea, I say unto you, fear him." Luke 
xii. 4, 5. 

Therefore, mny the Lord be pleased to enable you fearlessly to undertake, 
and fiiithfnlly to perform your duty both to God and man, as a true Christian 
ought to do. 

And 1 consider it the bonnden duty of every true Christian, every true pa- 
trittt, and every well-wisher to the country to endeavor to strengthen your hands 
in the Lord, who hath declared: "The fear of the Lord is to hate evil, pride, 
and arrogancy, and the evil way, and the froward mouth do I hate. Counsel 
is mine, and sound wisdom ; 1 am nnderstanding, I have strength. By me 
kings reign, and .princes decree justice. By me princes rule, and nobles, even 
all \he judges of the earth. 1 love them that love me : and those that seek mc 
early sliall find me. Eiches and honor arc with me ; yea, durable riches and 
righteousness. My fruit is better than gold, yea, than fine gold : and my rev- 
enue than choice silver. I lead in the way of righteousness in the midst of the 
paths of judgment : That 1 may cause those that love me to inherit substance ; 
and I will fill their treasures." Prov. viii. IS to 21. 

Thus, you sec, those that are influenced by God, rules righteously, not 
wickedly. He will not own such as decree unrighteous decrees, because they 
are influenced by the enemy of God and man. Therefore he saith : "Woe 
unto them that decree unrighteous decrees, and that write grievousness which 
they have prcscrilDcd : To turn aside the needy from judgment, and to take 
away the right from the poor of my people, that widows may be their prey, 
and that they may rob the fatherless." Isaiah x. 1, 2. 

Sec also hov/ applicable the following portion of scripture is to the present 
state of aiUiirs in the country, in view of the imbecility of its late rulers. " And 
I will give children (for explanation read Matt. xiii. 3S, 39,) to be their princes, 
and babes (see llcb, v. 13, \ 3, 14,) shall rule over them. And the people shall be 
oppressed every one by another, and every one by his neighbor: the child shall 
behave himself proudly against the ancient, and the base against the honorable. 

When a man shall take hold of his brother of the house of his father, saying, 
Thou hast clothing, bo thou our ruler, and let this ruin be under thy hand. In 
that day shall he swear, saying, I will not be an healer, for in my house is neither 
bread nor clothing, make mo not a ruler of the people. Fov Jerusalem is 
ruined, and J udali is fallen : because their tongue and their doings are against 
the Lord, to provoke the eyes of his glory." Isaiah iii. 4 to 8. 

President Buchanan, and others s])eak ofthe 2-)rosperity ofthe country under 
the present order of things. But what are its effects? Jt tends only to make 
men forgot (lod. As it is written, " in prosperity they forgat me, but in their 
trouble tlioy will seek me early." May they not expect trouble then, if they 
continue iheir present evil course ? 
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Hear what God saith to rebellious sinners. " Because I have called, and ye 
refused ; I have stretched out my hand, and no man regarded : But ye have set 
at nauglit all my counsclj and would none of my reproof: I will also laugh at 
your calamity ; I will mock when your fear cometh ; when your fear comcth as 
desolation, and your destruction comcth as a whirlwind : when distress and an- 
guish cometh upon you. Then shall ye call upon me, but I will not answer : 
they shall seek me early, but they shall not find mo. For that they hated 
knowledge, and did not choose the fear of the Lord : they would none of my 
counsel : they despised all my reproof Therefore shall they cat of the fruit 
of their own way, and be filled with their own devices." Proverbs i. 24 to 31. 

Under present circumstances would it not be well for the slaveholders to re- 
flect, and consider their perilous position in the sight of God ? And like the 
people of Nineveh, repent and turn to God, by giving up the system of slavery 
for a stipulated sum of money, and avert the vengeance of Heaven 1 

The fixther of his country, and the framers of the Constitution, hopefully 
looked to the gradual, but final extinction of slavery in this land of freedom. 
And their hope has been realized, so far as the Northern people arc concerned. 
But the Southern people, or a portion of them, are yet obstinate and Veijellious 
against the Lord, and instead of extinguishing it, they have increased the evil to 
such an alarming extent, that it has divided the churches as well as the public ; 
and they are noM-- wickedly seeking to divide the country, in order perpetually to 
pursue their sinful and wicked course. 

All the morning, and a fifth part of the afternoon of the nineteenth century 
they have spent in this dark benighted condition. When will they learn wis- 
dom, and seek to be enlightened with the light of the living. Oh, that the sun 
of righteousness niay arise and shine upon them with healing underneath his 
beams, and scatter those clouds of darkness, wickedness and woe, that the true 
light may shine among them more and more unto the perfect day. 

Why are they so anxious to retain and cherish slavery are its fruits of such 
vast importance, and so diflicult to raise that they cannot bo obtained without 
upholding slavery 1 1 believe the principal productions of slave labor, are cot- 
ton, sugar, rice, hemp and tobacco. 

Can not these things bo raised by free colored persons, as well as slaves'? 
Even supposing ii. should cost the planters a little more to hii'c free colored 
persons than to keep slaves, could they not charge a little higher price for their 
productions '? And would it not be much better and more Christian-like for the 
consumers Ijoth at home and abroad to pay a little more for those connnodities 
than to have the crimes accompanying the slave system charged to their ac- 
count by the Almighty 1 

According to human law, is not the receiver considered riearly or quite as 
, bad as the thief ^ on the supposition, that if there were no receivers, there would 
be no thieves. And will not God view things in a similar light? And if the 
consumers to a certain extent are responsible to God for the sins of slaver}^, are 
they not deeply interested in the removal of the system 1 

Why then do not the people offer to compensate the slave owners, if they 
will do away with the system. And if they will not consent to do away with 
it on condition of being j^aid a reasonable compensation, then let the friends of 
frccdomt throughout the world make up their minds and agree not to purchase 
or use anything raised by slave laher. And then the slave owners would soon 
be glad to come to terms, or get into trouble among themselves. 

But I hope they will seriously consider their ways and act wisely. And may 
the Lord bless them and make his lace to shine upon them, that glory, praise 
and honor may redound unto his most holy name, for the same, through time 
and all eternity. While I remain thine to serve, in all simplicity and sincerity, 
as the country's well-wisher. .iMiEDEincic Hasted. 
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P. S. I believe the United States is now the last country in tlie. world to pro- 
claim liberty to the captive, excepting Cuba, where I presume it is kept up prrnci- 
pally to supply the Southern States with slaves. 

But it appears the time for it to be done away by Congress, has arrived ; and I 
hope the friends of freedom, the friends of Christ and his religion, and the advo- 
cates of the rights of man, will exert themselves to the utmost of their ability in 
eiideavorin;;- to obtain the liberation of the slaves by means of a reasonable com- 
pensation, whicli appears to be the only equitable way of getting rid of the evil. 

If your friends and the friends of freedom rally now and obtain it, it will not only 
save you and your cabinet a great deal of trouble, ill feeling and inconvenience, but 
it will be accomplishing a great and good work for the whole countij. 

Therefore, as this appears to rae to be the time for action, I consider the people 
have as much to do with what I have written as yourself. Conspquently I have 
taken the liberty to write off a copy to send to Mr. Greeley, to see if ho would like 
to give it a ])lace in his widely circulated and valuable paper. F. H. 

Copy OF A Letter written from Buffalo, N. Y., Feb. 4, 18G1. 

To the Hon. Horace Greeley. 

Sir : — Will you have the kindness to give the following a place in your widely 
circulated and valuable paper ? 

If I undcrsiand right, the whole of the United States have adopted " Liberty " 
for tlieir national emblem. How is it then that the people of the Southern States 
are so strongly attached to bondage ? Is it not because they are the children of 
the bond-woman themselves, instead of being children of the free-woman ? We are 
informed, that Abraham had two sons, the one by a bond-maid and the other by a 
free-woman. But he who was of the bond-woman was born after the flesh, but he 
of the free-woman was by promise ; which things are an allegory : for these are 
the two covenants. Gal. iv, 22, 23, 24. 

By this the Apostle shows the difference between the natural and spiritual seed 
of Abraham, which is of vast importance to the soul. But on that point I am not 
now going to treat. But as respects natural things I am going to compare Wasb- 
inffton with Abraham. 

"You are aware, that neither of these great men were kings. Yet they are called 
fathers, and they exerted, and still do exert more influence over mankind than many 
kings. God made promise to Abraham that he would make him a father of many 
natfons. And althoudi Washino;ton had no natural children, yet he is called the 
father of his country. 

Now, if you take notice, Washington espoused " Liberty," but ho spent consid- 
erable time' in gainin>j; her. But in the interim he had, as it were, children by the 
bond-maid. Kor not only did slavery exist in the land, but the whole people con- 
sidered themselves in bondage to Great Britain. 

Consequently, like Ishmae'l, they were the children of the bond-woman (or " Lib- 
erty's servant.)' and his first-born, and helped him subdue the land. Yet they were 
not the true heirs, being children of the bond-woman, instead of the free-woman. 

But wht!M, through a kind Providence, Washington was enabled to establish free- 
dom in the land, " Liberty," or the free-woman also bare children to V/ashlrigton, 
and these (like Isaac) are the true hsirs to whom the inheritance of freedo:n right- 
fully belong.-, because they embrace the faith and c.u.'jy out the principles oi Wash- 
ington. 

'As the Apostle spake of Abraham and his seed, saying, "Know ye there- 
fore that »Moy v/hich are of faith, the same are the- children of Abraham. And the 
scripture, foreseeing that God would justify the heathen through faith, pi'eached 
before the gospel unto Abraham, saying: "In thee shall ail iiie nations of the earth 
be blessed! So then they which be of faith are blessed with faithful Abraham." 
Gal. iii. 1, 8, 9, 
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Tims, you. see, as the spiritual seed of Abraham, which, are boru to hiin of (.he 
free-wornau, (for explanation read Gal. iv. 26) are required to tread in his stops. So 
the true seed of Washington, which are bora to him of " Liberty." or the tree- 
woman, are required to tread in his steps, and act as beconieth the children of a 
great raai], endeavoring to carry out great principles. 

For as God promised to make Abraham. a fixther of many nations, declaring that 
in him and in his seed should all the nations of the earth be blessed, in a spiritual 
sense; so it appears to be the intention of the Almighty to bless all nations in 
Washington and his seed by the free-woman, in a temporal sense. For not only 
has the great achievements of Washington had a beneficial e.ftect on the nations of 
Europe, but his wise and virtuous conduct, unselfish and noble aims for the pub- 
lic good, have gained for him the admiration of the world. And men of great 
minds and generous principles strive to imitate him as far as circumstances will a! lev? 
them. 

Yet, not in this respect alone, are the nations blessed in Washington. But 
through him, as an instrument in the hand of God, a great extent of rich and fer- 
tile land Avas opened for settlement. To \Yhich the poor, industrious and oppressed 
of all nations might flock. To seek a home, enjoy peace and obtain a competency 
agreeable to the provisions of the Constitution. 

But the children of the bond- woman who inhabit the Southern States, do not 
tread in tlie steps of their illustrious father. For they not only exclude free- 
dom from the States where they dwell, but seek to contract its area, endeavoring to 
grasp free soil to pollute it, by planting slavery thereon. 

What would Garibaldi think of the Neapolitans, if, after he had risked his life so 
often to free them from the yoke of a tyrant, the people of Sicily were to intro- 
duce negroes from Africa and establish slavery over the whole Island, and thus set up 
a host of petty tyrants ? Would he not be ready to wish he had never dune any 
thing for a people so utterly unworthy of freedom ? 

And does not the slaveholders at the South stand in a similar position with Wash- 
ington ? . Are they not endeavoring to spread slavery to the utmost of their ability ? 
And boasting of the mischief they will do, if they cannot have their way ? By 
endeavoring to pull down, break to pieces and destroy what Washington labored so 
hard and so diligently to build up, establish, and maintain? Ought they not to feel 
ashamed in the eyes of the world? Or are they become so brutish in their know- 
ledge that they have no sense of shame, or of right and wrong ? They seem to be 
acting like cattle breaking into a fruitful enclosure, destroying ten times more than 
they need to consume. 

What is slavery, in comparison with the Union ? Oh, that they were wise, that 
they would forsake their evil course, adopt the principles of Washington, and 
endeavor to carry out his plans by extending the area of freedom, instead of en- 
croaching on freedom's soil, endavoring to run away with. Liberty," (whom the 
free sons of Washington have espoused) to pollute her, by making a prostitute or 
an adulteress of her., 

To Glch her fortune and her fame, 
To fix a blot upon her name, 

And leave hor broken hearted. 

Is not this enough to arouse the wrath of her sons, who are jealous of her bonoi- 
and her integrity ? Is it not easy to see who is in the right, and who is in the 
wrong? Jesus declared, " Ye shall know them by their fruits. Do men gather 
grapes of thorns, or figs of thistles ? Even so, every good tree briugeth forth good 
fruit : but a corrupt tree briugeth forth evil fruit." Matt. vii. IG, 17. 

On the strength of this the Apostle asks this important question : " Know yo 
not, that to wh.om ye yield yourselves servants to obey, his servants ye are to whom 
ye obey ; whether of sin unto death, or of obedience unto righteousness ?" Rom, 
vi. 16. 
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Kow, are the pcopio of tlie slaveholding States serving God or Maiiimon ? Are 
tlieir fruits good, or are they evil? Several of the States have departed from the 
Union, as sinners depart from God. And I suppose you are aware that those who 
do well, are not required by God to turn toward those who do evil. But he re- 
quires those who do evil, to turn from their wickedness, toward those who do weU. 

Therefore, it is written, "In returning and rest shall ye be saved; in quiet- 
ness and in confidence shall be your strength :" Isaiah xxx. 15. Consequently, 
God saith to his servant, "Let them return unto you; but return not thou unto 
them." Jeremiah xv. 19. 

Have the rebellious States any need be told which is to their interest, to return 
as they ought to do, or keep away and go on sinning as they ought not to do ? 

I would most seriously exhort thera in the language of scripture, "To consider 
their ways," and return to God, and the Union, and may the Lord bless thera, and 
cause his face to shine upon them, until he hath enlightened the whole South. 
While I remain, in all simplicity, a well-wisher to the whole country,

Copy of a Letter avritteji from Buffalo, N. Y., April 23d, ISGl. 
To the Hon. Jejfersoii Davis, Montgomery, State of Alabama. 

Sir: — About a year ago, I sent to you at Washington, D. C, some of my 
pamphlets, hoping you would have seen the propriety of endeavoring to do away 
with the system of slavery on some equitable plan. Whether you received them, 
or nut, I do not know, but seeing by the newspapers you are now pursuing a widely 
different course, I feel desirous of holding a little serious conversation with you on 
the awful state of afl^iirs you have already produced, and are still producing. For 
your attack on the national flag in the bombardment of Fort Sumter, has united 
the people of the free States against you to such an extent, that it will now be dif- 
ficult to appease their indignation. Nevertheless there is, I think, one way open 
yet; and hoping you are not a stranger to some sober second thoughts, and that 
you might yet allow yourself to be guided by good counsel, I take the liberty of 
asking you the following questions: 

First, Have you duly considered the great evils you are about to bring upon 
yourself, your friends, and the whole American people ? Second, Is the slave sys- 
tem of more value, and of greater importance, than the lives of thousands, and 
probably millions of white people? Third, Would it not be wiser and more noble 
to display true patriotism, as every true Christian ought to do, and use your influ- 
ence with the slave owners in advising thera to do away with the slave system, 
provided the people through the Government and Congress would pay thera a cer- 
tain sum of money, as compensation for freeing their slaves ? 

Acting on this principle, they would be remunerated to a reasonable extent, and 
not lose the labor of their colored people, because when freed they could hire as 
many as they needed to work for them, as laborers are hired in the free States. 

Moreover this would make room for the employment of your already free colored 
population, which now appears to be considered a nuisance among you. Thus 
everything might be made to run smoothly throughout the whole country. 

Only consider the blood shed, the money expended, the property lost, belongl'-.g 
to individuals and corporate companies as well as the Government, through being 
carried off, burned, and otherwise destroyed in Texas and elsewhere already. And 
how much more none can tell if you continue your present course; beside demoral- 
izing the people, destroying their peace, prosperity and comfort, setting brother 
agauist brother, as if to see which, can do the other the most mischief. And what 
for_?_ Merely to uphold, perpetuate and extend slavery, when you are aware all the 
civilized world are opposed to the system. And I hope you are not so blind as to 
suppose God will not hold you and others responsible for the evils springing out of 
it. It' you wish information on this point, read Psalm 1. IG to 22. 
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But if you rei)ent, and bring forth fruits meet for repeutance by giving up your 
idols, ho lias promised forgiveness. Therefore, by doing away with slaveiy you 
ixiuy iiol Ouly uvGrt luu judgmmits of God against your country, but again have an 
opportunity of enjoying the same privileges as other citizens, besides having the 
honor of restoring the Union to a permanent peace and social intercourse which 
nothing can then interrupt, and thereby obtain the esteem and good will of all truly 
Christian people. 

I beg to inform you that I am an Englishman, and a British subject, and conse- 
quently a disinterested intercessor. I have been within the Union m.ore than seven- 
teen years, and have traveled over a portion of all the States north of North Carolina, 
Tennessee and Arkansas, exce])ting Miimesota, (being twenty States,) circulating 
religious poetry and pamphlets among the people; and I dread to contemplate the 
awfui scenes likely to attend an intestine war, particularly in the South, seeing she 
is composed of such combustible materials. For I love the American people, and 
hope the Union may yet be preserved to the end of time. And in order to assist 
a little in restoring it to peace and prosperity, I would very willingly subscribe 
one hundred dollars toward purchasing the freedom of the slaves, and should feel 
much pleasure in having the opportunity afforded me. 

And can your love of the Union, being an American, be less than mine, wIjo am 
a foreigner ? I hope you will seriously consider these things and act in a right and 
Christian spirit. And should you feel disposed to drop rae a few lines, stating that 
you will try to bring this about, I should bo happy to exert my humble influence 
with the people of the North, in endeavoring to settle the controversy in such a 
friendly manner. For it is written, " Blessed are the peacemakers : for they shall 
be called the children of God." Matt, v. 9. And I suppose you are aware that 
God is pleased, at times, to make use of weak and humble instruments to bring 
about and accomplish his great designs. 

Hoping you v.'ill kindly acce[)t my humble suggestions, I remain yours sincerely 
in the Lord.

CoTY OF A Letter written from Buffalo, N. Y., April 27tii, ISGl, 

To Hon. Roracc Greekii. editor in chief of the JSfeio York Tribune. 

Mr. Editor : — Sir, 1 beg to inform you, that directly after breakAist this morning, 
a passage of scripture came powerfully to my mind, which, during the present excited 
state of the public mind appears not to have been noticed. 

God declared by the prophet, " I will say to the north. Give up ; and to the south. 
Keep not back : bi-ing my sons from far, and my daughters from the ends of the 
earth." Isaiah xliii. 6. 

Now, as God speaks to the heart and conscience of man, both in his written 
word and by his Spirit, wo may easily pei'ceive how it has operated in time past, 
and how it should continue to operate throughout time, in a temporal as well as in a 
spiritual point of view. For the northern people on this Continent have given up 
the system of slavery long since. And the northern Autocrat of all the Ruslias, and 
bis people, have and are giving up the system of serfdom. Is it not now high time 
for the South to hearken ? and not keep back: by withholding freedom, and fight- 
ing to maintain slavery ? Do not the southern people profess to be Christians? and 
declare they are contending for a good cause ? even the cause of God and liberty ? 
If this were true, would they not prove it by their works ? for Jesus informed his 
followers how they might know who are true Christians, sayhig: Ye shall know 
them by their fruits. Not every one that saith unto me. Lord, Lord, shall enter into 
the kingdom of Heaven, but he that doeth the will of ray Father which is in Heaven. 
Uimy will say to mo in that day, Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied in thy name ? 
and in thy name have oast out devils ? and in thy name done many wonderful 
works? And then will I profess unto them, I never knew you: depart from me, 
yo that work iniquity." Matt. vii. 16, 21, 2;?, 23; read also Isaiah Iviii. 1 to 7; 
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2fl Thess. ii. 1 to 1 2. And the Apostle spake of seme, saying : " They profess that 
they know God; but in works they deny him, being abominable, and disobedient, 
and to every good work reprobate."' Titus i. 1 6 ; read also Jeremiah xvii, 9, 10, 11.

Because that shows that in all things pertaining to life and liodlmess tho servant ot 
the Lord has to do with all nations, kindreds, people and tongues. _ 

If you wish further information on this point, read Proverbs, xv. 1 to 10 ; Revelations, vu. 9.

As the words before us contain matter of great importance to the soul, 
I am desirous of obtaining your serious attention, while I endeavor to ex- 
plain to you their meaning, and show to what particular circumstances they 
refer. For in them is presented to our view, not only a declaration of ex- 
perimental religion, but also an acknowledgment from one in high station, 
of the gross ignorance of the human mind, respecting divine things. 

And such being the sad condition of all mankind while in an unregen- 
erated state, the great Apostle of us Gentiles gave us a caution, saying, 
" Let no man deceive himself. If any man among you seeraeth to be 
wise in this world, let him become a fool, that he may be wise. For the 
wisdom of this world is foolishness with God. For it is written, He taketh 
the wise in their own craftiness. And again, The Lord knoweth the 
thoughts of the wise, that they are vain." 1st Cor. iii., 18 — 20. And 
the Prophet declares, " They are altogether brutish and foolish: the stock 
is a doctrine of vanities. PJvery man is brutish in his knowledge. Jere. x., 
8—14. 

But in order to rectify this, the Apostle exhorts*those who are sensible 
of their want of wisdom, to ask of God, who giveth to all men liberally, 
and upbraideth not." James i., o; iii., 17, 18. And in order to attract 
our attention to this subject, the following important question is asked in 
the sacred volume: "Wherewith shall I come before the Lord, and bow 
myself before the high God? shall I come before him with burnt offerings, 
with calves of a year old ? WilPthe Lord be pleased with thousands of 
rams, or with ten thousand rivers of oil? Shall I give my first-born for my 
transgression, the fruit of my body for the sin of my soul ? 

He hath shewed thee, 0 man, what is good: (mind what follows) and 
what.doth the Lord require of thee, but to do justly, and to love mercy, 
and to walk humbly with God ? The Lord's voice crieth unto the city, and 
the man of wisdom shall see thy name, hear ye the rod, and who hath ap- 
pointed it? Are there yet the treasures of wickedness in the house of the 
wicked, and the scant measure that is abominable?

And in order to show how God operates on the mind of man, ho de- 
clares, " I have hewed them by the prophets : I have slain them by the 
words of my mouth. Hos. vi., 5. And the Apostle bears testimony, say- 
ing, " The word of God is quick and powerful, and sharper than any two- 
edged sword, piercing even to the dividing asunder of soul and spirit, and 
of the joints and marrow, and is a discerner of the thoughts and intents 
of the heart. Heb. iv,, 12. 

Well then might the Psaimist exclaim, "Thus my heart was grieved, 
and I was pricked in my reigns." And how, or in what manner to address 
the all glorious Jehovah, or come before him in such a condition, he did 
not know, nor could he devise. Consequently, he further exclaimed, " So 
foolish was I, and ignorant: I was as a beast before thee."

It miiy ti])pGar somewhat straiigo to some persons, that such a man as 
David, 10 whom iho Lord luid extended favors so often, should feel thus. 
But wc t'hould bear in mind, that David did not always speak of himself; 
ho often spoke of Ciirist in his own proper ]»erson, and also of liis mem- 
bers, the mystical body of Christ. 

Of Christ, himself, he spake thus: I have set the Lord always before 
me; because iie is at iny right hand, I shall not be nioved. Therefore 
my heart is ghid, and my glory rqjoiceth; my llesh also shall rest in liope. 
For thou wilt not leave my soul in hell; neither wilt thou suffer thine 
Uoly One to s^e corruption." Psa. xvi., S — 10; Acts ii., 26 — 31. 
And again, " ilo keopoth all his bones; not one of them is broken." 
Psa xxxiv. 20; see also John, xix., 32 — 37. 

Thou he spake of his mystical body, saying, "My substance was not hid 
from thee, when 1 was made in secret, and curiously wrought in the lowest 
parts of the earth. Thine eyes did sec my substaiiOv'!, yet being Imperfect; 
and in thv book all mv members were written, which in continuance were 
tashioiiei.l, when as yi;t thei'e was none of thom. "Psa. exxxix, 15, 16, see 
also Eph. V. oO, And again of both, saying, I am poured out like water, 
and all my bonus are out of joint; my heart is like wax; it is melted 
in the midst ol' my bowels. My strength is dried up like a potchen.i; 
and my tongue eieaveth to my jaws; and thou hast brought me into the 
dust of death. For dogs have compassed me: the assembly of the wicked 
have enclosed me: they pierced my hands and my feet. I may tell all my 
bones, ihey look and stare upon me." Psa. xxii., 14 — 17; Ezek. xxxvii., 
1—14; Zuch. xii., 10. 

Thus wc m-iy consider the text to refer more particularly to the mem- 
bers of Christ's niyatical body, than to David. For when the light of life 
shines in upon tl:e sinner's soul, making manifest the evils that dwell there, 
the soul teels itself amazingly lowered, before the glorious Majesty of 
lieavon even to the debased condition of the dumb brute, realizing in its 
own experience, all the words of the text. And if you have never felt 
yourself thus debased in your own estimation, you know nothing yet as you 
ought to knov.';^ (for proof I'ead 1st Cor. iii., IS — 19.) Therefore, I would 
say to you most seriously, Go, view the publican in the temple, who, being 
sensible of his vile and polluted condition, could not so much as lift uo his 
eyes to heaven, (much less make a long prayer,) but with holy indignation 
against himself, he suiote upon his breast where all t,he evil lay, crying, 
God be merciful to mo a sinner. 

This prayer is neither beautiful nor lengthy; yet as it came from the 
heart, under ti feeling sense of his extreme need of mercy, it was effectual, 
beino; in accordance with the wiil of God, who, more than a thousand years 
before, declared, " I will have mercy, and not sacrifice." " And it shall 
come to pass, that whosoever shall call on the name of the Lord shall be 
delivered: (from this awful state and condition,) for in Mount Zion and in 
tierusalem shall be deliveraucn, as the Lord hath said, and in the remnant 
whom the Lord shall call.'' .Joel ii., 32. 

And in order t o encourage poor, debased, self-lost, perishing sinners, God 
kindly condescends to invite them, saying, " Call upon me in the day of 
trouble; I will deliver thee, and thou shalt glorify me." Psa. L, 15; Zech. 
xiii., 9. But as there are other ways besides the lips in which the poor, 
sensibly sin- burdened soul calls uywn God, I v.'ill endeavor; to direct your 
attention to them. The Apostle, using similar i language to that contained 
in the text, saith, " Wc are saved by hope; but hope that is seen is not 
hope : for what a man seetb, why doth ho yet hope for ? But if we ^ hope 



for tliat which we soo not, then do wo with patienoo wait i'or it. Likewise, 
the spirit also holpeth our iinfirmities; for \v({ know not what wu slioulti 
pray for as wo ought; but tho spirit itsolC maketh intercossion I'or U8, with 
groanings which cannot bo uttered. And lie that .scarclioth the hoart know- 
eth what h the mind of the spirit, becaube he niakelh intercession tor the 
saint!», according to tho will of God." Koni. viii. 24 — 27. 

By this we are to understand, that although we Iwive such a keen and 
abiding sense of our unworthiness, sinfulness and depr;ivit.y, that we can- 
not so much as look up to, or address tho Alajesly of heaven with the 
mouth, yet the spirit of grace and supplication that is ]ioured out upon us 
from on high, iiitercedes for that soul, l)y causing us lo heave Ihe painful 
sigh, and send forth tho apparently hopeless, yet earnest and anxious desires 
of our soul, in raournl'ul and plaintive accents to tlie throne of divine grace, 
for pardon, peace, reconciliation, and acceptance with God. As God hath 
said, " They shall come with weeping, and with supplication will 1 lead 
them: I will cause them to walk by the rivers of waters in a straight way, 
wJierein they shall not stumble; for. a Father to Jsrael, and Ephraim 
is my first-born." Jere. xxxi., 9; 18—20. 

Therefore, it is written, ^^'O; Lord,' me not in' thy wrath; neither 
chasten me in thy hot displeasure. For thine arrows stick fast in me, and 
thine hand presseth; me VsqiW there , is no soundness in my flesh because of 
thine anger; neither; isHhere iariy riest in my bones because of niy sin. For 
mine iniquities are gone over mine liead; as an heavy burden they are top 
heavy for me. ; My wounds stink and are corruj)t, because of my foolish- 
ness, , I am troubled : lam bowed down greatly: I go mourning all the 
daylong. For my loins. are filled with a loathsome disease; and there is 
no soundness in my flesh. (Read Lsa. i., 0.) 1 am feel)le and sore-broken. 1 
have roared because of the disquietness of my heart. Lord, all my desire 
is before thee; and my groaning is not hid from thee. My lioart panteth, 
my strength faileth me: (read Dent, xxviii., 65 — 67; xxxii., 36) as for the 
light of mine eyes, it also is gone from mo. My lovers and my friends 
stand aloof from my sore; and my kinsmen stand afar off. They also that 
seek after my life lay snares for me : and they that seek my hurt speak 
mischievous things and imagine deceits all the day long. But 1, «s a deaf 
man, heard not; awd T was as a dumb man, that openeth not his mouth. 
For 1 said. Hear me, lest otherwise they should rejoice over mo: when my 
foot slippeth, they magnify themselves against me. For T am ready to 
halt, and my sorrow is continually before me.

And when the Apostles commenced preaching at the day of Pentecost, wo find them 
charging home to the consciences of the Jews, then and there assembled, the sin of 
crucifyuig the Saviour. And about three thousand of them being pricked in tht'ir 
heart, manifested the same sign of grief and ignorance, as is spoken of in the text. 
For it is written, " Now when tliey heard this thoy were pricked in their heart, and 
said unto Peter and the rest of the Apostles: Men and bi-ethren, what shall we do? 
(The answer was) Repent and bo baptized, every one of you, in the name of Jesus 
Christ, for the remission of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost."' — 
Acts, ii., 37, ;^8. 

This circumstance you see corroborated in part the testimony of the aged Simeon, 
who siiid unto Mary, the mother of our Lord, " This child is set for the Aill and ris- 
ing again ol' many in Israel ; and lor a .sign which shall bespoken against; (yea, a 
swoni shall pierce through thy own soul also;) that the thoughts of many hcarta may 
bo revealed." L\ike ii., B4, 35. 

Now, if his own mother was not to escape experiencing the painful operation of 
this pieicing sword, penetrating her soul, how shall we escape? Particularly, when 
the bles.sed Rcdeeinc-r himself cautioned n)ankind, saying, " Tiiink not that T am come 
tn send pence on earth ; I came not to send peace but a svvord. Matt, x., 'PA. And 
.IVihn hears witness saying, " Ari.'l out of his mouth went a sharp two-cdgcd sword ; 
and his countenance was as the sun shineth in his strength. And when I saw him, 
I fell at his loot as dead." ilcv. i, ]G— 17. 

And thi.s sword of the spirit must bo wielded by the champions and defenders of 
truth in all ages, against all ungoilliue.«s, and unrighteousness. To execute judgment 
iind j\.istiee. and convince ung<jdly sinners of their ungodly deeds, and of their hard 
speeches ag:iinst the Lord, and against his Christ, till his foes be made hi.s tbotstool. 
" For they are ji nation void of counsel, neither is there any understanding in them, 
0, that tiicy were wise, that thoy understood lliis, that they would consider their lat- 
ter end!" Deut. xxxii., 28 — 20; read also John, xvi., 8: Judo 15, IG vor.ses. 

M.'iy thcLord l)o pleased tirst to cau.se \-ou to pass under the rod, then bring you 
into the bond ol' the covenant, make his face to shine upon you, and fill you with joy 
and peace in believing, that you may be enabled to serve him in sincerity and godly 
simplicity all your days.

To His Ex.cellencij, A BRA II AM LINCOLN, President of the United States 
of North America': 

May it Pi-eask Youii E.\xmcij,kn'cy : — I hQj^ leave to inform your Excellency, 
lliati a few clays ago, while I uas stitching covers on some of my pamphlets, 
to send to Indiana, hoping the people would read them attentively — study them 
seriously, and thereby obtain the blessing of the Almighty thei-eon, 1 thought 
of the 'manifold evils Jefrerson Davis and the cause he is fighting for, has 
bi'ought upon the >vhole nation. 

By which, both him and it, arc proved to be a great cui'se in the sight of 
(lod and man. INIy mind being intent on tlic sidijt'ct, my thoughts beeajne en- 
<ra"'ed in tracing the sac" I recoj'ds of divine truth, to sec if i could discover 
anything at all similar, and I stopped with the record of Benhadad, king of 
Syria, and Ahab, king of Israel, both bad men. 

Nevci'theless, as Ahab ruled over Israel, GckI was pleased to declare what he 
would do, in order that Israel should not be overcome by their enemies, — it 
being all one with him to save by many oj" liy few. 

Now, before Jeflerson Davis left Congress and Washington City, he called 
the Unvon of States the accursed Union. J3ut said he, Let us' have peace, wliile 
war v.'as brewing in his heart. Unless he could obtain all his desires bv threats, 
like Benhadad. As it is written, "And Benhadad, the king of Syria, gathered 
all his host together; and there were thirt}' and two kings w^ith him, and hoi'ses, 
and chariots; ;md he went up and besieged Samaria, and warred against it. 
And he sent messengers to Ahab, king uf Israel, into the city, and said urrLo him, 
Thus saith Benhadad. 

"Thy silver and thy gold is mine; thy mIvcs also, and thy children, even the 
goodliest, arc mine. And the king of Israel answered and said, My lui-d, O 
King, according to tliy saying, T am thine, and all that 1 have. 

And the messengers came again, and said, Thus speaketh Benhadad, saying, 
Although 1 have sent unto thee, saying, Thou slialt dclivei' mc thy sih'cr, and 
thy gold, and thy wives, and thy children ; yet I will send iny servants unto 
thee to-morrow about tiiis time, and tlu^y shall search thine house, and tlie house 
of thy servants; and it shall be, (irund what follows,) that whatsoever is pleas- 
ant in thine eyes, they sliall put it in their hand, and take it away. 

Then the kins; of Israel called all the elders of the land and said, Mark, I 
pray you, and see how this man seeketh mischief; for he sent unto me for my 
wives, and for my childi-en, and foi* my silvei-, and for my gold ; arid 1 deriied 
him not. 

And all tlie eldcj's and all the pco^^le said unto him, Jleai-ken not unto him, 
)^or consent. 

Wherefore he said unto the messengers of Benhadad, Tell my lord the King, 
All that thou didst send for to thy servant at the first 1 will do; but this 
thing I may not do. And the messengers departed, and brought him word again. 

And ]5enhadad sent unto hirn, and said, 'Jlic gods do so unto me, a /' more 
also, if t;h'e dust of Samai'ia shall siifiice for handfiils for .-di the jicople that 
follow me. And the kin^f of Jsi-ael answci-ed and said. Tell him, l^^et not him 
that.girdeth on his harness boast himself as he that putteth it ofi". 

And it came to pass, M hen Benhadad heard tliis message, as ho vras drinking, 
he and the kin^s in the pa\'ilions. that he said unto his sei'vants, Set vourselvcs 
in arrav. And thev set themselves in arrav against the city. 
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AiK.l, l.)(;ilioKl, llioro came a propliot unto AluiVj kin,!:f of Isniol, saying, Thus 
Hailli till'. L')f(.l. llasU.liiM.1 seen all ihiM great nuiltlUido V Ijehuli.l, I will dwlivor it 
into lliini' lianil this day ; aiu.1 thou shait know that 1 am llio Lord. 

And Ahali said, Ijy whom ? and ho said, Thus saitli the liord, Even by the 
youii'j; Hii'n (tl'ihc princijs ol'lhu provinces. Then said he, Who shall order the 
battle I an(.! he answered, TIsou. 

'y\\vn he nuinhiM'c'd the young men of tlie princes of tlie provinces, and they 
were two hinidri-d an(.l tliirt/y-two ; and after them he numbered all the people, 
even all the children of Israel, being seven thousand. 

And they went out at noon, but 13eiihadad was drinking himself drunk in the 
pavilions, he am.l the kings, the thirty and two kings that helped him. And the 
y(nnig men of the |)riiices of the provinces went out (ii-st ; aiK.l Benhadad sent 
out, and they told him saying. There are men come out of Samaria. And he 
£iai(i, WhutluM- they be come out tor peace, take them alive; or whether they 
bo come out f )r war, take them alive. 

So these young men of the princes of the provinces came out of the city, 
and the army that followed them. And they slew every one his man; and the 
Syrians (led; and Israel pursued them; and Benhadad the king escaped on an 
hui'so, sviih the horsemen. ... : 

And the king of Israel went out, and smote the horses and chariots, and slow 
the Syrians with a great slaughter. And the prophet came to the king of Israel, 
and s:j.id uui:o him, G<:», strengthen thyself, and mark, and see what thou doest; 
lor at the return of the year the king of Syria will come up; against thee. : 

And it came to pass at the i-eturu of the year, that Benhadad numbered ; the 
Syrians, and went up to Apheh to fight against Israel. And the children of 
Israel were numbereil, and were all present, and went, against them : and the 
children of Israel pitched before them like two little Hocks of kids, but; the 
Syriiiiis rilled the C(.)untry. 

And tlu;i-e came a man of God, and spake unto the king of Israel, and said. 
Thus saith the Lord, Because the Syrians have said, The Lord is God of the 
hills, but he is not God of the valleys, therefore will I deliver all this great 
multitude irito thine hand, and ye shall know that I am the Lord. 

And they pitched one over against the other seven days. And so it was, 
that on the seventh day the battle was joined : and the children of Israel slew 
of the Syrians an hundred thousand footmen in one day. But the rest fled to 
Apheh, into the city ; and there a wall fell upon twenty and seven thousand of 
the men that were loft. And Benhadad fled, and came into the city, into an 
inner chanil)cr. And his servants said unto him, behold now we have heard 
that the kings of the house of Israel are inerciful kings: let us, I pray thee, put 
saekch)th on our loins, and ropes upon our heads, and go out to the king of Israel ; 
perad vcntui-e he will save thy life. So they girded sackcloth on their loins, and 
put ropes on their heads, and came to:the king of Israel, and said. Thy servant 
Benhadad saith, 1 pra.y tliee let me live. And he said, is he yet alive? he is 
my brother. 

Now the men did dilligently observe whether any thing would come from 
him. and did hastily catch it; and they said. Thy brother Benhadad. Then he 
said, Go ye, bring him. Then Benhadad came forth to him, and he caused him 
to come U]) into the chariot. 

And Benhadad siiid unto him, The cities which my father took from thy father, 
I will restore; and thou shalt make streets for thee in Damascus, as my father 
m ;de in Samai-ia. Then said rVhab, 1 will send thee away with this covenant. 
'So h.e made a covenant with him, and sent him a\va3^ 

And a certain man of the sons of the prophets said unto his neighbor in the 
word of the Lord, Smite me, I pray thee. And the man refused to smite him. 



TliLMi said lio unto liiin, Px.'cau.so thou luist not olioyod tlio voice of the L.ord, 
as sddh as tlion art di'iiartod (Vom mo, a liuii shall shiy tiio.o. And as sooi. as 
hi( was di.'parU'd {'vi.)\\-\ liini, u lion found hiui a.nd shnv him. 

Then he luund an(»lli(.M' iium, and saitl, sniito nio. I pray thoo. And the* man 
siiiDlc him,s(i that in smiting liu wounded him. So the prophet departed, and 
waited Tnr ihr kinu l»y the way, and disguised himself with asiies upon liis faee. 
And as the king passed hy, ho cried uiito the king, anti he said, Tiiy servant 
went out into ilie miilst of llio Ixitth) ; and beiiohJ, a matt turned aside, and 
brought a man mito me, ami said. Keep this man ; if by any means he be mis- 
sing, then shall t'ly lile b(.'. Ilu* his life. And, as thy servant was busy uero and 
there, he was gfuie. And the king of Israel said unto him, So shall thy judg- 
ment III! : thy.-elf hast decided it. 

And lie liaslei.l, and look the ashes away from his face; and the king of Israel 
discei'iKnl him that he was of the prophets. And ho said unto him. Thus saith 
the Lord, liecausii thou hast hit go out of thy hand a man wlioiri I have a|j|:)ointed 
to uttei- destruction, therefore thy life shall go for his life, and thy people I'or his 
I-K'ople."' .1st Kings .w. 1, to 42. 

Now, as you arc well acquainted with much of the evil that JeH'erson Davis 
ami olliei s have inflicted upon this nation in support of slavery ; should God l:>e 
pleased to appoint him, them and it, to utter destruction, take heed that you fall 
not into the same snare as Ahab, by sparing the accursed system, and calling 
the vile being or lacings brother or brethren, who have wantonly caused the 
destruction of so much lii'e and property. 

I'or it is writ.ten, As righteousness tendeth to life, so he that pursueth 
evil j3ur.>ueth it to his own death. They that are of a irow^ard heai-t are an 
abomination to the Lord : but such as are upright in their way are his delight, 
'i'hough hand johi in hand, the wicked shall not be unpunished. Pi'O. .xi. 10, 
20,21. And again, " Every one that is proud in heart is an abomination to the 
jjord : though hand join in hand, he shall not be unpunished. Pro. xvi. 5. 

Tlicn, how sb;;.ll these proud and hard hearted men be able to stand against 
th(i indignation of the Almighty'? They have been acting all along worse than 
common thieves, robbers and murderers. Because they only take a portion of 
a man's ))ro]:)ei1:y ; but these take all, and himself to boot, starve his family, or 
drive them from their homes. 

If common phnidcrei's, robbers and murderers, kill one person, they seldom 
kill a whole family, excepting to screen themselves from detection. Whereas, 
these N'iie rebels alilict, torture or kill whole families, whole neighborhoods, and 
whole communit.ies, merely for sport, or to satisfy their wicked inclinations and 
devilish propensities, burning and destroying at th,e same time. They have 
thrust some into prison tor uo crinie, and forced others into tl.ic rebel rariks, to 
be sh(»t down !.»y their friends, or die of disease and famine. 

'Llnis many iiioflerisi ve iniion people, who are lovers of their country, and 
have forfeited nothing to the government throj.igh bad conduct, have been 
deprived of every thing that is near and dear to them, by ficiids in human shaj'ie. 
Yet, up to ilie j>resent tiiiie, inany of these fiends, who liave fort'eittid everything 
to the goverimient for iheir ])ad conduct, are still at large, bidding defianec t;0 
justice like great N'illians, and I'cjoicing in their evil course. 

fs it not now time fl)r a turn aboul? or shall the wieked go uni)iinished ? 
Should not these abominable rebels, who have forfeited evei'yihing to the gov- 
oi'ninent, now be dcpi-ived of t heir goods, chattels and estates, or even life itself, 
as fast as justice or the authority of the government can reach thein ? 1 pause 
for your decision, while 1 remain with all due respect, your ]'l\cellency's most 
obedient, humble servant.

Written from Buffalo, State of New York. North Ameiuca, Ai:n. '-Id, ISivii. 

'fo His Excellency, ABRAHAM LmCOLN, Fresideni of the United Slates 
of .North America : 

May it Please Your Excellency: — I beg leuve to inform your Exceilcncy, 
tliat having road in the papers a few days ago, that Enghind Ibcls ijK'lin(.'d to 
hold Canada with \i ,s)ack hand, and seeming to evince fi-icndsliip and neighliuriy 
kindness toward the United States Government in this their time of trouble; 
! began to consider the state of society on this continent at tlie present time, 
and came to the conclusion, that if the British Government and t!ic Uinted 
States Government, could possibly arrange matters so as to exchange th(>. Slates 
of A[ississippi, Alabama, Georgia, South Carolina, Florida, and that portion of 
iiOuisiana lying north-east of the Mississippi Kiver, for the Canadas and British 
North American possessions to the Pacilic Ocean, it wunld stop the further 
effusion of blood, and probably satisfy the people of both countries, and beneltt 
all concerned. 

For it appears very evident the principles of the Southern people arc so 
aristocratic, it would be dillicult to reconcile them to the genuine democratic 
principles of the Free State people. Their former mode of life has I'itted them 
bettor for English society, and England would derive more benefit from the 
cotton growing States than from Canada and all her Noi'th American jiosscf 
sions, at a less expense, and accessible by sea all the year. While Canada a.jd 
the other British North American possessions would probably bo of ]nore 
real benefit to the United States, of less expense, and more easily governed. 
The moral principles of the people being inorc alike, their inode of liie siirii- 
lar, and their manners and customs being suited to each other and the 
institutions of the Free States, they woidd be easily grafted into the Union, 
and help to make a great republican nation, forming a more sociable, ])ei'iect 
and permanent union. 

If the ari-angemcnt can be carried out agi-eeablc to the above outline, the 
United States would then extend from the Atlantic to the Pacilic, east and west; 
and froiTi the ilussian possessions and the Gulf of St. Lawi-ence to C'alifornia, 
north and south on the western border, taking in the St. Lawi-ence rivei', the 
upper Mississippi and all the lakes; and from. Cape Breton Island to tlic 
southern boundary of North Carolina, on the east; along the southern bouiid- 
ar}^ of North Carolina and Tennessee to ^lemphis on the Mississi|)pi riv^r ; 
from, thence across the Mississippi, and down, its west l)ank, ;md id(,»ng tJie 
coast of Texas south to the Hio Grande, and along the east bank of the Kio 
Grande to California; making a more extensive country than at pi-esent, with 
the boundaries all settled and war very improbable, liecause it w(,)!i]d not only 
be the best policy for the English and American Governmen.ts i:o mainlain 
friendly relations with each other, stimulating trade and commerce, l)nt it 
would be the wisest, noblest and most profitable plan for both to pm-sue. .Frr, 
not only is there far inorc gained by friendship, trade and coijimerce, than l)v 
war: but they would be setting a good examj)le, as Christian nations oii<>ht to 
do, for other governments of the New World to follow : and thereby obtain 
that respect from other governments and people, as would enable thciii, either 
jointly or separately, to exercise great influence in recommending the best 
com-se for other governments to pursue toward each other, in oi-der to preserve 
peace, and pi'omote hai'mony and good feeling among neighboring nations and 
states, for the general benefit of all.

Sen iiiiw many liioiisaiids of lives have boon sacrificod alroadyjOii botii sides, 
bi'.siiU's the mainu'd, mangled, bruised, burned, sealded and diseased, saying 
uoihiiig ot' till' demorallzatioii of tho people, who seoiii bent on giving vent to 
the worst passions of human nature. .ICnvy, hatred and maliee seeming to rule 
in llu'ir bosoms toward and against oneh otiier, instead of lovo and brotherly 
kindness. 

And, not only is a lai'go amount in buildings, rail roads, shipping and other 
|>ro|H'riy already destroyed and being destroyed, but food lor man and beast, 
eoitoii, sugar, molasses, lumber, and other nrtielos of trade and eommeree, has 
lu/en and still continues to bo destroyed. Some through spite, some by aceident, 
and some by mistake, or misundcrst;anding orders; but most, because the artielos 
and things should not fail into the hands, and l:)cnefit those they now call their 
enemii.'s, and enable them to jn'oeeod on their course. 

This is awful and very unchristianlike, but it follows as a consequence of 
; ; :War. And, not only are crops destroyed on tho ground, by armies laying, 
i ;Cami>ing, li'am]:)ing, maneuvering a,nd fighting, but agricultural pursuits gene- 
,i :rallykare imi)eded, and the land, in many places, is so cut to pieces and thrown 
; up into banks by ibr'ifying and intreneliing, and the inhabitants driven away 
: V:Oiy:killed, that slioidd peace be proclaimed at once, it will require' some years 
'/ (or the couiUi'v to recover. 

But even the a,bove list of evils is not all that the war produces. See how 
much other nations arc suiTering. Tho distress it causes in England alone is 
immense. Would it not bo well then for Enii-land and the United States to 
join heart and liand, and endeavor to settle the controversy in the way 1 have 
sua^ested. or in some similar way. 

.For l)y restoring peace to the country, and opening the Southern ports as 
heretofore, l/irfore everything is destroyed, trade and commerce reviving, the 
nation wouKl not only begin to feel itself rising to its former prosperity, but 
would be exlending benefits to other nations, which would be of far greater im- 
noi laiicc to the inhabitants of the world at lart^e, than it would be for this nation 
merely to retain d(.)minion over a people who are very unwilling to be governed 
by it. ;md whose aim would generally be to rule the North, as heretofore, rather 
than submit, to a President and. Congress chosen by a majority of the people, 
agrreiililo to the. eoiislitut ion. 

Thei\ fwiH.', a.llh<.)Ugh } our cause is just and i-ight, and you arc powerfully 
haek^d the iieojjle. yet it is n-')t only humane but prohtable, at times, to 
f(,'llr<'i, cchsider, and i-eii'ain fr(jm striking the fatal blow, particularly if you can 
iTi-cive ill (wehangc a country and a people better suited to the nation. There- 
fore, allow me earni'.stly to entreat your Excellency and constitutional advisers, 
s.M'iou.-ly i'.o eoiisider the suliiect, without loss of time. For if you can obtain 
such a seit lemem. you will f^et rid of a dangerous Southern element, and have 
notliiuii; at the North to disturb the nation's repose or its plans. 

^'ou eould thi.'ii construct a ship canal from the Mis.sissip])i to the lakes, to 
Cvinvey the ]iroi.Ju;.;c ol the great west to Eurf)po, without In-eaking bulk, either 
by way of t^uel»ec or New York, or l.»oth, without exciting jealousy between 
C/nnidians and New Yorkers. 

Or you could pass whole cargoes from the East, West and T's^orth-West, 
down the .Mississippi, and carry on trade with the Southern people under 
British rule, better than it has been done in times when the South opposed 
iMassachusetts and (jther States, all they could. 

li suppose it would be necessary to secure the free navigation of the Missis- 
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sippi, and it" slavery can bo abolishod, so much the bettor. Englnnd would 
most likely bo willing, but whether it would be oonvcnient iov the Southern 
people to abolish it immediately, would be a subject for C'on.-:iideration. Should 
it be allowed to eontinuo a tew years longer in the cotton stales, it would not 
then di.^turb the peace of the Union as it has. 

iii.'cause, not only would the fugitive slave law be inoperative, but the man- 
ners and customs of the people, and their peculiar ideas on social intercourse 
with each other, in their domestic relations as nuister and slave, &c., &:(.:., would 
not then afleet society in the union, they not forming a pai't ol' it, being under 
another government, which would also enable then-\ to alter their plan oi' voting 
agreeable, to their wish, adapting it to suit English law instead of American 
law, and the Canadians and others could adapt theirs to suit American law 
instead of .lilnglish law. 

Thus, by consummating the foregoing plan, both sections miglit be suited. 
The liury slave-liolding element of the South would be excluded irom Congress, 
and a free state element admitted in its place. The city of Washington would 
not only be exempt from such disgraceful broils as have occurred in Congress 
through slavery, but would not be subject to revolutionary struggles. The 
principal revolutionists not only being shorn of their power, but removed far 
away. . i;"!; 

Sliould slavery be totally abolished, arrangements rniglit bo made for those 
col'jred persons who., wish to remain in the cotton States, and work on the 
phintations oi' elsewhere for wages, as free laborers, to remain there, so as not 
to deprive them of their laborers. While those who would wish to emigrate 
to Central America, Liberia, or elsewhere, could be taken under the care and. 
pi-oteetion of the President and government, and forwarded to settle and iovni 
a colony, such as might enable them, in a reasonable time, to j.)rovide for them- 
selves and their posterity, by using wisely their resources, and those they may 
obtain from the country, through mining, cultivating, j-aising and preparing 
useful articles and commodities, for their own use and for exportation. 

Thus they might not only prove themselves worthy of encouragement, but 
make themselves useful to their race, by opening the way to future eiiiigi'ants, 
and preparing food and other things necessary for their reception, and open a 
markelamong themselves for the productions and manufactures of other countries. 

Under the patronage of your Excellency, they will be allowed a splendid 
opportunity, not only to obtain a home and a livelihood by their own exertions, 
but in process of time a name and a place among the nations of the world, and 
be respected as careful, industrious and useful members of society. If they do 
not attain such a desirable position, 1 thinic it must be their own fault, as your 
Excellency and the nation will be doing more for them than thousands of white 
emigrants ever had done for them, and yet succeeded well. 

Probably the British government might like to take some under their charge, 
and forward them to Jamaica, or some other British possessions in tlie West 
Indies or elsewhere, to work as free laborers, or settle thciri as colonists; and 
therein' improve and benefit difFeretit portions of the globe, and in some cases, 
spread the glorious gospel of God, 

Being a well wisiier to this nation and the M'holc human family, I sincerely 
thank you for what you have already done in the good cause ; and 1 hope and 
pray the Lord may be pleased to enable you to accomplish the f'>regoing also, 
which I believe will confer a lasting? blessino; on the whole continent, En,'rla>id 
and all concerned.

I have traveleil eonsideral.)ly in all three cotuitrios, and consequently am 
pretty well ae([uainted with their dilfercnt resoui'ccs, the disposition of their 
people, their modes of life, manners, customs, (S^c., iSiC. 

And 1 teel persuaded in my own mind, that England and America acting in 
coiieei't f )!• the. geni'i'al benefit of mauK'ind, in the VVestern or New World, c>ni 
ncconiplish almost anything tending to that end, and do great good to the 
different races and families inhabiting it, Africa, and the South Sea Islands, 
which has already been demonstrated by their acting in concert on the slave 
trade. 

Willie bVuiico and England acting in concert in the Eastern or Old Woi-ld, 
might accomplish much in preserving peace, promoting industry, stirnidating 
trade and eomnierce, setting a good cxannple of peace and amity, and using 
their inllneneo for the general wellare of mankind, they might afford the people 
an op])ortunity to be ju'osperous, contented, and friendly toward each other, 
instead of cpiarreling and fighting about matters and things of only fancied 
ini p or tan i.e.

CHAPTER XXVI. 



WRITTKN ON 'VlU'lSlu WO.KDS: 
" Therefore, thus will I do rnito thee, 0 Israel: and because I. will do this unto 
;;?*e/jare to meet thy God, 0 Israel.^^ Amos iv, 12. 

Now, as Iisraol aftcf the flesh, or tho natural doscendaiits of Ahi-aliain, f.saao, 
and Jacob, are among almost, if not quite, all nations. So \avi\v\ after tho 
Spirit, or tho spiritual sood of Abraham, ai'C among almost, if not quite all 
nations, Thcroforo what God is roprosontod in Soripturo as siiyiiig to Israel, 
stands good throughout time to the spiritual sood more particularly than to tho 
natural seed. 

And as God can deal with a nation as with a man, or a single individual, lie 
will nail nations to account as well as individuals. Tliei'oforc lie salth, " I form 
tho light, and create darkness; I make peace, and create evil: 1 tlio Lord do 
all these things." Isa. xlv, 7. 

When Ilexekiah king of Judah was sick unto death, God sent tho prophet 
Isaiah unto him saying, "Thus saith the Lord, Sot thine house in order ; for 
thou shalt die, and. not live. Then Hezekiah turned his face toward the wall, 
and prayed unto the Lord. 

Then came the word of tho Lord to Isaiah, saying. Go, and say to Hozekiah, 
Thus saith the Lord, tho God of David thy father, 1 have heard tliy prayer, 1 
have seen thy tears : behold I will add unto thy days fifteen years." Isa. xxxviii, 
1, 2, 4, 5. 

Again God spake unto Jeremiah the prophet, saying, " Go to, speak to the 
men of Judah, and to the inhabitants of Jerusalem, saying, Thus saith tho 
Lord, Behold, I iframe evil against you, and devise a device against you ; return 
ye now every one from his evil way, and make your ways and your doings good. 

And they said, there is no hope : but we will walk after our own devices, 
and wo will every one do the imagination of his evil heart. (Thus they proved 
themselves impudent children, bidding God defiance as it were, therefore he 
saith,) Because my people hath forgotten mo, they have burned incense to 
vanity, and they have caused them to stumble in their ways from the ancient 
paths, to walk in paths in a way not cast up ; to make their land desolate, and 
a perpetual hissing ; every one that passeth thereby shall be astonished and 
wag his head. I w^ill scatter tiiem as with an east M'ind before tho 
enemy; I will shew them the back, and not the face, in tho day of tlioir calam- 
ity." Jer. xviii, 11 to 17. Thus you sec God deals differently with different 
people. 

Therefore let individuals or nations take heed how they receive the word 
of God, lest they reject His counsel to their own hurt, for another prophet 
calls, saying, "Hear this word, ye kino of Bashan, that are in the mountain of 
Samaria, which oppress tho poor, which crush the needy, which say to their 
masters. Bring, and let us drink. The Lord God hath sworn by his holiness, 
that, lo, tho days shall como upon you, tliat ho will take you away with hooks, 
and your posterity with fish-hooks. (Then God, complaining of the false and 
formal worship of the children of Israel, and of the manner" in which He had 
sought to correct them, saith,) And 1 also have given you cleaiuiess of teeth in 
all your cities, and want of bread in all your places : yet have ye not returned 
unto me saith the Lord. And also 1 have withholden tho rain from you, when 
there were yet three months to the harvest : and 1 caused it to rain upon one 
city, and caused it not to rain upon another city : one piece was rained upon, 
and tho piece whereupon it rained not withered. So two or three cities wandered 
unto one city to drink water ; but they wore not satisfied : yet have ye not returned 
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unto mo, sailh tho Lord. I have smitten you with blasting and mildew ; 
wiic-n vour aardcns and your vineyards, and your fig trees and yonr olive trees 
increased, the palmer worm devoured them: yet have ye not reurrned unto me, 
sailh the Lord. ] have sent among you the pestilence aflor tho manner of 
Egvpt: your young men have I slain with the sword, and have taken away 
yonr horses ; and 1 have made the stink of your camps lo come up into your 
nostrils : yet have ye not returned unto me, saith the Lord. 1 have overthrown 
some of you, as God overthrew Sodom and Gomorrah, and yc were as a (ire- 
brand plucked out of the burning: yet have ye not returned unto me, saith tho 
Loi'd." Amos iv, 1, 2, 6 to 11. 

Then follows the words of the text which seems to indicate something more 
serious, without stating what it shall be. 

The apostle Paul wrote to the Hebrews who considered themselves the people 
of God, saying, " We have had fathers of our flesh which corrected us, and we 
gave theni reverence : shall we not much rather be in subjection unto ^lie 
Father ut' Spirits and live? For they, verily, for a I'ew days chastened us after 
their own pleasure ; but he for our profit, that we might be partakers of his 
holiness." Ileb. xii, 0, 10. For the time is come that judgment must begin 
at til!' house of God : and if it first begin at us, what shall the end bo of them 
that obey not the Gospel of God? And if the righteous scarcely be saved, 
wheie shall the ungodly and the sinner appear?" 1 Pet. iv, 17, IS, 

Tliei-eforc it is written, " Hear the word of the Lord, yc rulers of Sodom ; 
(this sinful world, for proof of read Rev. xi, 8; 1 John v, 19.) give ear unto the 
law of our God, ye people of Gomorrah. To what purpose is the multitude 
of youi' .s'lcrifices unto me? saith the Lord : 1 am full of the burnt ofierings of 
rams, and the f;it of led beasts; and I delight not in tho blood of bullocks, or 
of lambs, or of he goats. 

When ye come to appear before me, who hath required (such things as) this 
at you]' hands, to tread my courts? Bring no more vain oblations; incense is 
an abohiination unto me; the new moons and Sabbaths, tho calling of assem- 
blies, 1 cannot away with; it is iniquity, even the solemn meeting, (mind that 
and what follows,) Your new moons and your appointed feasts ]ny soul hateth ; 
they are a trouble unto me; I am weary to bear them. And when ye spread 
forth your hands, I will hide mine eyes from you: yea, when ye make many 
prayers, 1 will not hear: your hands are full of blood, 

Wai^h you, (for information read Zech. xiii, 1 ; Psa. ixviii, 24 to 20.) make 
yon ole;tu ; put away the evil of your doings (sec Acts xxvi, IG to IW,) from 
before mine eyes ; cease to do evil ; learn to do well; seek judgment, relieve 
the oppressed, judge the fiitherless, plead for the widow. C(une now, and let 
us rea.son tc^gi'ther, saith the Lord, though your sins be.as scarlet, they shall be 
as white as snow; though they be red like crimson, they shall be as wool, (for 
information read Eph. v, 2(5, 27; Titus iii, 5 to 7.) If ye be willing and obe- 
dient, (see Acts ix, 0,) ye shall eat the good of the land : but if yc rcfiL-^e and 
(couliiuic to) rebel, ye shall be devoured with the sword : for the mouth of the 
Lord hath spoken it." Isa. i, 10 to 20; read also Jer. ix, I to 15. 

And hiiih not God visited this nation with similar chastisements to those 
enumerate. 1 against Israel? and yet the people, as a nation have not returned 
unto i\u\ Lord. For slavery has been sanctioned by tho nation by far too 
long. Mr. J uilerson foresaw the evil that was likely to arise iVoin tho slave 
system nniny years ago. And feeling anxious for the peace and Wf^lfire of his 
CDuritry, he warned his countrymen of impending danger. But like Israel of 
old, they paid no attention. Senators Seward, Sumner, and others, representa- 
tives L:jvij.')y, Blair, and others have likewise given warning in Congress, but 
all has been unheeded. 
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The Lord also was pleased to cause me, his humble servant, more than eight 
years ago, lo write a letter to President Pierce, endeavoring to induce him to 
try and bring about the emancipation of the slaves by means of compensation, 
and thus do away with the national sin of slavery. 

Whether he ti'ied or not, I do not know, but it was still allowed to exist. 
Consequently 1 liad three thousand copies of the letter printed, and cii'culated 
thein througii the country, and sent one copy to Mr. Buchanan at Wlieatland, 
before he was inaugurated, hoping he would endeavor to do something when ho 
eanic into power. But 1 am sorry to say he encouraged the accursed system 
to such an extent, that instead of the Southern people obeying tlic voice of 
Gxod, they broke out into open rebellion against the authority of both God and 
man, saying as it were in their hearts, as Pharaoh did with his month, Who 
is the Lord, that I should obey his voice, to let Jsrael go ? 1 knowMiot the Lord, 
neitlier will 1 let Israel go." Exod. v, 2. 

But what has been the consequence'? Thousands of them and their people 
have been cut olF in their sins, their country to a certain extent depopnhUed 
and ruined. The loss sustained by the Southern people alone, will by Jiir exceed 
the value of slavery to them. Are they not very ignorant then thus to resist 
God? This is not all, they have put the Pree State people and Union people in 
the Slave States, to gi'eat expense in blood and treasure, wiiich is of far more 
value than all the slaves. Why should a people professing to be Chri.-stians allow 
the hideous monster to attain such vast proportions, as to bring such a scourge 
on the whole nation, as well as many European nations 

Will not England, Franco, and other European nations now use tlieir influ- 
ence with Spain, and endeavor to get slavery abolished in Cuba, and thereby 
strengthen the hands of President Lincoln, who has given the monster its 
deathblow in the United States? 

Or shall the Ireedom-loving nations of Europe be considered as winking at, 
or encouraging slavery in the New World ? Will that be preparing to meet 
God, agreeable to his requirement in the text? 

Because ho hath caused it to be thus written, "Simeon and Levi are brethern ; 
instruments of cruelty are in their habitations. O my soul, come not thou 
into their seci'ct; unto their assembly, mine honer, be not thou united: for in 
their anger they slew a man, and in their self-will they digged down a wall. 
Cursed be their anger for it was fierce ; and their w'rath, for it was cruel : 1 will 
divide them in Jacob, and scatter them in Israel. " Genesis xlix, 5 to 7. 

Does not the disposition and actions of the people of the Southern Confed- 
eracy, oi- in other words, the rebels, correspond with the above'? iSo marvel 
then, if they arc cursed in like maimer, and those who sympathize with tliem. 
Por the Inst sentence declares, " 1 will divide them in Jacob, and scatter them 
in Israel." 

Now 1 wish you to understand that God can do great things in this respect, 
without making an open display of his power. Because as Lie is the supi-emc 
Goveruoi- of the Univei'se, all men and all things can be controlled bv Llim, at 
his pleasure. 

Consequently, though an individul, a party, or a: nation, should conceive a 
plan, and detei-mine in their mind, or minds, to do something very wicked in 
Ifis sight ; yet j Jo can withhold him, them, or the nation from their purpose, 
by throwing some impediment in their way, without their perceiving that JIcj 
doeth it, for pi-oof I'cad Job xxxiii, 8 to 24 ; Matt, ii, 1 to 18 ; Acts xxiii, 0 (o 
35; xxiVj 1 to 27; xxv, 1 to 12, 13 to 27; xxvi, 1 to 32; xxvii, 1 to 44: xxviii, 
1 to 10. Thus lie acted Avith Balaam, when ho was going to curse isi'ael. 
Balaam was too much blinded by the god of this world to see who withstood 
him, and opposed him in his mad career. But the dumb ass saw" the angel of 
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the Lord, or the angol of tlie covenant, and speaking with man's voice, forbade 
the madness of the liilsc prophet, liis master. 

Sometimes when a company of men are about to perpetrate some heinous 
crime, in order to frustrate their evil design, or designs, lie may be pleased to 
operate on the heart of one of their number, hy whispering to his conscience. 
This is wrong, you ought to oppose it. And he goes to work and upsets their 
evil intentions, though it may l)e hardly. Thus it proved with the prophet 
Jeremiah, see J ere. xxvi, 1 to 24. Again, wlien the rulers of Israel were cut 
to the heart through the perseverance and reproof of the apostles, they took 
counsel to slay them. " Then stood there up one in the council, a Pharisee, 
named Gamaliel, a doctoi- of the law, had in reputation among all the people, 
and commanded to put the apostles forth u little space ; and said unto them, 
Ye men of Israel, take heed to yourselves what ye intend to do as touctiing 
these men. 

Yov befoi'C these days rose up Theudas, boasting himself to be somebody ; 
to whom a number of men, about four hundred, joined themselves; who was 
slain : ar:d all, as many as obeyed him, were scattered, and brought to nought. 

After this num rose up J udas of Galilee in the days of the taxing, and drew 
away much people after him ; he also perished ; and all, even as many as 
obeyed him, were dispersed. And now 1 say unto you, Refrain from these 
men, and let them alone : for if this counsel or this work be of men, it will 
come to nought, but if it be of God, ye cannot overthrow it ; lest, haply, ye 
be found even to fight against God. And to him they agreed." Read Acts 
V, 83 to 40. 

Thus God is pleased at times secretly to divide men for their own good. 
Therefore it is written, " Lo, all these things worketh God oftentimes with 
man, to bring back his soul from the pit (of corruption) to be enlightened with 
the light of the living." Job xxxiii, 2d, 30 ; read also xxvii, 1.3 to 23 ; Judges 
V, 15, IG ; Luke xii, 51 to 53. 

Wlien the Lord sent Gideon against all the hosts of Midian, with only three 
hundred men, what did they do'i Did they bear a sword and shield and spear, 
and slay as they went? No, their work being simple, they needed no deadly 
weapons. They were merely supplied with a lamp, lighted, a pitcher to put 
the lamp in so as to hide tiic light, and a trumpet to blow withal, and when 
they reached their separate posts around the enemiy's camp, they stood in their 
place, brake the pitcher, displayed the light, and sounded the alarm, crying, 
The sword of the Lord, and of Gideon. 

And the TiOrd did the work by dividing them, and setting every man's sword 
against his fellow, even th.roughout all the host. And they ran, and cried and fled. 

And docs not God rccpiirc his servants to do the same in our day ? Are 
they not to hold forth the lamp of God, and blow the gospel trumpet, and give 
sinners warning, that they may (lee from the wrath to come, hj forsaking their 
evil eourfses, turning to God, and laying hold on the hope sot before them? 

Probaljjy you may ask, what did their lamps and pitchers represent in a 
spiritual point of view ?• 1 answer. The lamp and its light represented the 
word of God and the light of life, as it is written, '"Thy word is a lamp unto 
ray feet, and a light unto my path." Psa. cxix, 105 ; cxxxii, 13 to 17 ; 2 Sam. 
xxii, 29. llic pitclicr i'e])resentod this clay tabernacle, our earthly bodies. 
Therefore saith tiie Apostle, '* We liave this treasure in earthen vessels, that 
the excellency of the power may be of God, and not of us." 2 Cor. iv, 7. '*Por 
we are the circumcision, which worship God in the Spirit, and rejoice in Christ 
Jesus, and have no confidence in the llesh." Phil, iii, 3. Thus they deny them- 
selves, or break the pitclicr as it were, and hold forth the lamp of God and the 
light of divine life as all and everything. Agreeable to his command, saying, 
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" Let your light so shine before men, that they may see your good works, and 
glorify your Father wiiich is in heaven." Matt, v, 1(5: read also 1 Cor. vi, 
19, 20; Philip ii, 15, 10. 

The prophet, speaking in reference to God's dwelling in the natural body of 
Christ, saith, " Verily tliou art a God that hidest thyself, 0 God of Israel, the 
Saviour." Isa. xlv, 15 ; 2 Cor. v, 18 to 21. 

And as the glory of the invisible God was thus hid within the vail, that is to 
say His flesh, the earthly, visible temple, the natural man could not perceive 
it ; the consequence was they asked, " What sign showest thou unto us 1 Jesus 
answered and snid unto them, Destroy this temple, and in three days I will 
raise it up." Then said the Jews, Forty and six years was this temple in 
building, and wilt thou rear it up in three days? But He spake of the temple 
of his body." John ii, 18 to 22. 

Bee ausc the pitcher had to be broken before the glorious light could be con- 
spicuously displayed, and when broken on the cross, the centurion and one of 
the thieves saw the light but others did not. Therefore saith the apostle, " If 
our gospel bo hid it is hid to them that are lost: in whom the god of this 
world hath blinded the minds of them which believe not, lest the light of the 
glorious gospel of Christ, who is the image of God, should shine unto them." 
2 Cor. 3, 4. 

Ought not the chosen soldiers of Christ to do as Gideon's men did, and blow 
the gospel trumpet to warn sinners of their danger ? Agreeable to that which 
is written, " Woe is me because of murderers, for my soul hath heard the 
sound of the trumpet, the alarm of war." Read 2 Cor. x, 1 to 5. 

"And it shall come to pass in that day, that the Lord shall beat off from the 
channel of the river unto the stream of Egypt, and ye shall be gathered one 
by one, O ye children of Israel. And it shall come to pass in that day, that 
the great trumpet shall bo blown, and they shall come which were ready to 
perish in the land of Assyria, and the outcast in the land of Egypt, and shall 
worship the Lord in the holy mount at Jerusalem." Isa. xxvii, 12, 13. 

Therefore God commands his servancs saying, " Cry aloud, spare not, lift up 
thy voice like a trunipet, and show my people their transgressions, and the 
house of Jacob their sins." Isa. Iviii, 1. And now I must say to you, agree- 
able to the last portion of the text, " Prepare to meet thy God, O Israel. For 
knowing the terror of the Lord, we persuade men." And may the Lord be 
pleased to enable you to prepare so as to obtain mercy, and find grace to help 
you in time of need, while I remain thine to serve faithfully in the Lord.

CHAPTER XXYII. 

WRITTEN ON THESE WOEDS : 

" If any man among you seem to he religious,, and hridleth not his tongue^ 
this mail's religion is vain " James i, 2o. 

In our day and generation, when there is such an extensive profession of 
religion, and such a limited possession of the grace of God in the heart, it 
becomes jnore urgently necessary that we should all turn our serious attention 
to these words of the Apostle, and study their import. 

You will doubtless understand that these words were not written in order to 
teach the fallen sons and daughtci's of Adam how the grace of God is to be 
obtained, but how they are to prove that they actually possess the grace of God 
in their hearts, and numifest its ruling influence over their words as well as 
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actions. If you wish proof, I will refer you to the first epistle of Peter, iii, 

J ])i-ostnno YOU ai-c ;ilso aware tliat there are thousands of persons, both male 
and Icinale, high and low, rich and poor, who vaguely acknowledge the religion 
oi' Jesus, co)isider themselves Christians, and expect to be looked upon by 
oihers as such, who arc so habituated to cursing, swearing, lying, filthy and 
unbecoming conversation, that they scarcely know the}' are doing it, or vainly 
consider themselves <i)"eat hy doinjz it. 

But l:)y allowing their tongue such liberty of action, it is very evident they 
not oidy lower themseives amazingly in the estimation of all who abhor and 
detest sucii language, but they debase themselves wonderfully in the sight of 
God, and plunge their souls deep in sin and wickedness. 

As a c;uition to thoughtless souls, Wisdom declares, " Death and life arc in 
the power of tlic tongue, and they that love it shall eat the fruit thereof." 
Prov, XV iii, 21. 

L would now ask you: Do you love death? or do you love life If you 
love death, go on with your evil, lyiuijj, blasphemous and foul-mouth discourse 
and you will be sure to obtain. For proof, read Eccle, xi, 0, 10 ; Rom. ii, 
S, 0. But if vou love life, bridle the tonirue, for thus saith the Lord: Bv thv 
words shalt thou be justiiied, and by thy words shalt thou bo condemned." 
Matt, xii, o7. 

.For what proceeds out of your mouth shows who holds possession of your 
heart, and under the inlluence of what spirit you speak. On this ground the 
Apostle in the text declares positively, " If any man among you seem to be 
rcliii;ious. and bridleth not his ton<i;uc this man's religion is vain." 

By this you may clearly understand that your words fire looked at. Leave 
oir cursing, swearing, lying, vain jesting, and all evil speaking, such as taking 
the TiOrd's name in vain, <ke., then: for by indulging in such things, you prove 
youi-self not to be a Christian. If you doubt the assertion, read ii^ph. ii, 2, 3 ; 
] Pot. iii, 10 to 12. 

When our Lord was on the earth in the flesh, being desirous to enforce this 
doctrine, he put the following question to his hearers, ''' Do men gather grapes 
of thorns, or fi2s of thistles '? Even so every good tree brinircth forth irood 
fruit; but a corrupt tree bringeth Ibrth evil fruit, A good tree caimot bring 
forth evil Iruit, neither can a corrupt tree bring forth good fruit. Every tree 
that bringeth not forth good frifit is hewn down and cast into the lire. Wherefore 
by their irults ye shall know them."' Matt, vii, 10 to 20. 

In view of this the Apostle wrote to believers in Christ, saying, " Only let 
your conversation Ijc as it becometli the gospel of Christ ; that whether 1 come 
and see you, or else be a.bsent, 1 may hear of your aflairs, that ye staiid last in 
one sjfirit, with one mind, striving togethci" for the faith of the gospel, and in 
nothing terrified by your adversaries, which is to them an evident token of 
perdition, but to you of' salvation and that of God. .For unto you it is given 
in behalf of Chi'ist, iiot oidy to believe on him, but also to suffer for his sake : 
having the same conflict which ye saw in me, and now hear to be in me," 
Phillipians i, 27 to oO. 

The Apostle Peter, writing to believei's in Christ under the influence of the 
same •""•pirit, asks them, What manner of persons ought ye to be in all holy 
conv(M'sali(ni and godliness, looking for and hasting unto the coming of the day 
of <!od, wher(;in the liea'.'ens being on fii'c shall be dissolved, and the elements 
.shall melt with ferveiit heat." 2 Pet, iii, 11, 12. 

Wisdom declares even " In the multitude of words there wanteth not sin; 
but he lh;it refrairieth his lips is wise. The lips of the j-lghteous know what is 
acceptable ; but the inouth of the wicked speaketh frowardness," Pro. x. 19 to 32. 
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Ho'.v necessary it is then for all mankind to pay attention, and look at their 
words befere they speak them, for God complains of some say iiig, " Thoii givest 
thy month to evil, and thy tongue frameth deceit. Now considei" this, ye tiiat 
forget God, lest 1 tear you in pieces, and there be none to deliver. Whoso 
oflereth praise glorificth me, and to him that ordereth his conversation aright, 
xviii 1 show the salvation of God." Psa. 1, 19, 22, 23. 

lliM'e you see is a solemn warning, to Avhich is added a precious promise, 
attainable by those who pay strict attention. Therefore, Awake to righteous- 
ness, and sin not." 

When persons are anjrry, and some get angry very easy, then they are very 
liable to let perverse words escape their lips. To such wisdom speakelh on 
this wise, lie that is slow to ansjcr is better than the mi^htv : and lie that 
ruknh his spii'it than he that t.'iketh a city." Fro. xvi, 32. 

Will you not endeavor to govern your temper then, to suppress ill fc^eling, 
and check the flow of evil words, which do engender strifes, stir v,p ill feel- 
ing, arouse evil -passion, and bring forth wicked, words from others. 

You have probably read Christ's sermon on the Mount, v,'i).ere lie declared to 
his hearej's, ''Blessed are the meek, for they shall inherit the earth. Blessed are, 
the mercifid, ibr they shall obtain rnercy. Blessed are the pure in heart, for 
they shall sec God. Blessed are the peace-makers, tor tlicy shall be called the 
children of God." ]\l'att. v, 5, 7, 8, 9. 

The Apostle Peter, wj'itiniji: to believers in Christ concerning tJieir m.anner of 
acting, saich, " Finally be ye all of one mind, having compassion of anotiier ; 
love as brethren, be pitiful, be court;eons: not rendering evil for evil, or railing 
for railing: but conti'ariwise, blessing; knowing that you are thereunto called, 
that you. should inhei-it a blessing. .For he that will love life, and see good 
(lays, let liin-i refrain his tongue from, evil, and his lips that they speak no guile : 
let him eschew evil and do good; let him seek peace, and iiisure it. For the 
eyes of the Lord are ovei jhe righteous, and His ears are open unto their pray- 
ers : but the iiice of the Lord is against them that do evil." 1 Pet. iii, S to 12. 

The Apostle who wrote the text, wrote further, saying, '''If any man ollend 
not in word, the sanie is a perfect man, and able also to bi'idle the whole body. 
Behold we ])ut bits in the horses' mouths, that they may obey ns, and we tui-n 
about their whole body. Behold also the ships, which, though they bo so gri.-at, and 
are di'iven of fierce winds, yet are they turned about with a very suiail helm, 
whithersoever the governor listeth. Even so the tongue is a little inember, and 
boasteth o-i-oat things. Behold how great a matter a little lire kindletli ! xVnd 
the tongue being a lire, a world of iniquily, ic dclileth the whole body, and set- 
tcth on fire the eonrse of nature, and it is set on hre of hell." James iii, 2 to 0. 

Tliat is, il" \l li;i,s jiill liljL'rly, willioiit rest mini. But, in orJiM- to sliow tin; restraining- 
infliK'nee of tlu.' yrace of Gn;!, !a' asks, "' AVIm* is a, wise man an'.l inihied with knitwleifiie anionji' 
yon"? let liini siiew <»nl oi" a good eonversaliDU his wurks witii meekness dl" wisfhiai. 15ut if 
ye !iav(( l.)ittt'r envyin<:- umA sirile in yuur Hi!arti;, i-^l<iry ui>t, and lie net aiiainsl tin' ti'ntli. Tiiis 
wisdom deseendetli not iVoni aliove, l»nt is cariidy, si.Misual, devilisii : tor wliere iMivyini,' ;nid 
strife is, thei'e is t.-onlusion and <'vei'y evii v",iJ:"if. Hut tlie wisdom that is Ironi aljove is first 
pure, tlit'n peaet-al)!.', i-entlc and easy to he enirea!<'d. lull <d' mercy and piod IVilits, witlion!' 
]iartiaiiiy and witiiont liypocrisy ; and the IVuit of rii^hteonsness is sown in peaee ol' ilieni lliat 
niakf- ])i';ie('."' ,l;imes iii. j;! to jr. 

\Now it. is very evident that (Jod sometimes sends a sconrire n])on a land, iteejinsc oftlie wieki-d- 
ness of the iniialiit;nits iin.'rcoi". C'ojisccjuently those [lersons whunivo way locvil Indtits, or indul<f(! 
in wicked ])raeticcs, not imly brinu llie cin*se o!" (.iod. and with it IhcJudi^Mnents of (iod. npon 
themselves. l)nt: iilso on the land in which they dw<dl, and tiicrel'ori.i the c(»;n)try and tln.'ir 
fellow citizens or .snlfjcets. whieliever they may be, liave to share in a i;eni.'ral mani.i.er, the 
temitora! visitation id' their crimes. 

Sneli was the eiisc witii the Israelites in the days of old, for Ciod sent the ])roj)lii.'t: to them, 
sayini.';, " lleiir the word oi' the Jiord ye children oi' Jsrael ; for the Lnrd halii a eonintversy 
Willi the inhaliita.nis of the land, heeanse there is i!o trnlh. nor meiry, nor knowli'di;c of r.'nd 
in the land, iiy s".Yearin<r. and lyini^, and killing, and .stealijijj, and eomnattinc; adnltery, they 
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break out, and blooil ioucbotli blood. Tliereforo shall the land mourn, and every one that 
dwelletli therein r?liall languish." ITos. iv, 1 to 3. 

But in <nder that you sliould understand that this was not confined to the Israelites alone, 
another prophet wrote, sayinjr, " Then I turned and lifted xi]) mine eyes and looked, and l)ehold 
a dyin<( roll, and he sai<l unto me, What seest thou ? And I answered, 1 see a Hying roll ; tho 
leuiftii thereof is twenty cubits, and the breadth thereof ten cubits. 

Then sjiid he unto me, This is the curse that goeth forth over the fiiee of the whole earth ; 
f(u- every one that stealcth shall b(; cut ofl' as on tliis side according to it : and every one that 
svveareth shall be cut otf as on that side according to it." Zach. v," 1 to 3. 

See liow cautious you ought to be, lor your ])n>fession of religion will not screen you, it will 
Hither bhieken your crime, increase the indignation of the J.(n"d, and hasten i)unishment, 
because you disgrace your profession, the cause of Christ and Christianity, and the name of 
God is ph'osphemed through you, like as it was aniong the Gentiles, through the misconduct (jf 
the Jews in former time'. 

For they professed to be the people of God, thought they knew God, pretended to servo 
( Jod, love and adore ITim, and yet their evil deeds gave tiieir profession the lie, and proved 
that instead of serving God, they were serving sin and Satan. 

And how nuiny thousands are t here at the present day, who boast of belonging to the Eoman 
Catholic Church, the Church, of Eisgland, and other cinirches or societies, who are awfully 
addicted to drunkenness, cursing, swearing, lying, vain talking and jesting, if they are not 
guilty of other eviis ? " 

And do they not deny God by their works ? Are not these evident tokens that they neither 
know God, serve God, nor obey God ? Doubtless their committing such erinu.'s gives their 
prot(,'ssion of faith the lie ; for if they really knew God by e.\})erienco, and believed in their 
heart that He really existed, they woJdd be* sensible thut llis eye was constantly upon them, 
and His ears open to tlieir evil words, as well as to good words and prayer. 

If }-ou wish proof from Scripture, I will refer you to Proverbs xv, 3, 4 ; i^Iatt. xii, 31). 

You are awan; that num often give vent to, "and dis])lay the vilest iiassions, and the vilest 
principles, by blasting their fellow creatures, on.deavoring to do them all the mischief they can, 
cursing and swearing at them, and wishing that God may send them to hell, or do some' other 
bad thing to them. 

Would you call this serving God, or doing the will of God from tho heart? Does Christ 
command men to do thus ? " Nay, his comnniiul is, " Swear not ut all." Neither resent an 
injury ; for he saitii, " Ye have heard lliat it hath been said, an eye for an eye, and a tooth tor 
a tootii, but I say unto you that you resist not evil ; but whosoever shall smite thee on thy right 
elieek, turn to him the other also." ilatt, v, 34, 38, 3!) ; see also Jsa. 1, 0; John xviii, 
23 : James v, V2 ; Col. iii, 8 to 17. 

Tile Apostle sjiith, " Let no cm-ru])t connnunieation ])roceed out of your mouth, but that 
which is good to the use of lidii'ying, tlni.t it m;iy minister grace unto the hearers." Ej)h. iv,29. 

And Jesus further saitli, " If you love me keep my commaiulments : In; that hath my coni- 
nnindnients, anil keei)eth them, lie it is that loveth me; and he that loveth me shall be loVed of 
my Father, and 1 will love him, and will nnmifest my.self to iiim. Judas snith unto Him, (not 
Iscariot,) Lord, how is it thnt tliou wilt manifest' thyself unto us, and not imto the world? 
.lesus ;inswered and saitl unto him. If a nmn love me, he will keep my words, and my Father 
will love him, and we will come unto him, and nnike our abode; wilh liim. 

lie thiit loveth nn3 not, keepeth intt mv savings; and the w{)rd which ye hear is not mine, 
but the Father's which sent nu;." John xiv,']5, 2J, 22, 23, 24. 

And all tlnit I riNpu'st of you in»w, is, that you will consider these things seriously, and may 
the Lord be pleased to grant you light and understanding to discern good from evil, and 
enable you to torsake the evil find choose the good, that your soul might be saved in the d;iy of 
the I^ord .fesns. ■ '

'UJui if 1 lollh the jiwjcr of God cast out devils, no doubt the kinydom of 
God is come upon yoii:'' Luke 20. 

You arc aware that the linger of man is on his liand, and most men write, 
and do many other things with their right hand, although some arc left-handed. 
Nevertheless, in j)crforming most acts they all use both. 

Now, Chi'ist, in his own j»roper person is the right hand of God. and the Holy 
Ghost his left hand, consecjuently as it pleased the 'Father that in him should 
all fuiiicss dwell, (sec Col. i. 10,) he possessed the left hand aiso. 

Thei'cfore, v/hcn he addressed his discij.iles on the suLject of their receiving 
the Holy Ghost, he said unto them : It is expedient for you that ] go away ; 
lor if 1 go not away, the Comforter will not come unto you ; but if 1 depai't. 1 will 
send him unto you. And Avlien he is come, he will reprove the world of sin, 
and of righteousuijss, and of judgment." John xvi., 7, 8, 

And. as Jesus was found in fashion as a man. (sec Philipians, ii., 8,) he pos- 
sessed two natural hands also. And it is recorded in the Now Testament, that 
"Jesus" went unto the Mount of Olives, and early in the mornirjg he came again 
into the temple, and all the people came unto him ; and he sat down and taught 
them. 

And the Scribes and Pharisees brought unto him a woman taken in adultery; 
and when they had set her in the midst, they say unto him, Master, this wo- 
man was taken in adultery, in the \'ery act. Now, ]\roses in the law command- 
ed us that such should be stoned ; but what sayest thou 'I 

This they said, tempting him, that they might have to accuse hini. But 
Jesus stooped down, and with, his fmger wrote on the ground, as though he 
heard them not. 

So when they continued asking him, he lifted up himself, and said unto them, 
lie that is without sin amono; a^ou, let hiin ilrst cast a stone at her; and asain 
he stooped down, and wrote on the ground. 

And they whicli heard it, beinn; convicted by their own conscience. M'ent out 
one by one, beginning at the eldest, even unto t!ie last ; and Jesus was left 
alone, and tlie woman standing in the midst. 

AYhen Jesns had lifted up himself, and saw none but the Nvoman, he said unto 
her: Woman, where are those thine accusers? hath no man condemned thee? 

She said : No man. Lord. And Jesus said unto her: Neither do 1 condemn 
thee; go, and sin no more." John viii,, 1, 2, 

Now, in this case, you may easily pei'ceive the difierenco between those men 
and the Saviour. Jie knew their sinful condition, but they were ignorant of it, 
being in darkness, conserjucntly tliey di«.l not kr.ow him. fie was the judge oi" 
all tiki earth, (for proof, i-ead John v., '2'1 to 20 ; Acts x., ■!2, 4o,) yet he did not 
expound the law to them, but appealed immciiiately to their conscience fo con- 
vince them of their sad condition by sin, and slunv thorn tlic sjtiritualily of the law, 
which reacheth to the thoughts and intents of the heaii, (see ]\[att. v.. 2!::;.) 
Therefore, it is wi"itten : "The heart is deceitful above all tiiings, and dvsjter- 
ately wicked ; wiio can know it? (then he saith,) i, the Lord, seaivh the heart, 
1 try the reins, even to give every man aceoidiiig to his ways: and according 
to the fruit of his doings." Jei'c, xvli,, 0, H); read alsf) Mark vii., 21 to 23. 

Thus you may see in the case before us, that while Christ v/as writinii on the 
ground with his finger, the Holy Spirit vras searcliing their hearts, and convinc-

])l under, i-a[)ine aui.L murder are encoui-aged, and even reconnnended to acquii'c 
territory, extend the eroa, of sla\'cry, and satisfy the craving amlfitiou a.nd wick- 
ed thirst f.)r gain of petty tyrants, in opposition to freedom and liberty. 

Ijy what spirit can such [)ersons be actuated ? Is it a good or an evil sjfirit 
that im]:)eLs them to act thus? .D(.)id)tiess it is an evil spirit, ,'uid the Saviour 
addresseth such, saying, " Ye are of yoin- fitlnu- the devil, and the lust of ymn* 
lidher ye will do. niiderstand lust, or coveteousness, read Jioni. vii., 7 ;

Do not covet Cuba, as David o<»veted Llrinh's wife, it ini<,dit cause tin.' nation much irrief. 
^'ou are auai'c that the Lord did yreat thiuffs Ibr David iu a temporal ])oint ofview. And 
hath 1h' not done i>reat things for this nation ? Beware, le.st thou also fall into the snare of the 
Kreat enemy of inanLiiid.

NoM', ! wish you seriously to consider what this great temporal piuiishmcufc 
was to be inllieied on Israel .

They being 
enemies to God by vricked works. And he was now ahout to coi'i'cct them, if 
peradventure they might be induced to examine themselves and ibrsake their 
L'vil cciui'se. 

. And as tlie words of God in his throatenings to Israel stands good to all the 
inhabitants of the world throughout time, the sinners among all peo})lo, as also 
sinful nations, or parts of nations, would do well do take warning like the kiijg 
;uu! peojilc of Nineveh, and alter their course before the evil pi'ononnccd over-

P>y these you may observe that God allows war, tunndt and distress to arise 
in nations, and upon and among nations, as a scourge for iiii(piity.

Brunswick, Cape Breton, and Prince JvJwards Islands, the Canadas, and 
more than twenty dilferent States of the Union, sending, in must eases, three 
pajnj)hlets on diiierent subjects, in one package, to the postmastcj- of 1 lie country 
seats, and other villages marked on the map 1 reJer to, and also to the mayor, 
where i think it likely there is one. 

Altogethej" i sent about one liundred packages to different persons in Ken-

I >Ht !)eing prejudiced, it apj)ears lie did not read eiiouirh 
to see it. Thns the groat enemy ot' tlie soul often induces sinriors to reject the 
counsel ofGixl against themselves, if they see something ihey do not like. 

is it IK it very unreasonable f irany person to snpj njse tlioy wonld he benefit- 
ing or obliging me l>y reading my writings? or those I publish, wlicn I send to 
them gratis al)out thirty cents worth. 1 believe 1 have pnid, up to this time, 
about thirty dol!;M's for stamps, nud several hundreds of dolhirs ibr jn-intiug, 
giving my time arid labor in. 

Ought not all ])ersons, to wiiom i send, consider I was seeking their soul's 
cteriud welhire'? And should they not also th;nik God for enabling and induc- 
ing ]ne to do it '.• 

But instead of this, that postmaster seemed to think lie was casting great I'c- 
proach on me by calling me an abolitionist. Probably not considering that 
God and Christ arc abolitionists, tliereforc it is written : ! loarken unto me, 
ye that know righteousness — the people in whose he;irt is my law : fear ye not 
the reproach of men, neither be ye afraid of their ]-evilings, for the moth shall 
eat them np like a garment., Isa. li., 7, S. 

You are aware tluit God is represented in scripture as the aHFaker and Ci'oator 
of all, and as such had undoubted right to govern, reign, and rule over all. 
But Satan revolted against the authority of God, and souglit to rule, at least 
over himself and adhei'cnts. J3ut he got cast out of heaven, ;md then lie vented 
his spite on man. But he acted craftily, in order to steal man Irom God, think- 
ing probably it would not do to use force, for in tluit case God would have de- 
fended him. So he began by inducing them to believe a lie, become discon- 
tentoil and rc\'olt against the aiithority of God, supposing tlie\' did not enjoy 
real freo'lom, boinn- restricted, or denied that which Satan jnadc them think was 
of tlie greatest imj^ortance to them.

Did lie not endeavor to make them believe that they did not enjoy, neithei- were 
they likely to enjoy tiaie liliei-ty and tlieir rights while they remained in the 
UnioJ'i ?■ 'J.lieir oidy remedy was to revolt, and let hhn or some o)ie else like 
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Samiiol XV., 1 to Jo.) IJut ^vl^at has lie done for liiom excojU U> ]i\\\u'j:(' iIumii 
ami their coinitrv in ruin ' sacririciiiir their jivt.'S to the I'lionv iduL similar lo 
the jx.Hir. uiieiilt ivatt'd 1 i iiidoos, wlio, ])eing ignorant (.)t' Satan's dcvires. sa**ri- 
lirc their lives to an idol, hy thruwinij" themselvi'S under tlie wheels of tlu' car 
of -I ngirernaul. 

ile will, undoubtedly, have to answer lor awTul criines, such as 1 should not 
liiu' to answer i'ov it' i eould olitain ten thousand worlds, llow niueh Jess then 
lor a i\'\v Slates, whidi arc already partly, and pi-obably will Le entirely, laid 
waste, a2"ieea])ie to the text, without any oeeasion or just eiiusc;. ? .Foi- tiio jkmi- 
plo of the Slave States enjoyed tlie same privileges that the Free Slate })eM]d(' 
did, and one extra, tor, if I understand I'ight, their slave-property gave them a 
eertain inlhienee in voting, beyond those who had not slave-jU'operty. 

They eoiild also go into the territories arid settle on a level witii l.M'ec Statt; 
peo])le, taking with them anything they choosed exeept slaves, which would 
<j;ive them a ]")re-eininenec over others, and in process ol' time pi'obably enable 
them to establish slavery in the territory so as to make it into a Slave State, and 
thus deprive tlie Fj'ce State people of all their hope and expectation ol'l'reedom 
and liberty for themselves and prosterity, as well as oj)ening a Held for tlui 
li-eedom seekinir emigrants from all nations. This v,-ould shut out the light of 
the glorious gospel ol'God, and darken the land, contrai'y to republican institu- 
tions. Under these circumstances. ou<]i;ht thev not to have been content for slav- 
ery at most to remain i?i existence in those States whei'C it did exist, without 
striving to extend it over free soil, under pretence that they had a right to? 

Has ain- ir.an. or set of men, a ritcht to do wronir in the sicht of God and 
man? If they liave, 1 ask who gave them that right? It must be him who 
showed the gi'cat JAcdeemei- all the kingdoms of the world and the glory of 
them, and said : ''All these things I will give thee if thou wilt liill down and 
worshij) me."

Are they not idolaters then? worshipping those images which 
they have formed to themselves to worship ? for whatsoever is .^et u)) in tlie 
heart and affections, is an idol, held to l.)e deai'Ci' than God. 

M:\y they not expect God to visit tliem in Ids anger, as he thi'eatened to visit 
Israel in tlie text? Do they not consider theinselves ])eoplc of God ? and pro- 
fess to be Christians ? The losses, crosses, aillictions and sulferings they have 
been already called upoii to experience, reminds me of an epitaph on the head- 
stoiie 01- tomb of a young lady, which represented her as saying 

J wa.s well, woiilil ht- hidUiv, 
'r<K»k ])liysie, lien.' 1 am. 

VVei'c not the Southern jX'Ojde well? and doing well '. Why then wei-e they 
lujt content? For it is written : *' Godliness with contentinent is great gain.'' 
Ist Tim. vi., <J. i3ut according to their present condition they a.ppear to have 
acted similai' to the man. who had plonty to suj'jtojt him a.s long as he might 
have lived, but fearing he might live to want, committed sidcide. Thus you 
may behold the weakness of man, and the power of the enemy of his soul, who 
is re]")resented in scripture as king ovei' all the children of pride. Job xli., 3d. 

dob, you see. had to endure great atlliction before he experienced a change 
for the itetter. And although he said, •■'All the days of my appointed time will 
1 wait till my change come.'' dob xiv., 14. 

Vet, before it did come, he manift.'sted .some inipatience under aiilicti<.*n. 
Nevertheless he liad to undergo a thorough chaniie. Theref(;)re it is written : 

Behold ye amorig the heathen, and regard, and wonder marvellously : for 1 
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will work a work iii your (lays which yc wiii noi believe, ihongh \i i)c ioul 
you.'" Hub. i.. 5. 'rhorefore, if it be the will of God to work a radical change 
in this nation, u\ki' heed liow yon oppose. " For the Lord shall rise up as in 
nioiuit i'era/ini ; he shall be wroth as in the valley of Gibeon. that he iiuiy do 
his work — his strange work ; and bring to "pass his act — his strange act.'' 
N'ow. thero'/ore. ho ve not inockcrs, lest vour bonds be inade sli-oni;; : lor I have 
heard from the Lord God of hosts a consumption, even determined upon the 
whole earth.'' Isa. x.wiii., 21. I"-2"2. 

Probably you do not consider God and, Christ to bo abolitionist. l>i!t. in our 
text God lias declared the works of man shall be abolished. And the Apostle, 
writing to Timothy of 'iesus, saith of him, "who hath abolished death and hath 
iu'onght life and immftrtality to light through tlic gospel." !"2d Tim, i., 10. 
" Having al)olished in his (lesh the enmity, even the law of commandjuents 
contained, in ordinances ; lor to make in himself of tvraiu one new man, so 
making peace ; And that he might reconcile both unto God in one body by the 
cross, having slain the enmity thereby : And came and i^preached peace to you 
\fhich were afar'ofl' and to them that were m(A\. For throuLdi him we l)Otli 
have access by one Spirit unto the Father." Eph. ii., 35 to 18. 

Tims wiis wroiiirlit :i, nidical cliai)y:e, ('Oinplol-tMy nlttn'iim the old order of tliinirs, tciicliiiig 
men llsnt iiistciid (»!' l)t,'iiii( saved by tlic Avorks of tht.' law, tliey wt.'rc 1o he saved l>y tlit; lieuriiiL' 
ol'fjiitli, tliroiiuh hini wiio 1i;h1 fiiliiUed tiie law, iu;i,£;nili(Ml il, ;ind lunde it hoiiorablo. For " it

'.I'he Jews, as a nation., complained of Jesus, and opposed, and still do. oppose the new order 
of lliin.<(s, l)ut how do they succeed / an; tliey not in a bad coriditioii to dit; / "When some of 
Iheni bi'ouuhf l.'tinl ))efor(! tin.' Jud.irment seat, and accused him to Gallio, sayiui!, "This fellow 
persuadefli men to worsliip (Jod ccntrary to the law. CJallio Rai<l nnto the Jews: If it were a 
matter of wron<i[ or wiekc<l lewdness, O ye Jews, reason would that 1 should Itear with you. 
Hut, if it l)e a. tpu'stion of words and names, and of your law, look yc to it, for j will be no 
judi;i' of sucli mailers. And he drove them from the jud^^ment scat. 

Then all the Greeks look Sosthenes, th*.'. chief ruler of the syna^offue, and l)eat him 1)efor(^ 
the judirment seat. And Gallic cared for none of those, things." Acts xviii., 13 to 17; read 
also xi.x., 23 to 28. 

Others said : " Those tliat have turned the world upsith; dowii, are come hither rdso." J)ut 
were they n(»t all in diirkuess ? God knowing that the Jews, as well as others, were in dark- 
ne.-;s. sent his l)eloved .Son to enlighten tlnan. Jjut they rejected bin). Then'forc, he saith : 
'•And this is the eondemnatinn, that liyht is come into the W(»rl(], and men l(»ved darkness rather 
than iiirht because (heir deeds were evil. Vuv every oui; that do<'th evil liateth the! light, neither 
(•(imeth to the, light, lest" iiis deeds t>ho\ii(l be reproved." John iii., 11), 20. 

'I'hertd'ore. God <lccIai-t.'S : " [ form the light, and create darkness : I. make ])eace, and ereate 
evil: I, the Lord, do all these, things." Isa. xlv., 7. Again it is written : 1)arkne:^s shall 
cover the earth, and gross darkness the pcojile." Ni'vcrtlieless, the dinuiess shall no! be such 
as was in her vexation, when at the lirst he lightly afHicted the land of Zebulon, and tl;e land 
of Xjiphthali, and afterv.-ard did more grievously atllict hci' by the way of the sea, lieyoiid Jm- 
dan, in (lalilee, ot' t!ie nations, 'i'he peoph; that walked in darkness have seen a great light : 
tliev that dwell in the land ot" tlie shadow of death, U])on them hath the light shiued," Isa. 
ix..'l.2. 

•'i'he A)>ostle aniKainces tins more experimentally by declaring, " God. wh(» commanded 
the light 1o shine out <if darkness, hath shined in our hearts, to give the light (»f the knowledii!' 
of the glory of (;o<l in tiw. face Jesus Christ." 2d Cor. iv., (! ; read also Numbers vi., '^2 
to 27. 

Hut as the S(»uthcrn people appear to ])o in oros.s darkness, having shut out the liiiht of the 
g!(U'ioiiS irosjjel of ( iod, and formed and set up image's in their vain and wicked imaginations 
to worshi]) contrary to his revealed will, it appears He is visiting them in his auger agret'able 
to His di'claration in the text. Th<;refore, 1 hope they will seriously consider their ways and 
repent, ere it lie too kit.' and they be cut otf in their sins, then ;i gn'at ransom, (!ven Jesus 
cannot deliver them.

CHAPTER XXX. 



TVritte7i on these Words: 

He .sliall 1)0 great, and shall be called the Son of the Highest, and the 
Lord God shall give unto him the throne of his fiither, David : And he 
sliall reign over the house of Jacob for ever; and of his kingdom there 
shall be no end." Luke i, 32, 33. 

Now as persons are much divided in their opinions concerning this king- 
dom, and Christ as David's son, I propose making some enquiry' into the 
subject. 

You ai-e probabl_y aware that the Jews expected the Messiah about the 
time Jesus made his appearance. And when he appeared, they thought it 
would be with power and great glory as an earthly ra.onarch, like David and 
Solomon. 

But being ignorant of what passed between the angel and Mary, and 
Christ not appearing to them in the character of an earthly prince, he 
became a stumbling block to them. 

Their rulers, also, knew wliere Christ was to be born, and tliey informed 
Herod of the fact. But they were not aware that Jesus, was born in 
Bethlehem, because he remained there but a short time, on account of the 
murdering intentions of Herod. See Matt, ii., 4 — 15. 

But in order to show what kind of a kingdom Christ came to establish, 
His forerunner, John the Baptist, came preaching in the wilderness of 
Judea, saying : " Repent ye, for the kingdom of heaven is at hand." Matt, 
iii., 2. 

Soon after this, Christ Jesus, himself, came, saying: "The time is ful- 
filled, and the kingdom of God is at hand; Repent ye, and believe the 
gospel." Mark i., 15. 

Now, if you enquire What they were to repent and believe the gospel 
for? 1 ansv,'er, It was that they might enter in spirit into this new and 
spiritual kingdom of heaven and of light. As saith Jesus: "Verily, verily, 
I say unto you. He that heareth ray word, and believetli on him that sent 
me, hath everlasting life, and shall not come into condemnation; but is 
passed from death unto life." John v., 24. Thus they enter into the king- 
dom, as saith the Apostle : " For we whicb have believed do enter into 
rest." Pleb. iv., 3, 10. 

This rest, or spiritual kingdom, being established in Light, the Apostle 
wrote to the Colossians, stating, thai he gave " thanks unto the Father, 
which hath made us meet to be partakers of the inheritance of the saints in 
light. Who hath delivered us from the power of darkness, and hath trans- 
lated us into the kingdom of his dear Son." Col. i., 12, 13. 

" Then spake Jesus again unto them, saying, J. am the light of the world ; 
He that followeth me shall not walk in darkness, but shall have the light 
of life." .John viii., 12.

And how is thifi 
light s(j\vn ^ It is hy preaching the gospel; for jnvol', read Acts xiii.. 44 — 
ID; x.\vi„ IS; 2 Cor. ix., 3—7. 

'rh(M''.'f('r(', sailh the Apostle, to those av1\o had been erdightened and 
Iranslated from darkness to light, and from the power of Satan unto (-rod: 

Ye wi.'re sonietimo darkness, but now are ye light in the Lord: walk as 
children of light; (Kor the fruit of the Sjurit is in :di gocxlness, and 
ri:;ht(>ousness and truth:) Proving what is acceptable unto the' Lord: And 
liavc no fellowship with the unfruitful works of darkness, but rather reprove 
th'-m;' Eph. v., R— 1 I. 

'i'hus is. delineated to a certain extent the character and standing of the 
I. rue and Spiritual Christian. And anything short, of this amounts to but 
little. Thi^efore, our Lord declared to Nicodcmus: " Exce})t a man be 
I'orn ai'jain, he cannot see the kingdom of God. Except a man be born of 
water and of the Spirit, lie cannot enter tlie kingdom of God. That which 
is born of the flesh is ilesh; and that wdnch is born of the Spirit is Spirit: 
(And as the birth is Spiritual, so also the kingdom into wdiich the soul 
cnlers is Spiritual:) Marvel not that I said unto thee, Ye iimst be born 
again." -lohn iii., 3, .5, G, 7 ; read Rev. i„ 1 — G, 9 — 18. 

In ansv.-cr to Pilate, Jesus gave hirn to understand that he was not a tem- 
poral earthly monarch, but a Spiritual king, saying: "My king-dom is not 
of this world; if my kingdom were of thih M'orld, then v/onld my servants 
light, that I should not be delivered to the Jews; but now is my kingdom 
not from hence. Pilate therefore said unto him, Art tliou a king then ? 
.Jesus answered. Thou sayest that I am a king. To this end was^^I born, 
(bee Matt, ii., 1, 2.) And for this cause came I into the world, that I 
should bear witness unto the truth; (mind what follows:) Every one that 
is of the trutli heareth my voice." John xviii., 36, 37. 

Therefore lie declared in another place: " The kingdom of God conieth 
not with observation. Neither shall they say, Lo here' or lo there ! (as if 
it w%as to be seen on any particular spot on the globe with the bodily eye,) 
For, behold, the kingdom of God is within you." Luke xvi., 20, 21. 
That is, wherever he hath a people, and they possess his grace in their 
hearts, there is the kingdom of God. As saith the king himself: "Where 
two or three are m.et together in my nan:ie, there am I in the midst of 
them." Matt, xviii., 20. ' 

And when he was entreating the Father for his disciples, he said: 

Neither pray I for these alone, but for them also which shall believe on 
rne through their word; That they all may bo one, as thou. Father, art in 
me, and 1 in thee, that they -also may be one in us ; That the world may 
believe that thou hast sent me. And the glory which thou gavest me I 
have given them; that they may be one, even as we are one ; T in them, 
and thou in me, that they may be made perfect in one ; and that the world 
may know that thou hast sent -.ne, and hast loved them, as thou hast loved 
nie." John xvii., 20 — 23. 
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And ill ui'der to show a liulu what kind of [jltsoiis Christ canu.; to save, 
and how tliey act beibro and after conver.si(Mi, il is declared of Jesus, iliai 
he " enU.'red and passed throuii^h ,Ji.;richo : And, behold, there was a man 
nanied Zaccheus, which was the (.'hief atnont;' the ])ublicans, and ho was 
rich, And (his curiosity beinj^ excited,) h(^ soughL to S(!e Jcsns v. ho Ik; w,i<, 
and could nol for the press, because he was lit.tle of statiir(!. And Ik; ran 
l.)efnre, and (diinbed ui^ into a sycamore tree to sec; him, ibr lie was tit |las^ 
that way. And when -Jesus caiin.'. to the ])lace, ho looked up, and saw him. 
and said unto liim : Zaccheus, make haste, and come d(jwn ; for to day I 
must abide ;\t th_y house ; And he made haste, and came down, and rcceiscij 
him joyfully. (Thus you sec, Zaccheus did no cfceat feat, ho was anxious 
to see Jesus, and the Lord knew it, and when he readied the spot,, ho 
called him, and he not only obeyed the call and came down, but he received 
liim joyfully, and the A))ostlc tells us, that "As many as rccei\ed him, to 
them gave he j)0W(jr to become the sons of (jod, even to them tluit belicvif 
on his name: Which were born, not of blood, nor of the will of the ih.'sii, 
nor of the will of man, but of God." John i., 12, 13.) And when thi.-y 
saw it, they all murmured, saying: That ho was gone to be guest with a 
man that is a sinner; And Zaccheus stood, and said unto the Lord : Jiehold, 
Lord, the half of my goods I give to the ])Oor, and if L Inive taken anything 
from any man by false accusation, 1 restore him fourfold. (Thus you see, 
his heai't was opcTied.) And Jesus said ^.intohim: This day is salvation 
come to this house, forasmuch as he also is 'a son of Abraham. (See Rom. 
ix., 8.) ]^or the son of man is come to seek and to save that which was 
lost. 

And as they horu'd these things, he added and spake a pai-abh^, becausi' 
he was nigh to Jerusalem, and because they thought that the kingdom of 
God should immediately appear, (literally.) He said, tliereforc: A certrn'rt 
nobleman went into a far countrv to receive for himself a kintidom, and to 
return. And he called his ten servants, and delivered unto thou ten 
pounds, and said unto them. Occupy till I come. 

But his citizens hated him, and sent a message after him, saying: " Wi-, 
will not have this man to reign over us." Luke xix., 1 — 14, 15; xxii, '.29, 
30. Heb. xii., 28. 

The prophet foreseeing this, said: " I saw in the night visions, and, !)!.■- 
hold, one like the Son of man came with the clouds of heaven ; (read Acts 
i,, 9,) and came to the Ancient of days, and they brought him near befon; 
hiiu, and there was given him dominion, and glory, and a kingdom, lliatal! 
})eople, nations, and languages should serve him; (If they vv-ould be sa'>ed,) 
his dominion is an everlasting dominion which shall not ])assa\vay, ;ind Id- 
kingdom that which shall not be destroyed." Dan. vii., 13, 14; r' wl also 
Mark xi., 9, 10; J^uko xii., 31 — 37. 

" And he, -Jesus, said unto them, verily I say unto you, Tliat therti b(; 
some of them tliat stand here, which shall not taste of death, till they havi; 
seen the kingdom of God come with power. And after six days Jesus 
taketh v.'ith him Peter, and James, and John, and leadeth tiiem up into an 
liigh mountain apart by themselves, and he was transfigured before thein, 
and his raiment became shining, exceeding wiiite a>; snow, so as no fuli'M' 
on earth can white theai." i\jark ix., 1 — 3. 

Again, after his resurrection he appeared to his disciples and sail! untn 
them : " All power is given unto me in heaven and in earth ; Go ve there- 
fore, and teach all nations, baptizing thera in the name oi' the i'atlior, and 
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of lilo Soil, !itid of t,lio Holy Ghost; Icaeliing thciin to ob«OfV(^ m11 things 
wh;i(sot3Vt'r 1 liavo coininanderJ you ; jind, lo. I am \vi(.h you filways, ovhu 
unto \.\u.' (Mul of tlic v;orl(.l." Mutt, xxviii., 18 — 20. 

Xow if the king is with them, tho kingdom must b(; in tlioiri, and ti)oy 
in kingdom. Nevertiieless, as the kingdom is twofold, there is a gi'eatcr 
and more glorious kingdom above, where the wicked ccsase from 
troubling, and tlio weary be forever at rest; rend, 2 Tim. iv,, 0 — S. 

" For we know that if our earthly house of this tabernacle were dissolved, 
wo have a building of God, an house not made with lianda, eternal in tiie 
heavens. For in tliis we groan, earnestly desiring to be clothed ujM)n with 
our house which is from heaven : If so be that beinnr clotlied we shall not 
be found naked : For wo that are iu this tabernacle do groan, being bur- 
dened, not for that we would be unclothed, but clothed upon, that inortaliiy 
might be swallowed up of life." 2d Cor. v., 1 — 4. 

Therefore it is thus written of Christ's kingdom on earth : " Behold, u 
king shall reign in righteousness, and princes shall rule in judgment; and 
a man shall be as au hiding place from the wind, and a covert from tho 
tempest, as rivers of vrater iu a dry pkce, as the shadow of a great rock in 
a weary land ; and the eyes of them that see shall not be dim, and the 
ears of them that hear shall hearken. The heart also of the rash shall under- 
stand knowledge, and the tongue of the stammerers shall be ready to speak 
plainly.'' Isa. xxxii., 1 — 4 ; xxviii., 5, G. 

But, " If in this life only we have hope in Christ, we are of all men most 
miserable. But now is Christ risen from the dead, and become the iirst 
fruits of them that slept. For since by man came death, by man came 
also the resurrection of the dead. 

For a,s in Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all be made alive. But 
every man in his own order; Christ the first fruits, afterward they that are 
Christ's at his comino:. Then cometli the end, when he shall have delivered 
up the kingdom to God, even the Father; when he shall have put down 
all rule, and all authority and power. 

" For he must reign, (as God's king in Zion,) till he hath put all enemies 
under his feet. The last enemy tl)at shall be destroyed is deaih. For he 
hath put all things under his feet, read Gen. xli, 38 — 44.) But when he 
saith, ail things are put under him, it is manifest that he is excepted, which 
did put all things under him. And when all things shall be subdued unto 
him, then shall the Son also himself be subject imto him that put all things 
under him, that God may be all in all, 1st Cor. xv., 19 — 28. 

Having written the foregoing on Sunday evening, Feb. 12th, 18G0, I 
had thought of closing the subject; but on waking between 4 and 5 o'clock 
on Monday morning, 1 found my mind deeply engaged on the subject of 
Liberty and bondage, and lest I should forget it, 1 got up, lighted tho 
lamp, and commenced writing. 

My thoughts had been previously running through the Scriptures, Europe, 
and America, considering the law of bondage, the law of liberty, slavery 
and freedom. But in order not to take up too n:uich space, I will begin 
with the law of Moses, bcc-iU'V ihai shows man's bondage to sin ivnd Satan, 
and his indebtedness to God. 

No soul being free while in a state of nat'i::"^:, it cannot anjoy liberty on 
any part of the globe. Therefore in that respect it matters not on wdjai piu-t 
the\- dwell. 
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Now in tliG kinpjdoin of Christ, tho people firo goveniod by tho law of 
Liberty, instoad of the law of Moses. Therefore Liberty is the liighor law. 

And i?i ordiM' to obtiviu liberty, those in bondage are exhort(3d to (loi; 
from tho wrath to (.K^nK^, to tlio liope set before tlietn in tho gospel. This 
hope is Christ, wiio reveals liiuiself to tho seeking soul within tiie pah; of 
the Spiritual Church. Tlierefore it is written, As tho dew of Ifernian, 
ajid as the dew that descended upon tho mountains of ^ion; I'or tht-re the 
Lord commanded the blessing, even life for evermore." Psa. oxxxiii., M. 
The Apostle declares, " Jerusalem which is above is free, which is the 
mother of us all," Gal. iv., '20. 

The Spirit of Christ s])eaking by the mouth of the ]>rophet, saith, "Tim 
Spirit of tho Lord God is upon me. because the Lord hath anointed me- to 
preach glad tidings unto the meek; he hath sent me to bind up this broken 
hearted, to proclaim liberty to the captives, and the opening of the ))ris()ii 
to them that are bound." Isa. Ixi., 1. 

To show that this referred to Christ, it is recorded in the New Testa- 
ment, thus, " And he was teaching in one of the synagogues on the Sabbath 
day: And, behold, there was a woman which had a spirit of infirmity 
eighteen years, and was bowed together, and could in no wise lift up 
herself. 

And when Jesus saw her, he called her to him, (see Rom. viii., 30.) and 
said unto her, " Woman, thou art loosed from thine infirmity: And he laid 
his hands on her, and immediately she was made straio-ht, and o-lorificd 
God. ^ 

And the ruler of the synagogue answered with indignation, because that 
Jesus had healed on the Sabbath day, and said unto the peonle, There 
are six days on which men ought to work, in them therefore come and be 
liealed, and not on the Sabbath day. 

Then the Lord answered him, and said, Thou hypocrite, doth not each 
one of you on the Sabbath loose his ox or his ass from the stall, and lead 
hiui away to watering? 

And ought not this woman, being daughter of Abraham, (see Rom. ix., 
7, 8,) wdiom Satan liath bound, lo, these eighteen years, be loosed from 
this bond on the Sabbath day ? 

And when he had said these things, all his adversaries were ashamed, 
and all the people rejoiced for all the glorious things that were done bv 
him." Luke xiii,, 10 — 17. 

The Scriptures inform iis, that " Where the word of a king is, there is 
power," seeEccle. viii,, 4. And the king himself declared, " The words that I 
speak unto you, tliey are spirit and they are life." John vi., 63. 

And in the case before '.is, you see the king set this poor woman at 
liberty. Therefore said the Apostle, " I reckon that the sufferings of this 
present time arc not worthy to be compared with the glory winch shall bo 
revealed in us. For the earnest expectation of tho creature waiteth for the 
manifestation of the sons of God. For the crei^.tur^ was made subject to 
vanity, not willingly, but by reason of him who hath subjected the same 
in hope: Because the creature itself also shall be delivered from the bondage 
of corruption into tho glorious liberty of the children of God." Rom. 
viii., 18—21. 

And the same Apostle, further informs us, that "Where the Spirit of 
the Ijord is, there is liberty.'" 2d Cor. iii,, 17, Thus you see, the adopte<i 
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children of CJod are free, lUey iwo thGreforo citizons of Zion, Llio city of tho 
Lxvent King. As suith tho Saviour, " If Llie Son ihcrofore shall nmkQ you 
free, yu shall bo freo indeed." John viii,, 30. 

The /uicienl Israelites had cities of refun-o to lleo to from tho avenger of 
\)]6in\, and as soon as they entered there, they were safe from ])ursuit. 

On this principle, England has been a land of refuge for the oppressed 
of all nations for a. number of years. When Kossuth and a few followers 
took refuge in Turkey, to escape tho vengeance of Austria, and Russia, 
England backetl up the Sultan and risked a war with Russia, to protect the 
refugees. And when Franco was about to demand of England to give up 
those conspirators against tho lifo of the Emperor Napoleon, England would 
rather risk a war with France than sacrifice tho princii)le of the freedom of 
her soil. 

T'hese United States act on tho same principle with foreign nations. 
But the fugitive slave law destroys the principle between the States. 

Wliy should this be? It is contrary to tho law of liberty, botli human 
and divine'. Christ put forth a parable when he was on the earth in flesh, 
saying, " Therefore is the kingdom of h.eaven likened unto a certain king, 
which wo\ild take account of his servants. And when he had beyun to 
reckon, one was brought into him, wliich owed him ten thousand talents. 
J3ut forasmucli as lie had not to pay, his Lord commanded him to be sold, 
and his wife, and children, and all that he had, and payment to be made. 

The servant therefore fell down, and worshipped him, saying, Lord, have 
patience with me, and. I will pay thee all. Then the lord of that servant 
was moved with compassion, and loosed him, and forgave him the debt. 

But the same servant wont out, and found one of his fellow servants, 
v/bich owed him an hundred pence : and he laid hands on him, and took him 
by the throat, saying, Pay me that thou owest. And his fellow servant fell 
down at his feet, and besouorht him, saying, Have patience with me,, and I 
vv'ill pay thee all. 

And he would not, but went and cast him into prison, till he sliould pay 
tho debt. 

So when his fellow-servants saw what was done, they were very sorry, 
and came and told unto their Lord all that was done. 

Then his Lord, after that he had called him, said unto him, 0, thou 
wicked servant, I forgave thee all that debt, because thou desiredst me : 
Shouldest not thou also have had compassion on thy fellow servant, even 
as I had ])ity on thee ? 

And his Lord was wroth, and delivered him to the tormentors, till he 
should pay all that was due unto him. 

So likewise shall my heavenly Father do also unto you, if ye from your 
hearts ibrgive not every one his brother their trespasses.'' Matt, xviii., 
20 — 25. 

Now slaveholder, how will you be able- to stand before the Lord, after 
following, arresting and dragging your poor servant who has fled to a free 
Slate for refuge back, to pay you the littlo he owes you ? 

This is not the whole of the evil. You require persons who delight in the 
[.rinciples of Christianity to assist you in your tyranny and oppression. 

Could you blame tho free men of the free States if they would rather 
risk a war with you, than sacrifice conscience, the principles of Christianity, 
freedom and liberty, to return a person to bondage who ought to be 
freo as soon as they set their feet on free soil ? 
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Probably you will sixy, It ia your property. Tlion I ask, whoso property 
aro you? Tho devil claims you as bis, bccauso you aro sold under sin. 
(b'or proof, read John viii., ;J4 — 'US.) Therefore it is written, " Yc have 
sold yourselves for nought, and ye shall bo redcemetl without money." 
Isa. lii., 3. 

Do you expect to bo redoonied ? If yon do, could sin and Satan hoM 
you in bondage if Christ should speak, saying, "Loose him, and let him 
go." .Tobn xi,, 44; Psa. cii., 10 — 20. Or is there any fugitive slave 
law allowing Satan to outer the kingdom of light, and drag back his run- 
away slaves who have (led for refuge? 

Where then is your justici.', and equity? Did your slaves sell them- 
selves, as you have sold yourself to sin ? Or did some one else sell 
them ? 

" But unto tho, wicked, God saith. What hast thou to do to declare my 
statutes, or that thou shouldcst take my covenant in thy mouth ? Seeing 
thou hatest instruction, and castest my words behind thee. When thou 
sawest a thief, then thou consentedst with him, and hast been partaker with 
adulterers. Thou givest thy month to evil, and thy tongU(! frameth deceit. 
Thou sittest and speakest against thy brother; thou slanderest thine own 
mother's son. (see Gen. iii., 20; Acts xvii., 20.) Those things hast thou 
done, and i kept silence; thou thoughtest that I was altogether such an 
one as tliyself, but I will rcj)rovo thee, and set them (thy sins) in order 
before thine eyes. Now consider this, ye that forget God, lest I tear you 
in pieces, and there bo none to deh'-er." Psa. 1., 10 — 22. For "There 
is a time wlierein one man ruleth over another to his own hurt." Eccle. 
viii., 9. 

In order to give a correct idea of the proper use of the law of Moses, 
the Apostle declared, " But we know that the law is good, if a man use 
it lawfully; Knowing this, that the law is not made for n righteous man, 
but for the hiwless and disobedient, for tlic ungodly and for sinners, for 
unholy and profane, for murderers of fathers and for murderers of mothers, 
for raanslayers. For whoremongers, for them that defile themselves with 
mankind, for menstealers, for liars, for perjured persons, and if there bo 
any other thing that is contrary to sound doctrine." 1st Tim. i., 8 — 10; 
read also Exod. xxi., lO. 

Will you now study these things, and act wisely? Or will you still 
pursue your evil course until the Lord shall come upon you unawares, cui 
you in sunder, and appoint you your portion with the unbelievers, as he 
hath threatened ? Sec Luke xii,, 45, 40. 

For he hath pronounced a *' Woe unto them that decree unrighteous 
decrees, and that write grievousness which they have proscribed : To turn 
aside the needy from judgment, and to take away the right from the poor 
of my people, Tuat widows may bo their prey, and that they may rob the 
fatherless ! 

And what will ye do in the day of visitation, and in the desolation which 
shall come from far? To whom will ye flee for help? And where will 
ye leave your glory ? Without me they shall bow down under the prison- 
ers, and they shall fall under the slain." Isa. x., 1 — 4. 

Is this nothino; for you to consider? If you ihink now it is nothinof for 
you, yet I can assure you the time will come, when you will feel the con- 
sequence of your neglect. For God will punish his children as well as the

llio wicked .11 tlio world to come. Therfd'oro hiulIi t,ho Apostio, " Whom 
t,h(3 Lord lovcLli he chastciicih, luid scvnirj^eth wcvy son whom he rcooivelli." 
lieb. xii., G. 

Conso(|uently thoy comi»liiiii, s.'iyinn;, " h'or wo are consumod l»y Ihiuo 
■•in_£;er, {Ui.'i ' by thy wniLh iiro \ve troubled. Thou liasi, set our iiii(|\iities 
before theo, our Hccret sitis in the light of thy countenance. (Will not ;.i 
Bight and sense of this, [»roduce in you shame and confusion of lace, and 
great remorse of conscience?) For all our days are jiassed away in thy 
wrath; wo spend our years as a talc that is told. The days of our years 
arc threescore years and ten; and if by reason of strength they bo four- 
score years, yet is their strongtl'i labor aiul sorrow, for it is soon cut otV, and 
we lly away. 

Who knoweth the power of thine anger? Even according lo thy fear, so 
is thy wratb. So teach us to number our days, that we may apjdy our 
hearts unto wisdom." Psa. xc., 7 — 12. " Kor what is a man ].)rofited, 
if he shall irain tlie whole world and lose his own soid ? " Matt, xvi., 2G. 

May the Lord bless you, cause his face to shine \ipon you, and grant you 
much joy and peace in beheving. While I remain thine to serve faithfully

CHAPTER XXXI. 



WrilU'i) oil, iJiese n'ords : 

" For thoro arc tliroo thul bear record in llt^aven, the FiiUior, lIig Word, 
and the Ffoly Ghost: and th»;.so thrc« are one. And tliere aro three that 
boar witness in earth, the spirit, and the water, and the blood: and theso 
three {igree in one.'' — 1st John, v. 7, 8. 

Now T wis?i to infoi'ni ymi first, that at two o'clock on tlio morning of 
the thirteenth of Febrtiary, 18G1, I awoke, and lay awake until after three, 
and the above two piissages of Scripture came to my inhid, together with 
many others calculated to explain them. But, it being early and cold, and 
believing I should remember them, 1 did not get up until after .six. 

Now, as I aiTi a friend of Union, and knowing that people differ greatly 
in their conception of things, so that one person is apt to understand and 
explain things one way, a second another way, a third, fourth, fifth and 
sixth, other wa}'s, and so on, I desire to explain those passages to you, 
agreeable to Scripture and chri.stian experience, as clearly as the Lord may 
be pleased to enable me, so that you may have an opportunity to under- 
stand tbem correcLly, as is required of ua. See 1st Cor. i. 10. Some talk 
of the divinity of Christ, some .'speak of Jesus as being a good man, who set 
good examples for others to follow, but nothing more. C)thers speak of 
the blessed Trinity, or three persons in one God, &c. &c. 

Now, as it is God we should seek to please, and not man, or ourselves, I 
propose to examine attentively the sacred Scriptures, in order that we njay 
be enabled' distinctly to understand what God requires us to believe, and 
how it is to be received and held on to. 

For this reason, Paul cautioned, saying: "Beware lest any man spoil 
you through, philosophy and vain deceit, after the tradition of men, after 
the rudiments of the world, and not after Christ." Col. ii. 8. 

The sam.e Apostle sot forth the difference between Adam and Jesus, say- 
ing: "The first man Adam was made a living soul ; the last Adam was 
made a quickening spirit. Howbeit, thnt was not first which is spiritual, 
but that which is natural; and afterward that which is spiritual ; the first 
man is of the earth, earthy ; the second man is the Lord from Heaven." 
1st Cor. XV. 45, 46, 47. 

Here I wish you properly to understand the diOerence between Adam 
and Jesus, and between the different offices they were to fill in God's crea- 
tion, agreeable to llis eternal purpose, which He purposed in Himself, and 
bear it in jnind as we proceed. 

Now, Adam is called "the son of God,'' (see Luke iii. 38,) because God 
made him from virgin claj", and Jesus is called the Son of God, because he 
was begotten by the Holy Ghosf, and formed from virgin flesh. 

The office character of Adam was to people the earth. As saiili God, 
" Be fruitful, and multiply, and replenish the earth, and subdue it : and 
have dominion over the fish of the sea, and over the fowls of the air, and 
over every livino- thinn; that moveth upon the earth.'' Gen. i. 28. 

Thus he was appointed by God, as temporal lord, to rule ovtiT the whole 
worldly creation. And aUhough he was perfect and u])right while he re- 
mained in the condition in which he was created, yet he was only a natural 
being, "made subject to vanity, (or weakness.) not willitiLjly, but by reason 
of liini who had subjected the same in hoj)0,'' Koin. viii. 20. For God. 
Iireathed into luV nostrils the liroalli of liff, (but gave him not the sjiirit of 
life.) ;uid man biH*amo a liviiin- sold. And lining allowed to exercise, 
(with oidy one r<'sirictioi\) his own fix-e will, he made a very bad use of 
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liis liberty. For he disobeyed God, hearlieiied to the flatteriug deceiver, 
auu becaiiie c-nrnal, sold under sir.. 

But this made way for the second Adam, wliose dominion is spiritual, 
and extends over the )iew creation, because he came to save to tlie uiter- 
most all that come unto God bv him. " And there was a'iven him domin- 
ion, and glory, ami a kingdom, that all people, nations, and languages, 
should serve him, (if they would be saved;) his dominion is an everlasting 
dominion, which shall not pass away, and liis kiuordora that which shall not 
be destroyed." Dan. vii. 14. See also, Aiatfc. i. 21. 

But first he liad to suffer many things, and be killed, and be raised again 
the third day. See Matt, xvi, 21. 

For sin and Satan having made a wide breach between God and his 
creature, man; and the first Adam not being able to repair it, the second 
Adam was to stand in the gap, and make up the breach. Therefore, he is 
called "The repairer of the breach, the restorer of paths to dwell in," 
(Isa. Iviii, 12,) that sinful mortals might return to God, enter the spiritual 
Eden, a^nd dv/ell with God in Christ. 

Consequently, as Jesus w^as ordained to act as mediator between God and 
man, he was qualified for the ofiice. lie possessed two natures, human and 
divine. The divine nature was to strengthen and suppoi't the human 
nature under all its troubles, trials, and afiVictious, while the human nature 
was to be tempted, tried, afflicted, and punished, in our stead, to bleed and 
die, and be raised again by the power of God. 

Therefore, in contemplating the person of Jesus, it is necessary we should 
be careful not to confound the one with the other ; but to a certain extent, 
view the two natures separately, ascribing to each "its proper oflice and 
work. For although God took man into union with himself after Jesus 
came up out of Jordan, and Jesus declared afterward to the Jews, " I and 
my Father are one; '' (John x. 30.) yet, of course, he meant in Spirit ; be- 
cause it is evident the human nature underwent great changes, for the pur- 
poses spoken of by the Apostle, (see Heb. ii, 8 to 18, iii, 1 to 14,) while 
the divine nature remained unchangeable. As it is written, " Thou art a 
priest forever after the order of Melchisedec." Heb. v. 6. 

That is to say, in his oflice character as Mediator, or as God's spiritual 
high priest, he is always the same. And was seen by the eye of faith 
hundreds of years before he appeared in the flesh and suft'ered, as he is now 
seen by the eye of faith over eighteen hundred years since he appeared and 
suffered. Hence, his declaration to the Jews, " Abraham rejoiced to see my 
day; he saw it and was glad." John viii, 56. See Gen. xxii. 8, 13, 14. 
Ezek. XX, 40 to 44. 

But not understanding him, they took up ston^^.s to stone him. He made 
a declaration to Martha, which, if taken in a literal sense, would appear very 
strange, because it referred to the hew man of the heart, or the eternal spir 
itual existence of all true believers. Head John xi. 21 to 26. 

Hence, the declaration, " Bat thou, Bethlehem Ephratah, though thou 
be little among the thousands of Judah, yet out of thee shall he come forth 
unto me that is to be ruler in Israel; whose goings forth have been from 
of old, from everlasting." Micah, v. 2. See also "Matt. ii. 4, 5, 6. 

Consequently, the gospel testifies the same, and should be preached the 
same throughout time. Hence the exhortation, " Remember them which 
have the rule over you, who have spoken unto you the word of God; whose 
faith follow, considering the end of their conversation : Jesus Christ, the 
same yesterday, and to-day, and forever." Heb. xiii. 7, 8. Rev. i, 8 to 20. 

Peter, at the day of Pentecost, distinguislied between Jesus and Christ, 
saying, "Ye men of Israel, hear these words: Jesus of Nazareth, a man, 
approved of God among you, by miracles, and wondei's, and signs, which- 
God did by him in the midst of you, as ye yourselves also know. Him 



being dcHvereil by the deternvinale counsel and foreknowledge of God, \'e 
hiiYO taken, and by wicked ba.nd.s liave crucilied and sbvin : Whoin tJod. hath 
raised up, having- loosed tlie pains of death, (read Psa, cxvi. 3. Sam. xxii. 
2 to 51. Psa, xvi, 1 to 11. Acis ii. 25 to 28,) because it was not ]-)OSsible 
that he should be holden of it. Therefore, let all tlie house of Israel know 
assuredly, that God hath made that same Jesus, whom ye crucilied, botli 
Lord and Christ." Acts ii. 22, 23, 24, 36. 

Thus you see, it was the manhood only that was crucilied. Tlie Father 
having withdrawn to exact from him, as our surety, the navment of our 
debts. This caused him to cry out, in the anguish of his soul, " ,i*>Iy God, 
my God, why hast thou forsaken me ? " 

As a proof that temporal death cannot destroy divine life, or even the 
divine principle of life in man, Jesus forewarned his disei)>lcs, saying: " Be 
not afraid of them that kill tlie body, and after that have no more that they 
can do. But fear him, which after he hath killed hath power to cast into 
hell ; yea, i say unto you, fear him," Luke xii. 4, 5. 

It appears that the formation of Jci-us commenced the new creation, and 
being born, the Apostle calls him " the first born of every creature." Col. i, 
15. Read'also, Isa, Ixv. 17, IS, 19. Gal. iv. 26. Because every creature 
that goes to Heaven must be born again, be made new creatures in Christ, 
and bear his imaa'e, that he might be the first born among many brethren. 
(For proofj read John iii. 3, 5. Kom. viii, 29.) And without experiencing 
this divine change, we cannot rightfully claim relationship with Christ; but 
when changed, we become lieirs of God, and joint heirs with Christ. For 
proof, read liom. viii. 5 to 17. 

Consequently, as Jesus possessed two natures, all who are made new 
creatures in him possess two natures also. This constitutes the ditierence 
between mankind. Those who are in a state of nature, bear the image of 
the earthy Adam; and those who are in a state of grace, bear the image of 
the heavenly Adam. Therefore, saiili the Apostle, "But we have the mind 
of Christ." 1st Cor. ii. 16. And again, "He that is joined unto the Lord 
is one spirit," (1st Cor. vi. 17,) " because as he is, (or ratlier was,) so are 
we in this world." 1st John iv. 17. "For whom he did foreknow, he also 
did predestinate to be conformed to the image of his Son." Rom. viii. 29. 

Therefore, it is written, "What will ye see in the Shulamite As it 
were, the company of two armies." Songs, vi. 13. The Shulamite signi- 
fies the church of God, and the two armies show the christian warfare 
between nature and grace, flesh and spirit. " For if ye live after the flesh, 
ye shall die; but if ye, through the Spirit, do mortify the deeds of the 
body, ye shall live." Rom. viii. 13 ; vii. 23, 24, 25. Gal. v. 16 to 26. 

But f must return to the Old Testament, for it is declared, " Known unto 
God are all his works from the beginning of the world." Acts xv. 18. And 
as God knew how he would save man from the uiin of the fall, he spake of 
Jesus as the woman's seed in the day of Adam's transgression. 

Many years after this, God appeared to Abraham in the similitude of 
three men, and after being entertained by Abraham under the tree (of life.) 
and promising that Sarah should have a son, the men rose up from thence, 
and looked toward Sodom, which, in a spiritual point of view, re])resented 
this world. (For proof, read Rev. xi. 8.) These three, which are called 
men, repi'esented the three which now bear record in Heaven, "The Father, 
the Word, and the Holy Ghost." Therefore, after Jesus arose from the 
dead, he appeared and spake to his disciples, saying, "AIL power is given 
unto me in Heaven and inearth; go ye, therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the nauKj of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost: teaching them to observe (mind tliat) all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you; and lo, I am with you always, even unto the end of the 
world." Matt, xxviii. IS, 19, 20. Rom. vi. 3 "to 13. 
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Now, if YOU take notice, only two of those were said to go to Sodom, and 
they set forth the Word, and the Holy Ghost. For it is declared, " And 
the nien turned their faces from thence, and went toward Sodom; but 
Abraham stood yet before the Lord," Gen. xviii. 22; xix. 1, 12, 13, 14. 

And he entreated the Lord to spare the city, but tlie number of righteous 
souls for which he stioulated could not be found in it, so it was destroved. 
And even those few, who were plucked as brands from the burning, did not 
all enter Zoar, for Lot's wife disobeyed the command bv lookincf back, and 
Avas turned into a pillar of salt, as a warning to others. 

Consequently, Jesus cautioned those who were warned to flee from the 
wrath to come, to lose no time, or look back, but, " Remember Lot's wife." 
Luke xvii. 32: for " No man, having put his hand to the plough, and look- 
ing back, is fit for the kingdom of God." Luke ix. 62. 

A great number of years after God appeared to Abraham, and destroyed 
Sodom, he spake concerning sending his Word into the world, saying, " For 
as the rain cometh down, and the snow from Heaven, and returneth not 
thither, but watereth the earth, and raaketh it bring forth and bud, that it 
may give seed to the sower, and bread to the eater : so shall my word be 
thatgoeth forth out of my month : it shall not return unto me void, but it 
shall accomplish that which I please, and it shall prosper in the thing 
whereto I sent it." Isa. Iv. 10, 11. 

We may now enquire, what thing ? and whereto was the word sent ? 
And we mav ascertain that it was sent to Marv, to be made flesh, and dwell 
among men, so as to perform what God had spoken above, and elsewhere. 

And when Mary enquired how this should be brought to pass, she was told, 
" The Holy Ghost shall come upon thee, and the power of the highest shall 
overshadow thee : (mind what follows.) Therefore, also, that holy thing 
which shall be born of thee, shall be called the Son of God." Luke i. 35. 

And Mary believing, the miracle Wfis wrought. For proof of this, we 
have the testimony of her cousin Elizabeth, the mother of John the Bap- 
tist, who received the Holy Ghost from Mary's mouth,. during her saluta- 
tion, as it is recorded, saying, " And it came to pass, that, when Elizabeth 
heard the salutation of Mary, the babe leaped in her woinb, and Elizabeth 
was filled with the Holy Ghost. 

And she spake^ out with a loud voice, and said, Blessed art thou among 
women, and blessed is the fruit of thy womb. And v,'hence is this to me, 
that the mother of my Lord should come to me ? 

For, lo, as soon as the voice of thy salutation sounded in mine ears, the babe 
leaped in my womb for joy. And blessed is she that believed : for there 
shall be a performance of those things which were told her from the Lord. 

And Mary said, my soul doth magnify the Lord, and my spirit hath re- 
joiced in God ray Saviour. For he hath regarded the low estate of his 
handmaiden: for, behold, from henceforth all generations shall call me 
blessed." Luke i. 41 to 48. 

And when John was born, the tongue of his father, Zacharias, was loosed, 
and he was filled with the Holy Ghost, and prophesied, saying, " Blessed 
be the Lord God of Israel: for he hath visited and redeemed'his people: 
And hath raised up an horn of salvation for us in the house of his servant 
David; As he spake by the mouth of his holy prophets, which have been 
since the world began : That we should be saved from our (spiritual) ene- 
niies, and from the hand of all that hale us: To perform the mercy prom- 
ised to our iathers, and to remember his holy covenant: The oath which he 
sware to our fsither Abraham : That he would grant unto us, that wo, being 
delivered out of the hand of our (spiritual) enemies, might serve him with- 
out fear, in holiness and righteousness Ijefoi'c him, all th'e days of our life. 

And thou, child, shall be called the prophet of the Hiirhest; for thou 
shall go before the face of the Lord to prepare his wavs: (read Matt. xi. 7 
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to 14. Isa. xl. 3 to ll.) To give knowledge of salvation unto his people 
by iliB remission of thoir i^iiis, IhrDugli the tender mercy of our God; 
whereby the dajspring fruni on higli hatli visited us. (Here you see, lie 
culls Jesus the dayspring from on high.) To give light to tliem that sit in 
(spiritual) darkness, (see Isa. xliii. 8,) and in the s!)ado"sv of death, to guide 
our feet into the way of peace." Luke i. 67 to 19. See also, Isa. ix. 1, 2; 
xlii. 1 to 9. 

David also spake of hitn, saying, "Mercy and truth are met together ; 
righteousness and peace have kissed each otiier. Truth shall spring out of 
the eariJi ; (see John xiv. G,) and righteousness shall look down from 
Heaven.*' Psa. Ixxxv, 10, 11. Again he saith, " He sent his word, and 
healed them, and delivered them from their destructions." Psa. cvii. 20. 

And Avhen Jesus was born, the angel bare witness unto the shepherds, 
saying, " Fear not, for, behold, I bring you good tidings of great joy, 
which shall be to all people, for unto you is born this day in the city of 
David a Saviour, which is Christ the Lord." Luke ii. 10, 11. 

The wise men from the east came also to Jerusalem, saying, " Where is 
he that is born king of the Jews ? for Ave have seen his star in the east, and 
arc come to vvorsliip him," Matt. ii. 2. 

But wicked Herod,- supposing he was to be a temporal king, thought to 
kill him in his infancy, and fruslrate God's design. Like as Joseph's 
brethren thought to do respecting him, saying, " Behold this dreamer 
Cometh; Come, now, therefore,s and let us slay him, and cast him into 
some pit, and we shall see what will become of his dreams." Gen. 
XXX vii. 19, 20. 

But a?i overruling Providence interposed, and instead of killing bim, they sold him 
to bo taken to J'^gypt; fu^d after a while the dreams were ful.^jlicd. 

And to deliver Jesus from the wrath of llerod, Joseph was cominanded to flee into 
Egypt, "And was there uniii the doall) of .Ilerod: that it might bo fulfilled which was 
spoken of the Lord by the prophet, saying, Out of J'-gypt have I called my son." 
Matt, ii, 15. 

" And he arose and took the young child and his mother, and came into the land of 
Israel. But when ho heard that Archelaus did reign iu Judca, in the room of his 
fatlier Oorod, he was afraid to go thither; but, being warned of God in a dream, he 
turned aside into the parts of C4alilee; and he came and dwelt in a city called Xaza- 
reth; that it might be fullil'led which was spoken by the prophet, He shall be called a 
Nazarene.-' Matt, ii, 21, 22, 2?,. 

And when he was twelve _yr;ai'.s old, they went up to Jerusalem, after the custom of 
the feast. And -when they had fulfilk'd the days, as they returned, the child Jesus 
tarried behind in Jerusi-ilem ; and .Joseph and his mother l<new not of it. 

But they, supposing him to bo in the company, went a day's jouruey ; and they 
.sought him among their kinsfolk and acquaintance. And when ihey Ibund him not, 
they turned back again to Jeru.salem.'seoking bin). 

And it came to pass, that after three d;iys they found him in the tom.ple, sitting in 
the inid.st of the doctor.s, both hearing theuj, and asking them que-stious. And all 
that heard him were astonished at his uuder.stauding and answers. 

And when they saw him, they were amazed; and his mother .said unto Ijim, Sou, 
wliy hast thou thus dealt with us? behold, thy father and I. have sought thee, 
sorrowing. 

And he said unto them, how is it that ye sought me? wist ye not that I must be 
about my Father's business? (Thus Confessing liim-self to be the Son of God, Joseph, 
saying nothing to him.) And he went down with them, and came to Nazareth, and 
was sul)Ject unto them, but his mother kept all tliese sayings in her heart. 

And Jesus increased in Avi.sdom and stature, and in favour with God and man." 
Luke ii. 42 to 52. 

Now, as we proceed, I must request your attention, or you cannot be edified by 
what I wi'ite. 

It appears that Jesus, instead of being subject to his raotiicr and adopted father, 
until he v/as 21 yeai-s of age, as is customary iu our day, he was with them until he 
was about :'.0 years of age, nothing further being recorded of him until bis bapti.sm by 
John in Jordan. 

Jt was generally supposed among the people, that Joseph was his real natural father, 
but Josepii knew better. And being informed how he was begotten, and commanded 
to call bis name Jesus, lor he shall .save his people from their sins, (see !Matt. i. 20. 21,) 
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he kept the secret to bimself. I^fary, nlso, was informed, because, like Tsaac, Jesus 
was ihc promised seed, and promised Messiali. (See I.sa. vii. 14.) Thorefore, it is 
written: How long v.-iit iliun jjto about, 0 tlion baclipliding d;',ug-htor ? for the Lord 
liath created a new tiling in the eartli. A. v.'oman shall compass a man." Jere. xxxi. 
22. Psa.oxx.xix. i:'. to*^]8. 

This is tlie second time tlie Lord made a new thing "in the earth, for when Korah, 
Dathan, and Abiram rose up against Moses in the wilderness, Moses said \nito the 
people, "Tiereby ye shall know that the Lord hath sent mo to do all these works; for 
I have not done tiieni of iny own mind. If these rncn die the connnon death of all men, 
or if they be visited after the visitation of all men : then the Lord hath not sent me. 

Birt if the Lord make a new thing, and the eanh open her mouth, and swallow them 
up, with all that appertain unto them, and they go down quick into the pit: then yo 
shall understand that these men have provoked tlie Lord. 

And it came to pass, as he had made an end of speaking all these words, that the 
ground clave asunder that was under them : And the earth opened her mouth, and 
swallowed tiiem up, and their houses, and all the men that appertained unto Korah, 
and all their goods. 

They, and all that appertained to them, went down alive into the pit, and the earth 
closed upon them; and they perished from among tlio congregation." Num. xvi. 
28 to h:-^. 

Joseph being made acquainted with the miraculous conception, he received the child 
Jesus as coming from God, and consequently received the Ijlessiiig spoken of by the 
Apostle, (see John i. 12, ]:;, 14; read, also, Psa. xxv. 11.; Tsa. xlii. G.) and ho did his 
duty toward him as an earthly parent, and Jesus yielded obedience unto him as xmto 
an earthly parent. 

1 have heard some persons say, if Jesus was not Joseph's imttu'al son, then he was 
a bastard. And as others might think tlie same, and otliers be ready to contend so, I 
wish to show you what is written of the Avord, in that respect also. It is as follows: 
"The burden of the word of the I^ord in tli^ land of Iladrach,. and Damascus shall bo 
tlie rest thereof; (mind what follov.'S,) when the eyes of man, as of all the tribes of 
Israel, shall be toward the Lord. (Por explanation, read Luke iii. 15, IG, 17.) And a 
bastard shall dwell in Ashdod, and I -will cut oil' the pride of the Philistines. And I 
will take away his blood out of his niouth, and his abominations from between hi.s 
teeth; (understand, what belonged to his people. God charged to Jesus, "for lie shall 
bear their iniquities." Isa. liii. 1 1. And his followers being called his heels, it is thus 
written : "Wherefore should 1 fear in the days of evil, when the iniquity of my heels 
compass rao about?" Psa. xlix. 5, iJ.) but he that reraaineth, even he (l']mmanuel) 
shall be for our God, and he shall be as a governor in Jndah, (compare this with 
Micah V. 2 to 5; Matt. ii. .">, G,) and Ekron as a Jebusite. 

Rejoice greatly, 0 duugliter of Ziou; shout, 0 daughter of Jerusalem; behold, thy 
King Cometh unto thee; lie is just, and having salvation; lowl}'', and riding upon an 
ass, and upon a colt, the foal of an ass." Zech. ix. 1, G,.7, 9. Read, also, John xii. 0 
to 10, and then you may see to whom this referred. 

For it i's evident Jesus was not legally Joseph's natural .son ; yet he was begotten, 
not by rnan, butb}^ the Holy Gliost. Yet he called himself the Son of man, because 
he partook of man's nature from the virgin, as .Eve partook of man's nature from 
Adam, who was formed of virgin earth. 

And he called liimself the Son of God, because ho was begotten by the Holy Ghost. 
And this being the secret work oi' the Almighty, he became a stumbling block to a 
large majority of the Jews, because they considered him to be the natural son of 
Josejih. As it is recorded, '•Then said some of them of Jerusalem, is not this he, 
whom they seek to kill? But, lo, he speaketli boldly, and they sBy nothing unto hira. 
Do the ruleis know, indeed, that this is the very Christ? 

Kowboit wo Icnow this man v.dience he is; Imt when Christ cometh, no man know- 
eth whence be is. 

Then cried Jesus in the temple, as lie taught, saying, ye both know me, and ye 
know whence 1 am ; and I am not come of myself, but !ie tliat sent mo is true, whom 
ye know not. }3ut I know liim; for I am from him, and he hath sent me. The.n they 
sought to take him: but no man laid hands on him. because his hour was not j'et come. 

And iiKuiy of the penj)le believed on liim, and said, wlien Christ cometh, will he do 
more miracles than these whicli this man hath done? " John vii. 25 to :-!l; 45 to 53. 
Road, al.^o.. Matt. xiii. 5". to 5S. 

Xow, 1 wish you to observe the great diflerencc that exists between the children of 
men and Jesus. For, by nature, wo are all sinners, being descended from sinful 
Adam, after a course of nature, since he fell. And he being our earthly father, wo 
bear iiis image, instead of the im;*.ge of God. 

Consequently. God will not own any of us as liis children until we are renewed in 
the spirit of our mind by the Holy Ghost, and V.nve the image of ihe second Adam 
impressed upon our mind: or iii other v.'ords, until our mind is moulded into oi- made 
conformable to the image oi his Son. 
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Kow, if you take notice, alt hough Jesus was found in fashion as a man, bearing the 
outward appcnranco. yet his raiud bore a dilferont imprt-ssion. even the image of God, 
the same as Adam possessed before he fell; consequentl}-. God owned him as his son, 
begotten of tiio Holy Giiost. 

Now, as Joseph adopted Jesus as his Son, so God deals with, sinners; they become 
the sons and daughters of God by adoption and grace. •• Wliereforo come out from 
aniong them, and be yc .separate, saiili tlie Lord, and touch not tlio unclean thing ; 
and I will receive you, (mind what follows.) And will 'no a Father unto you, and ye 
shall be my sons and daughters, saith the Lord Almigiity."' '2d Cor. vi. 17, ]8. 

That i.s, wheu they are born again and made new crcHtures in Christ. The Apostle 
Paul, speaking of the operation of the Holy Ghost on tlie mind oJ" some to whom he 
preached, said, f have begotten you through the gospel." L'!t Cor. iv. 15 lo 20. 
Philemon. 10 to IG. 

Would ail}'- person bo ignorant enough to speak of God, as of a man, saying, what 
right, or what business had God with a man's wife? wiien the Scriptures abundantly 
declare that all things are hi.s, '"and hs doeth according to his will in the army of 
Heaven, and among the inliabitants of the earth; and none can stay his hand, or 'say 
unto him, what doest thou?" Dan. iv. .'55. 

You hiight as well ask, what right, or what business God had to take out one of 
Adams' ribs to make a woman of it ? 

The things concerning Jesus were done to bring aboiit God's eternal purpose in the 
redemption of souls, for Mary's good, Joseph's good, and the good of all true believers. 
Therefore, saith Paul, "when the fulness of th.o time was come, God sent forth his 
Son, made of a woman, and made under the lav/, to redeem them that v/ere under the 
law, that we might receive the adoption of sons." Gal. iv. 4, f). 

Now, T Avisii you to bear in mind, that as Jesus was also born under the law, he was 
circum.ciseil to keep the law. And he professiouallj'^ remained under the law until he 
was bapti/.ed of John iu Jordan, Then he entered under the gospel dispen.sation. As 
himself declared, saying, "Think not that 1 am come to de.stroy the law, or the 
prophets: I am not come to destroy, but to fulfill." Matt. v. 17. Again, he said, 
" And from the days of John, the Baptist, until now, the kingdom of Heaven suOereth 
violence, and the violent take it by foi'ce. For all the prophets and the law prophe- 
sied until John. And if ye will receive it, this is ]']lias, which was for to come. Ho 
that hath ears to hear, let liim hear." Matt, xi, 12 to 15. Lat before his baptism, 
although he was pure, holy, uudeliled, and separate from sinners, and ke})t the law, 
the Father declaring himself well pleased in him wheu ho came up out of the water. 
Yet he was )iot qualified for bis luiiu'e duties as God's high priest, until he received 
the Holy Spirit, 

The Apostle declared. "He took upon him the form of a servant." Phil. ii. 7. And 
God calls to mankind, saying, ".Behold my .servant, whom I uphold; mine elect, iu 
whom my soul delighteth ; I have put my Spirit upon him ; he shall bring fortli judg- 
ment to the Gentiles. He shall not fiiil nor be discouraged, till he have set judgment 
in the earth; and the isles shall wait for his law." (The law of kindnes.s.) Isa. 
xiii. 1, 4; see also, Malaehi, ii, 5, G, 7; Col. i, 10. 

Now, will you bear in mind, that after Jesus came up out of Jordan the Three were 
present whiclviiow bear record iu Heaven, the Father, the Word, and the Holy Ghost. 

The Word having been made flesh, and grown up to perfect manhood, now came to 
present himself before the Lord, to be baptized with water and with the Holy Ghost, 
and experimentally commence his ghjrious work of redenjption. 

And when the Holy Ghost descended in bodil}' shape, like a dove, (which repre- 
sented both fulness and innocence, to enter that human form,) 

Then was fulfilled that wliich is Vt^ritten, " Sacrifice and oflering thou wouldst not, 
but a body hast t.hou prepared me: In burnt offerings and sacrifices for sin thou hast 
had no pleasure. Then said I, lo, F come, (in the volume of the book it is written of 
me,) to do thy will, 0 God, Above, when he said, Sacrilico and oiTering and burnt 
offerings and offering for sin thou wouldst not, neither hadst pleasure therein ; which 
are Ofl'ered by the law. Then, said he, Lo, 1 coine to do thy will, 0 God. He taketh 
away the first, that he may establish the second; by the v/hich will we are sanctified 
through the offering of the body (mind that) of Jesus CL'ristonce for all. 

And every prl;;.st standeth daily ministering and oiTering oiteu times the same sac- 
rifice.s, which can never take away sins. 

But this man, after he had offered one sacrifice for sins forever, sat down on the 
right hand of God; from henceforth expecting till his enemies be made his foot.stool ; 
For by one oiVering he hath perfected forever them that are sanctified." Heb. x. 5 to 14. 

Can you not see a great difference between Jesus in Galilee, with Joseph and Mary, 
and Jesus at Jordan, after being baptized v/ith water and with the Spirit? For now, 
instead of returning to Galilee, He was led up of the Spirit into tlie wilderne-ss to be 
tempted of the devil. In order to prove wliether he would be a safe foundation for 
God to build his church on, agreeable to that which is written, " Behold, I lay in Zion 
for a foundation, a stone, a tried stone, a precious corner stone, a sure foundation ; he 
that believeth shall not make haste." Isa, xxviii. IG, 
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Tho ApostJc declared. "The law was given by ^[oses, but grace and Irutii came by 
Jesus Christ." John i. 17. And li>.ere wiis i;reat diO'erence in ihoir experience. For 
while ilose.s was receiving the law to deliver to the people, he was forty days in the 
mount with God. But while Jesus wa.s preparing lor tiie gospel, he had to be tempted 
and tried by the devil forty daya in the v/ilderness, that he njight be a merciful and 
faithful high priest in things pertaining to (iod, to make reconciliation for the sins of 
the people. For in that he himself hatii sull'ered, being tempted, he is able to succour 
them that are tempted." lleb. ii. IT, IS. 

By preaching the gospel, and causing it to ho preached by those whom he sends 
from experimental knowledge, agreeable to his own declaration, saying, " We speak 
that wo do know, and testify that we have seen."' John iii, l.i. 

God complained of the ancient Israelites, saying, "When your fathers tempted rac. 
proved me, and saw my works, Forty years long was 1 grieved witli this generation^ 
and said, it is a people" that do err in" their heart, and they have not known my ways." 
Psa. xuv. 0, 10. 

Tiie scene being uow altered, a day appears to be appointed for a year. And Jesus, 
as the surely of hin people. w;is to bear their punishment, be bulleted for their faults, 
and yet prove himself invulnerable. And Ise bore it all p.atiently, and came off tri- 
ump'liant over sin, Satan, death, hell and the grave. Because he had the Holy Spirit 
iu fuhie.ss, to sti-engthca and support him under it. Ho being the annointed of the 
Lord, lobe King over Spiritual Israel. For proof, read Tsa. ii. 1, 2, G. 1, 8; xlv. 1 
to 7 ; Ixxxix. ]•> to 37 ; Isa. Ixi. 1, 12, Luke iv. IG to 22 ; 2d Cor. i. 21, 22. John 
iii. 27 to 3G. 

Therefore, tho Apostle asks this important question, "If the blood of bulls and of 
goats, and the ashes of an heifer, .sprinkling the unclean, sanclifieth to the purifying of 
the llesh ; how much more shall the blood of Christ, (mind what follows,) who through 
the eternal Spirit, offered himself v/ithout spot to God, purge your conscience from 
dead works to serve the living God ? 

And for this cause, ho is the mediator of the New Testament, that by means of 
death, lor the redemption of the transgressions that were under the iirst testament, 
they v/hich are called, (mind that,) might receive the promise of eternal inheritaqce. 
For where a testamsat is, there must also, of necessity, be the death of the testator. 
For a testament is of force alter men are dead ; otherwise, it is of no strength at all 
while tho testator liveth." Heb. ix. 13 to 1*7; See, also, John xii. 23 to 33; xvi. 7. 
1st Cor. XV. 3, 4; Isa, liii. 12. . • 

But for the want of discernment, some persons '-err in vision, and stumble in judg- 
ment." Isa. xxviii. 7. Particularly in respect to the divinity of tiic Son of God. For 
they consider Jesus to be a divine person in himself, which was not the case, ho being- 
made a little lower than the angels, for the suffering of death. Because man had trans- 
gressed, and man must sufVer. Yet tho man that suffers for tlie sins of others must 
iiavG no sins of his own, but be morally perfect, and approved of God, as Jesus v/as. 

Therefore, saith David, ■' The Spirit of tlie Lord .spake by rne. and his word was in 
my tongue. The God of Israel said, the Rock of Israel spake to me. lie that ruleth 
over men must be just, ruling in the fear of God." 2d Sam. xxiii. 2', 3. See. also, 
Micah V. 2. Mai. ii, 5, G, 7. 

Then he asks tho Almighty Jehovah the following important question : " What is 
man, that thou art mindful of him? or the Son of man, that thou visitc-st him? For 
thou hast made him a little lower than tho angeLs, and hast crowned him with glory 
and liouor. Thou madest him to have dominion over tho works of thy hands; thou 
hast put all things under his feet." Psa. viii. 4, .0, G; Heb. ii, 9, 10, 11. 

Thus, the Son stands with the Fathci. Tlicefore, it is necessary we ijhould view 
him from three different stand-poiuts, he having a^jpeared as passing under three dif- 
ferent degrees of existence. 

The lirst embraces the period occupied from his being conceived up to his perfect 
manhood, about thirty years of age. 

The second embraces the period occupied from his baptism by water and the Holy 
Ghost, up to his death, burial and resurrection. 

The third embraces the period occupied from his final ascension to glory to the end 
of time. 

During tiie first oftric.se periods, although wo have evidences of who he Avas, whence 
he came, and how he was begotten, how he was presei'vod from the wrath of Herod, 
and how desirous he was, when only twelve years of age, to be attending to hi.s 
Father's business; yet iVom tiiis time up to manhood, nothing remarkable appears to 
have occurred to make him appear diO'erent from others, except tlie declaration, that 
be grev/ in wisdom and statui-e, and in favor with Gotl and man. 

jkit tiie .secoiul (period) was the period of trial and travail. You are, .probably, 
aware of the travail, trials and troubles Moses passed through and experienced. Tho 
Apostle spake of iiim, saying: " By faith .Mose.«, wlien he was come to years, refused to 
be called the son of PharaolVs daughter; choosing rather to suffer ailliction with the 
people of God, than to enjoy the ])leas!.iros of sin for a. season; esteeming the rei)roach 
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of Christ greater riclies than the ircasiiros ii; Kgypt; for ho had respect unto tiie recom- 
])ense ol" the rewarci. By faitli he forsook E.ijypt, not fearing tlie wratli of the king: 
for Ik; ftvidiirml as seeing iiim \yho is invisible." lieh. xi. 24 i,o 2T : licad. also, John. 
V. 45, 4G, 47. 

Now, as -Moses forsook Kgypt, so Jesus forsook iiomc and friends, and worldly pur- 
suits, to comnieuce a new and spiritual career; to work out and bring in o»'eriasting 
righteousness ; ■ to clothe the naked souls of 'his people, and then die for their sins, 
agreeable to prediction. See Dan. ix. 24, 2'), 2G. • 

Gonse([uontly, when he approached Jordan, which signilies judgment, that which is 
written of him might be considered as eminatiiig from his mind : " Search me, O God, 
and know my heart; try mo, and know my thoughts: and see if there be any wicked 
way m me. and lead me in the way everlasting.'" Psa. cxxxix. 2r!, 24. 

God answered the above by the prophet .Malachi, under the character of Levi, say- 
ing: '-My covenant was with hini of life and peace; and I gave Llieni to him for the 
feai- wlierewith ho feared nie, and was afraid before my name. The law of truth ^yas 
in his mouth, and iniquity was not found in his lips: he walked with me in peace and 
(•quity, and did turn many away frou?, iniquity, for the priest's lips should keep knowl- 
edge,' and ihoy "hould seek the law at his mouth : for he is the uiessengcj' of the Lord 
of hosts." ^lal. ii:5, 6, 7. Pvcnd, also, 1:1 eb. v. 5 to M. 

Now, if you lafce notice, although this second or middle period of his course was the 
shortest, only tlbout three years ; yet. during it, things of the utmost importance to 
mankind were developed, and the soul of Jesus was tried severely. Vor when he came 
up out of Jordan, lie was acknowledged to be the Son of Ood with power. God at the 
same time taking the manhood into uuiou with himself; by the Jloly Spirit entering 
into him in fulness." Head Psa. xlv. 7. Isa. Ixi. 1, 2;H. Luke iv. 18 to 21. 

After such a glorious maiiiftstation of the divine presence, and such an acknowledge- 
ment oi' his being the Son of God, would you not suppose it useless for the enemy to l.ry 
to make him disbelieve, or tempt him to endeavor to work a great miracle to prove it? 

Yet he did try, and hard too, but not unmediately; bethought to lake him un- 
awares, and when ho hungered. 

Therefore, let all the children of God be on their guard, and keep cool, agreeable to 
the exhortation of the poet, saying : 

Yo tempted souls reflect, 

AVhose name 'tis you profess; 
Your aMaater's lot you must expect, 

Temptation more or less. 

Dream not of faith so clear 

As shuts all doubting out, 
Remember how the devil could daro 

To tempt e'en Ciirist to doubt. 

"If thou' rt the Son of God! 

(0, what an If was there 1 ) 
These stones here, speak them into food, 
And make that Sonship clear.'' 

A'iew that amazing scene. 

Say. could the tempter try 
To shake a tree so sound, so green? 

Good God, defend the dry! 

Think not he now will fail 
To make us shrink and droop, 

Read Heb. ii. 10, 11, 12. 

Jesus repelled tiie lempt,alion by saying: It is written, man shall not live by 'bread 
alone, but by every word that proceedetli out of tlie mouth of God." I wisii you to 
bear t,his constantly in mind, because it sIjows us conspicuously that the proper use of 
Scripture is to fortify the soul against temptation, sin and Satan, (liead Col. iii. 15, 
10, 17.) " Then the devil taketi) him up into the holy city, and sitleth him onapina- 
cle of the temple, and saith unto him, if thou be the Son of God, ca.st thyself down; 
for it is written, lie shall give his angels charge coucRrning thee; and in their hands 
they shall bear thee up, lest at any time thou dash thy foot against a stone." 

'I'hus you see, the enemy -quoted Scripture to answer his own wicked design. But 
Jesus said unto him, it is written again, tliou shalt not tempt tiie Lord thy God, 
(that is to say.) man should not tempt God to work a mii'acle to satisfy either the 
devil, other men, or him.self. (For proof, read isa. vii. ]. to 12. For thus' the Israelites 
stumble<l in the wilderne.-s. ) Again, the devil' laketh liitn up into aii exceeding high 
mountain, and .sheweth him all ihe kingdoms of the worid. and the glory of tliern; and 
saith unto him, all the.se things v.'ill 1 give thee, if thou wilt fhll down and worship me." 



Our faith he daily will assail, 
And dash our very hope. 

That impious If ho thus 
At God incarnaie threw, 

No wonder if ho cast at us, 
And make us feel it too. 

To cause despair 's the scope, 
Of Satau and his powers, 

Against hope to believe in hope, 
My brethren, must be ours.

Il.cnco, the exhortation, '' Resist the devil, and he 
will llee i'rom you." James iv. 7. 

But instead of acting thus, thousands and millions of poor soui.s fall down and wor- 
ship i'lim ill the mainmou of unriglitousness, o.nd become his I'cady and willing tools 
to do almost anything to acquire worldly fame, or worldly gain. 

Tills is mauifestod more and more ovei-y day, particularly in these days of secession, 
which proves conspicuou.sly that we live in evil times, when the devil is extensively 
corrupting tiic minds of meu, and causing them to do that which is evil in the sight of 
both God and man. 

.1. will not en!;irge on this at present, but endeavor to follow Jesus through this mid- 
dle period of ins coar.so. 

J^or it is declared, "Now, whcu Jesus had heard that John was cast into prison, ho 
iloparted into Galileo; and leaving Naz-nrelh, became and dwelt in Capernaum, which 
is upon the sea coast, in the bortlers ot Zabulon and Nophthalira ; that it might be ful- 
filled which was spoken by Esaias, the prophet, saying, Tho land of Zabulon, and the 
land of yephtlialim, by tho way of tho sea, beyond Jordan, Galilee of the Geniilos. 
Tho people wliich sat in darkness siuv a great liglit; and to thorn which sat in the 
region and sliadow of death light is .sprung up. ' 

From ihut time Jesus began to preach, and to say. Repent, for Ihft kingdom of 
Heaven is at hand. (Alter this he commenced calling disciples.) And Jesus, walk- 
ing by tiio .sea of Galileo, saw two brethren, Simon Peter, and Andrew his brother, 
casting a net into the sea, for they wore fishers. And he said unto them, follow mo, 
and 1 will make you Ushers of men. And tliey straightway left their net,s and followed 
him. And going on from thence, he saw otlier two brethren, James, the son of Zebe- 
dee, and Jqiiii, his brother, in a ship with Zebedce, their father, mending their nets; 
and he called them, and they immediately left the ship and their flither, and followed him. 

(For power attentlcd the word, as it is written, "Thy people shall be willing in the 
day of tliy power, in the beauties of holiness from the womb' of the morning; thou 
hast tho dew of thy youth. Tho Lord hath sworn, and will not repent. Thou art a 
priest forever after the order of Melchizedek." Psa. ex. H, 4. And in their experi- 
ence was verified tiie declaration of Paul to the Romaus. See Rom. viii. 20, :-30,) 

tsi'.d Jesus v.'ent about all Galilee, teaching in their synagogues, and preaching (mind 
what follows) tho gospel of tho kingdom, and healing all manner of sickness and all 
maimer ofdisoa.se among the people. And his fame went throughout all Syria; and 
they brought unto him all sick people that were taken with divers diseases and tor- 
ments, and those which were possessed w'itli devils, and those which wore lunatic, 
and those that iiad tlio palsy; and iie healed them. And there followed him groat 
multitudes of people from Gaiiloc, a.:;d fi-oin Decapolis, and from Jerusalem, and from 
Judea, and from beyond Jordan."' ]\Iatt. iv. .12 lO 25. 

Thus you see, Jesus having overcome the world, the flesh, and the devil, the Father 
gave iiiin great power. (For proof, read 1st -Kings, iii. 5 to \2; John, v. 19 to .2;3; 
P.sa. ii. <j, 7, S ; xcvi. V.]; xcviii. 9. Acts, x. -12; 'I;!, xvii. 3f.) So that he was now 
enabled to perform great cures and marvelous works. 

" And Jesus walked in the temple in Solomon's porch. Then came the Jews round 
about him, and said unto him, how long dost thou make us to doubt? If thou be the 
Christ, tell us plainly. Jesus answered them, I told you, and ye believed not, because 
ye are not of my sheep, as I said unto 3'ou, sheep hear my voice, and 1 know 
them, and they follow me; and 1 give unto tliem eternal life; and they shall never 
])erish, neither shall any man pluck them out of my hand. My Father, which gave 
tliem'mc, is greater than all ; and ao man is able to pluck thorn out of my Father's 
band. 1 and my Fallier are one. 

Then the Jews took up stones again to stone him. Jesus answered them. Many good 
works have J shewed you from my Father; for which of these works do ye stone me? 

Thi'. J..'\vc answered him, saying, for a good work we stono thee not; but for blas- 
ph.emy; and because that thou, being a man, makest thy.self God. 

Jesus aiLswered tiiem, is it not written in your law, I said, ye are gods? If ho called 
them gods unto whom the word of Ciod came, and the Scripture cannot be broken. 

Say yo of him, whom tiie Father hath sanctified, and sent into the world, thou blas- 
phemest ; because I said, \. am the Son of God ? If 1 do not the works of my Fatlier, 
believe. me not. But if I do, though ye believe not me. behevo the Avorks; that yo 
may know and believe (mind what follows) that the Father is in mo, and 1. iu him." 
Joliu X. 2.". to .'iS. 

John, liaving testified of Jesus, and then being cast into piison for reproving Herod, 
was, probably, tempted to doubt whether Jesus really war- flio Messiah, 'rhereforo, 
to be a.ssured, he called two of his disciples and sent them to Jesu.s, saying, "Art thou 
he tliat .should come, or do we look for another? (but, instead of saying yes,) Jesus 
answered anil said unto them, go and shew John again those things which ye do bear 
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and SCO, The blind receive their siglit, and Uic lame walk, the lepers arc cleansed, 
and the deaf bear, the dead arc raised up, and iho poor have the gospel preached to 
tncrn. /vtiu blessud is lio, vvliosoevor sliuli not be olVeuded in nie." Matt. '.'> to G. 
Thus, John was consoled, b!JC;"iU^:u he would believe. 

But those who do not believe cannot bo comforted. Thcrelbre, in order to 
strengthen the minds of his disciples who arc tried for the word of God and llie testi- 
mony which they hold, Jesus declared to them, "If yo were of tiie world, the world 
would love his own ; but because yo arc not of the world, but I have chosen you out 
of the world, tlierefore tlic world hateth j-ou. Remember the word that .1 said unto 
you. The servant is not greater than hia Lord. If they have persocuiod me, they 
will also persecute you; if they have kept my saying, they will keep yours also. 

But all these things will thoy do u.uto you for my name's sake, because they know 
not him that sent me. If I had not come and spoken unto them, , they had not had 
sin ; but now they have no cloak for their sin. He that hateth me hateth my iratiier also. 

If I had not done among them the works whicli none other man did, they had not 
had sin; but now have they both seen and hated both me nnd my Father. But this 
Cometh to pass, that the word might be fulfilled that is written in their law. They 
hated me without a cause. 

But when tlio Comforter is come, v,'hom I will send unto you fi'om the Father, even 
the Spirit of truth, which proceedeth from tlie Father, he shall testify of me ; and yo 
also shall bear witness, because ye have been with me from the beginuing." Joliu 
XV. 19 to 27. 

Now, it appears clear from the above, that although Jesus possessed the Holy Spirit 
in fulness for his own support, wdiilc passing througli the middle period of his course, 
yet the Spirit was not communicated from Jesus to his disciples out of that fuhiess 
while ho remained in the flesh, because he liad not linishcd ,iiis work. For proof, read 
John vii. .'59. 

Therefore, it is writlon, "To everything tiicre is a season, and a time to every pur- 
pose under the Jtcaveu: a time to be born, imd a time to die; a time to pllnit, and a 
time to pluck up iliat which is planted; a time to kill, and a time to heal; a time to 
break down, and a time to build up; a time to weep, and & time to laugn; a time to 
mourn, and a time to dance; a time to cast away stones, (see John xvi. 32.) and a 
time to gather stones together; (.see 1st Pot. ii. -1 to 10,) a time to embrace, (see 
Songs, ii. G,) and a time to refrain froin embracing; (sec Songs, iii. 1. 2,) a time to 
got, and a time to lo.se; a time to keep, and a time to cast away; (.sec Psa. xliv. 2.'5 
to 2G,) a time to rend, (see Ho.sea v. 14, 15,) and a time to .sew; (sco ilos. vi. 1, 2, 
ii,) a lime to keep silence, and a time to speak; (.see P.sa. Ixx.xv. S,) a tinio to love, 
, (.see .Luke XV. 20 to 2-1,) and a time to hate; (see I',<a. v. 5. Jere. xlv. -1, xliv. 4.) 
a time of war, and a time of peace." l-^ccl. iii. I to S. All these things are Spiritual, 
and have reference to God, his people, and Jesus. 

The di.sciple.« of Jesus were strongly attached to his per.=;on, and seemed to hope he 
vr'ds going to remain with tliem in the Qesli. 

But this was not agreeable to God's plan of .salvation. Jesus had to suffer death 
upon the cross, and i-ise again from the dead, before ho could claim from the Father 
the gift of the Holy Gho.st for his disciples, as the reward of his labor and travail. 

And as Jesus know this, he endeavored to fortify their minds against tribulation bj' 
declaring, "The.se things have I spoken unto you, that ye should not bo oljcndcd. 

They shall put you out of the sytiagogucs: yea, the tiuie cometh. that whcsocvor 
killeth you will tliink that he doeth God .service. And these things will ttiey do unto 
you, because they have not known the Father, nor me. But tlioso things have I told 
you, that Vv-hen the time siiall come, ye may remember tliat I toltl you of them. And 
lliose things I said v.ot unto you at the tx-ginuiug, because I was with you. 

But now, I go my way to hlni that sent mo: and none of you asketh me, whit,her 
goest thou? But because I have said these things unto vou. sorrow hath tillod your 
heart. (See .Matt. xvi. 21; xvii. 22, 2:-!.) 

Nevertheless, I tell you the truth ; it is expedient for you that I go away; for if J go 
not away, the Comfbrior will not come unto you; but if 1 depart, I will send him unto 
you. And when he is come, [)o will reprove the world of sin, and of righteousness, 
and of judgmeot. 

Of sin, because tliey believe not on me: of righteousness, because I go to my Father, 
and ye sec mo no more ; (that is, in the ilesh. For proof, read 2d Cor. v, l.C to 2i.) 

Of judgment, because tlic prince of -this world is judged. (See J']p!i. ii. 2.) i have 
yet many things to si\y unto j'ou, but ye cannot bear them now. 

ilowbeit, when lie, the Spirit of ti'uth, is come, (mind that,) he will guide you into 
all trutli; for ho shall not speak of himself; but whatsoever he slia-l hear, that shall 
bespeak; and ho will shew you things to come. He .shall glorify ine; lor he shall 
receive of muie, and shall .shew it unto you. 

All things tiiHt ilie Father hath arc aiiuo; therefore, .'^aid I, that he .shall take of 
mine, and piiow it iimo you." .loinj Kvi. I to }Jy, read, also, xvii. I to 26. 

" Arid Vs-bt'U tliO day of iViilccust wri.s faliy couic*, ihey were all, wiiii Cuc cccurd, in 
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one place. And snililen]y iliero came a sound from lleavc^n as ofa rusljing migliiy 
wiiiil, fiiid il iillod nli the" iioase whore lliey wf^rn sil,iiii<r. Auil i.lioro npnenvod unto 
llieiii' cloven tongue?, like as of tire, and ii sai n])on each ot'lliem. And Ihey were all 
illleil with the Jioly Ghost, and began to npeak with otlier tongues, as the Spirit gave 
tiicn; utterance. And there were dwelling al Jerusalem Jews, devout men, out of 
every nation under Heaven. 

IS'mv, when this was noised abroad, the multitude came together, and were con- 
founded, because that every man heard ihem speak in his own Iiuiguage. And they 
were all amazed ;tnd marvelled, saying one to unother. behold, are not all these which 
speak, Galileeans? and how hear we every mau in our own tongue wherein wo were born? 

i'arthians, and Medes. and Klamiies, and the dwellers in Mesopotamia, and iu 
Judea, and Capadociu, in Toutus, and Asia, i'hrygia, and Pamphylia, in Kgypt, and in 
the parts of Jiibya, about Cyrene, and strangers of P.ome, Jews and proselytes, Crc-tes 
and Arabians, we do heitr them speak in our tongues the wonderlul works of Ood. 
And they were all amazed, and were in doubt, saying one to another, what meaneth 
this? Others, mocking, said, these men are lull of new wine. 

But Peter, standing up with the eleven, lifted tip his voice, and said unto them, ye 
men of Judea, and all ye that dv.-ell at Jerusalem, be thi.s known tnito you, and 
hearken to my Avords: for these are not druakon, as ye suppose, seeing it is but the 
third hour of the day. 

But tliis is that which was spoken by the prophet Joel : and it shall come to pass in 
the last days, (of the old dispen.sauon.) saith (.iod, 1 will pour out of my Spirit upon all 
llesh ; and your sons and your daughters shall proplioey, aud your young men shall 
see visions, and your old men shall dream dreams; and on my servants and ou my 
handmaidens 1 will i)0ur out in those days of my Spirit; and they shall prophecy: and 
it shall come to pass, that who.soever shall call on the name of the Lord shall be saved. 

Ye men of Israel, hear these words: Jesus of Nazareth, a man approved of God 
among you, by miracles, and wonders, and sign.s, which God did by him in the midst 
of you. as ye yourselves also know: Him, being delivered by the determinate counsel 
and foreknowledge of God. ye have taken, and by wicked hands have cruciQed and 
slain : This Jesus hath God raiscil up. whereof we all are witnesses 

Therefore, being by the right hand of God exalted, and having received of the 
Eather the promise of the Holy Ghost, he hath shed forth this, which ye now see and 
hear." Acts ii. 1 to 2a; ;{2, 

Wiien God went down to stop the building of Babel, it is said, He confounded the 
then one language, that they should not understand one another, and they left off to 
build, and wei-e scattered abroad upon the face of the earth. 

But when he came down to build up the nov/ and Spiritual Jerusalem, he united the 
languages in the twelve Apostles, so that all nations might hear the word of the Lord, 
, and the people were gathered together. 

Therefore, it is written. "When the Lord .shall build up Zion, ho shall appear in his 
glory." Psa, cii. IG; read, also, from 13 to 22. "And the Lord shall be king 
over all the earth; in that day shall there be one Lord, and his name one." Zech. 
xiv. ;). read, also. 7, S ; Jsa. xxvh 1. 2. 

" For then will I turn to the people a pure language, that they may call upon the 
name of the Lord, to serve him with one consent." Zeph. iii. 0. read, also, to 20th v. 
Read, also, Isa. xix. from IS to 22. 

Sec how beautifully this agrees with the declaration of the prophet, saying, " The 
hand of the Lord was upon mo, and he carried me out in the Spirit of the Lord, and 
set me down in the midst of the valley which Avas full of bones, and cau.sed me to pass 
by them round about; and, behold, there were very many in the open valley; and, 
lo, they were vei-y dry. 

And he said unto me, Son of man. can these bones live? And T answered, 0, Lord 
God, thou knowost. Again he sai'i unto me, prophec}' upon these bono.s, and say 
unto them. 0, ye dry bones, hear the word of the Lord. Thug saith the Lord ('!od unto 
these bones: Behold, 1 wili cau.ne breath to enier into you, and ye shall live; and I 
will lay sinews upon you, and will bring up flesh upon you, and cover you with skin, 
and put breath in you, and ye shall live; and ye shall know that I am the Lord. 

So 1 })ropliesied as 1 was coiumauded ; atid as I prophesied, there was a noise, and, 
behold, a shaking, and the bones came together, bone to his bone. 

And when 1 beh.eld, io. the .sinews and tiie llesh came up' upon them, and the skin 
covered them above: but there was no iireath in tliem. 

Then said I'.e unto me, prophesy unto the wind, pi'opho.sy Son of man, and say to 
the wind, thus saiih the Lord God: come from the four winds. O, breathe, and breathe 
upon these slain, that they inay live. 

So I prophesied as he commanded me, and the breath came into them, and they 
lived, and stood up upon their feet, an exceeding great army." Hzek. j-xxvii. ] to lU. 

Thus the bi.ines came together at tlie day of Pentecost, but there, was no spiritual 
life in them, until, '-.suddenly, there came a sound from Heaven as of a ru.sliing mighty 
wind. Aud tliey were all filled v.ith the lioly Ghost."' Acts ii. 2, 4. 
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2now, you may not suppose ilmt it was only t'rie Apostles wlio were lo experience a 
resurrection from a deatli of sin, lo a newness Oi^ life in Christ. P'or ( Jod declared to 
the prophet, these bones are t'no whole house of Israel : (and if yon wish to know 
who are the house of Israel, read Hum. ix. 8, ) behold, they saj-, our bones are dried, 
and our hope is lost; (read 1st Pet. i, 3. J.uke xxiv. 21.) we are cut off for our parts. 

Therefore, prophesy and say unlo them, thus saith the Lord God: behold, 0, ray 
people, 1 will open your graves, and cause you to come up out of your graves, and 
bring you into the land of Israel, (the promi.sed rest in Christ.) And yo siiall know 
that I am the Lord, wiien 1 liave opened your graves, 0 my people, and brought you 
up out of your graves, and shall put my Spirit in you, and ye shall live, and I shall 
place you in your own land; then shall ye know that I the Lord have .spoken it, and 
performed it. saith the Lord." Kzok. xxxvii. 11 lo M. 

After thi.s, came the real Son of man, saying, "He that heareth my word, and 
bolieveth on him that sent me, hath everlasliiiglife, andsiiall not come into condemna- 
tion; but is passed from deatli unlo life. Verily, verily, 1 say unto you, the hour is 
coming, and now is, (mind that,) when the dead (in .sin,) shall hear the voice of the 
Son of God, and they that hoar shall live. 

For as the Father hath life in him.self, (mind what foilow.s,) so hath he given to the 
Son to have life in himself; and hath given him authority lo execute judgment also, 
because he is the Son of man. 

Marvel not at this; for the hour is coming, in the which all that are in the graves 
shall hear his voice, and shall come forth; they tiiat have done good, unto the resur- 
rection of life; and they that have done evil, unto the resurrection of damnation. 

I can, of mine own self, do nothing; as 1 hear, I judge; and my judgment is just; 
because I seek not mine own will, but the will of the Father which haih sent me. 

Ye sent unlo John, and he bare witness unto the truth, but 1 receive not testimony 
from man; but these things I say, that ye might be .saved. Ho was a burning and a 
shining light; and ye were willing, for a .season, to rejoice in his light. 

But 1 have greater witness than that of John; for the works which the Father hath 
given me to liiiish, the same works which J do, bear witness of me, that the Father 
hath sent me." John v. 24 to HG. 

Again, when one camo to him, saying, "Good Master, what shall I do that I may 
inherit eternal life ? Jesus said unto him, why callest thou me good? there is none 
good but one, that is, God." Mark x. 17, 18. 

Thus you see. He made himself of no reputation, but took upon him the form of a 
servant, making a distinction between the human and divine natures, proving that he, 
as man, derived his goodness from God, or the Father. As it is written, " Yea, rather 
being good, I came into a body undeSled." Wis. of Sol. viii. 20. 

Therefore, for any person to speak evil of the indwelling Divinity, is committing 
the unpardonable sin. As himself declared, saying, "Verily 1 say unto you, all sins 
shall bo forgiven unto the sons of men, and blasphemies wherewith soever thej'- shall 
blaspheme. But he that shall blaspheme against the Holy Ghost hath never forgive- 
ness, but is in danger of eternal damnation; because they said, He hath an unclean 
spirit." J^lark iii."2S, 20, 'dO. 

Again, he said to his disciples, " If ye love me, keep rn}"- commandments; and I will 
pray the Father, and he shall give you another Comforter, that he may abide with 
you for ever. 

Even the Spirit of truth, whom the world cannot receive, because it seeth him not, 
neither knoweth him ; but ye know him ; for he dweheth with you, (in me, ) and .shall 
be in you. 

T will not leave you comfortless; I will come to you. Yet a little while, and the 
world seeth me no more; "but ye see me; because 1 live, ya shall live ahso. At that 
day j-e shall know that 1 am in my Father, and ye in me. and 1 in you, (This shows 
union all around, believers being united to God in Christ. What a glorious privilege 
this is to enjoy.) 

He that hath my commandment?, and koepeth them ; he it is tliat loveth mo : and ho 
that loveth me shaH be loved by my Father, and 1 will love him, and will manifest 
myself to him. 

Judas saith unto him, (not Iscariot.) Lord, how is it that thou wilt manifest thyself 
unto us, and not unto llie world ? 

Jesus answered and said unto liim, if a man love me. he will keep my words ; and 
my Father will love him, and v.^e will come unto him. and make our abode with hinf. 
He that loveth me not keepeth not my sayings; and the word which ye hear is not 
mine, (mindtiiat.) but the Father's wh'icii sent me. 

These tliings jiave 1 spoken unto you. being yet present with you : but the. Com- 
forter, v/hicli is the Holy Ghost, whom the Father will send in njy name, he shall 
teach you all things, and bring all tilings to your remembrance, what.soever 1 havo 
sa;d unto you. 

Peace I leave with you; my peace (see Isa. xxvi. S.) I give unto you: not as the 
world giveth. give 1 unto you. Lei not your heart be troubled, neither let it be afraid. 



Yo Imvo hoard how I .-said unto you, I go away, and come again unto yon. If ye 
loved mo. ye would rejoice, becau.se 1 said. J <;o unlo tlie Father; for my Fatiier is 
L'rcaier than I. And now. f iiave told you before it come to jjass, that, when it; is 

i- — ;i T-i.„ n .■: 4.„ oa 

Here, you .see, Jesus declared the Fatlier to be greater than himself, as respected his 
mauhood. This will serve to (\us\ver the qiie-^lion put by the Father in the days of 
Isaiah. "AVlio raised up the righteous man from the east, called him to his foot, gave 
t!ie nations before liim. and made him rule over kings? he gave them as the dust; to 
ids sword, and as driven stubble to his bow. He pursued them, and pas.sed safely; 
(mind ivliat follows.) even by the way that he had not gone with his feet. (See 
Rev. vi. 2.) 

Who hath wrought and done it. calling the generations from the beginning? T, ilio 
Lord, the lirst. and with the la.st ; I am he." Isa. xli, "J, ;!, -1. read, also, John xiv. 
10, Zech. vi. 11, 1'2. lo. 

Therelore, saith the Apostle, '-To us there is but one God, the Father, of whom are 
all thing.«, and we in him'; and one Lord Jesus Christ, by whom are all things, and w-e 
by him." Isc Cor. viii. (5. 

because he is the word of Hod. and we read that God spake all things into existence, 
and again we are begotten of God tln-ough the word of his grace. 

Consequently-, t.hi<3 same Apostie declared to Timothy, ''Great is the mystery of god- 
liness. God was manifest in tlie liesh, justilied in the Spirit, seen of angels, preached 
unto the C^entiles, behoved on in the world, received up into glory." 1st Tim. iii. 16. 
read, also, 2d Cor. v. 17 to 21 ; Col. i. 9 to 29 ; John xx. 17 ;Psa.]xviii, 11 ; Heb. i. Ito G. 

And when ho made his dual ascension to glorj^ that was fullilled which is written, 
" Tiiou hast ascended on high; thou hast led captivity captive; thou ha-st received 
gifts for men; yea, for the rebellious also, that the Lord God might dwell among 
them." Psa. Ixviii. IS. • 

At that; time, yoa see, he entered the third period of his course. And the Apostles 
being brought before the council, ''the high priest asked them, 

Saying, did not we siraitly command you tliat yo should not teach in this name? 
and, behold, ye have filled Jerusalem with your doctrine, and intend to bring this 
man's blood upon ns. 

Then Peter aud lue other Apostles answered and said, wo ought to obey God rather 
than men. 

The God of our fiithens raised up Jesus, whom ye slew and hanged on a Iree, 
Him liath God exalted with his right hand to be a Prince and a Ssiviour, for to give 
repentance to Israel, and forgiveness of sins. And we aro his witnesses of these 
things ; aud so is also the Holy Ghost, whom God hath given to them that obey him," 
Acts v, 28 to :-;2, 

Now he is crowned with glory and honor, (see 1st Cor. x.v. 25 to 2S,) the sole gov- 
eriiraeut of the kingdom of Heaven being committed to hi.=; charge by the Father, as 
the government of the kingdom of lOgypt was committed to Joseph's cliarge by 
Pharouh, saying, " Thou shait be over my house, and according unto thy word shall 
all my people be ruled ; only in the tlirone will I be greater than thou, and Pliaroah 
said unto Joseph, I am Pliaroali, and without tliee shall no man lift up his baud or 
foot in all the land of Kgypt." Cien. xli. 40, A-l, 55. 

NTow, as Egypt represented this world, (see Rev. xi. S,) God .sent Joseph to deliver 
his brethren Irom temporal famine ; and he sent Je.sus into tlie world to deliver his 
bretliren from spiritual famine. As it is written. ''Behold, tlio days come, saith the 
Lord God, that I will' send a famine in tlie land, not a fiamine of bread, nor a thirst for 
water, but of hearing the words of the Lord: 

And they shall wander from sea to sea, and from the north even to the east, they 
shall run to aud fro to seek the word of the Lord, and .sliall not find it." Amos 
viii. 11, 12. 

In our day, when the old and new Testaments are so plentiful, people are very apt 
to think tiiey have got the word of God witiiout seeking it. But that is not what is 
meant. For when God sends :i famine into the soul, it i.s the spiritual word that is 
ueedeil to satisfy spiritual hunger, and not the w'ritten word. See John, v. -'.9, -10. 

Tlierefore, saith Jesus, "1 am the living bread which came down from Heaven; if 
any man eat of tliis bread, he shall live forever; (mind wliat Ibllows.) and the bread 
that 1 will give is my iiesh, which 1 will give for the life of the world." John 
vi. 51 to 58. 

If you do not understand this. He put it in another .shape, saying, "Blessed are they 
wliich do hunger and thirst after tightousncss: for ihey shall be filled." Matt. v. G. 
Aud again, " If any man thirst, let him come unto me, and drink." John vii. 37. 
Read, also, Isa. xxv* G to 12; 2d Cor. iii. 12 to IS. 

David spake of the children of God, .saying, ''Hungry .and thirsty, their soul fiiinted 
in them. Then they cried unto the Lord in their trouble, and lie delivered them out 
of tlieir distresses. Aud he led them forth by the right way, that they might go to a 
city of habitation. 
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Oh, that, men would praise the Lord for bis goodness, and fov l.is wonderful works 
to the children of nieu. i'or he satisficth the longing soul, and iilleth the hungry soul 
with goodness." Psa. cvii. ;") to 0, xxxiii. IS, 19, Read, also, Luke xv. 1-1 to 24. 

Mot only ia Jesus our meat and dviiik, but ho i.s everything wo need. Ho being 
made of (Jod unto us, '-wisdom, and rightoasness, and sonctilicaiion, and redemp- 
tion: That, according as it is written, Jle ihat glorieth, lot him glory in the Lord." 
1st Cor. i. ;-!(), :U. 

Tiierefore, ho saiih, T am tho way, the truth, and the life ; no man cometh unto 
the Father, but by mo." John xiv. 0. And again, ! am the vine, yo are the 
branches; He that abidoth in me, and i in him, tlso same bringeih forth niuch fruit; 
for without me ye can do nothing." Johii xv. 5. 

The Apostle backs this by declaring, '-1 would have you know, that the head of 
every man is Christ; and the head of 'the woman is the man; and tlio head of Christ 
is God." 1st Cor. xi. :!. 

Jesus WHS baptized with water and of the Spirit before he commenced pi'eiiehing. 
JBut the baptism of suireriiig he had not then experienced. As he testified to his dis- 
ciples, saying, " I am come to send tiro on tho earth; and what will T if it be already 
kindled? But I have a baptism to be baptized witli ; and how am T straitened till it 
bo accomplished! " L\]ke xii. '19, 50. 

Mow, if you take notice, Jesus was placed in a very peculiar and trying situation, 
TIg iiaving come to redeem lost, ruined, and rebellious sinners, lie became our surety, 
engaging to satisfy all the demands of the Father against us. Thus he placed himself 
between God and man. 

He loved us, but wo hated him, as it is written. " IFe is despised and rejected of 
men; a man of sorrows, and acquainted with grief; and we hid as it were our faces 
fronihira; he was despised, and , we esteemed him not." Isa. liii. 8, 4, 5. In ad- 
dition to thi.s, 1 le had also to endure the hot displeasure of tho Father, which was 
poured out upon his soul instead of ours. 

The enduring of which was like tho torments of the damned. For God in bis anger 
is a consuming lire. (See l leb. xii. 29; x. 27.) But it is written of Jesus, " 1. have 
sot the Lord always before jne; because he is at. ray right hand, T shall not be moved. 
Therefore, my heart is glad, and ray glory rejoiceth ; my flesh also shall rest in hope. 
•For thou wilt not leave my soul in bell"; neither wilt thou sutler thine Holy One to 
■see corruption." Psa. xvi. S, 9, 10; Acts ii. d\. 

And although Jesus knew he had to sufler death, in all its terrors and in all its con- 
sequences, for us, yet he did not feel its pangs, and fixpericnco tho extreme anguish 
■until the hour drew. near. And then you may behold him in the garden, sweating as 
it Avere groat drops of blood, from the mental agony he eudui-ed within, while entreat- 
ing tho Father that if it bo possible the cup might pass from him. See Luke xxii. 42 
to 46. Read, also, Psa. exvi. '6, 4. 

Thus he displayed the weakness of human nature. But the angel strengthened him 
sufficient to submit to the will of the Father, who was now about to draw the sword 
of divine justice. As it is written, "Awake, O sword, against my Shepherd, and 
against tho man that is my fellow, saitli the Lord of hosts;" smite the Shepherd, and 
the sheep shall be scattered ; and T will turn mine hand upon tho little ones," Zech. 
•xiii, 7; because Jesus laid down his life for the sheep. See John x. 14 to IS; 
xviii. 4 to 9. 

The suHering and death of a common man is not to be compared to the excruciating 
torments of Je.sus, for not only had tlie Father withdrawn the powertul influence of his 
glorious presence from his soul, leaving him now to stand alone as man to bear the 
burden of our sins, bui; he opposed hira as an enemy, on our account; or. rather, 
as a Liarsh creditor, exacting fi-om him full payment of our debts. For proof. 2'ead Isa. 
liii. 10, 11, 12; Dan. ix. 24, 2G; Pro. xviii. 14; Isa. liii. 5; Dout. xxxii. '',9, '10. 41. 

And altliough Satan had left tempting and tornionling him for a time, yet now he 
returned, not in his own proper person, but in his emi-ssaries and slaves, who, after 
naihng him to the cross, tempted him. thus, "If thou be the Son of God. come 'down 
from the cross," .to. cVc. Matt, xxvii. 40 to 4;^. 

Then was fullilied that which is written, " My God, mv God. why hast thou I'or- 
sakeu me? why art thou so far from helping me? ] am a'worm. (read Isa. xli. 1.}.) 
and no man; a reproach of men, and despised of Iho })eoplc. A)] they that see me 
laugh me to scorn; they shoot out the lip, thoy shake the head. savin£.',"'llc trusted on 
the Lord that he would deliver iiim, seeing he delighted in him. Le not far li-om me; 
for trouble is near; for there is none to help. 

Many bulls have compas-^cd me: strong bulls of Lashan have beset mo round, 
ihey gaped upon mo with their mouths, as a ravening and a roarinsr lion. J am 
poured put like water, and all my bones are out of joint'; my heaia is like wax : it is 
melted ni the midst of my bowels, lly strength is dried up 'like a potsherd; and my 
tougue cleavetij to my jaws; .uud thou hast brouirht me into tho dust of death. For 
dog.s have conipa.ssed me; the asserabjv of the wicked have inclosed me: they pierced 
my hands and my feet." P.sa. xxii. 1, (> to 22. 
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But as God cannoc be approached only in and through the ifedfutor, Jesus becomes 
a mysteriously glorious beiug to the soul tliat draws nigh to God. Because, in him is 
repealed to the eve of fuith, not only the mercy seat, but the unity of the Diyifjc 
Essence. For in him dwcUeth all the fulness of the Godhead bodily." Col. ii. 0. 
Therefore, saiili Jesus, "he that hath seen rao (-by the eye of faith) hath seen the 
Father." John xiv. 9. 

The Apostle explains it thus: "God, who commanded the light to .shine out of 
darkness, hath shiiied in our hearts, to give the light of tiio knowledge of the glory of 
God in the face of Josus Christ."' 2d Cor. iv. 6. 

I will uow consider, briefly, what is meant by the '• three that bear witness in earth, 
the spirit, and the water, and the blood; and these throe agree in one." 

JTow, it is written, "The spirit of man is the candle of the Lord, searching all the 
inward parts of the belh'." Pro. xx. 2T; read, also, Jst Cor. ii. 1.1. •'^\nd it shall 
come to pa.ss at lliat time, that .1 will search Jerusalem with candles, and punish the 
men that are settled on their lees; that say in their heart, the Lord will not do good, 
neither will ho do evil." Zeph. i. 12. , 

But as these Ciindles have got to be lighted with holy Sre from God's altar, Jesus 
said, "No man, when ho hath lighted n candle, oovereih it with a vessel, or putteth it 
under a bed ; but setteth it on a candlestick, that they which enter in may see the 
light." Luke' viii. 10, 17, IS; Psa. xviii, 2S. 

Then he said to his di.sciples. •' Ye are the light of the world. A. city that is set on 
an hill cannot bo hid." Matt. v. M. Consequently, the spirit that bears witness, is 
the enlightened .spirit of man. 

''■Therefore, saith the Apostle, " vvO are his witnesses of these things; and so is also 
the Holy Ghost, whom God hath given to them that obey him." Acts v. 32. See, 
also, Isa. xliii, 10 to 13; 1st Tliess. ii. 1 to 20. 

The second witness is water, wherewith the first witness is to baptize, in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the iloly Ghost. 

" God is a Spirit; (not two or three spirits,) and they that worship him must wor- 
ship him in spirit and in truth."' John iv. 24. And to do that, we must be found in 
Christ, who is the truth, and have his Spirit in us, or that portion of the Holy Ghost 
which ho hath received of the Father for us.. See Psa, Ixviii. 18 ; Rom. xii. 3.; 
Eph. iv. 1 to 24. 

Therefore, saith Paul, "Now, if any man have not the Spirit of Christ, he is none of 
his. And if Christ be in you, the body is (spiritually) dead, because of sin ; but the 
Spirit is life, because of rightousness. But if (a portion of) the Spirit of him that 
raised up Jesus from the dead dwell in you, he that raised up Olirist from the dead 
shall also quicken your mortal bodies by his Spirit that dwelleth in you. For ye have 
not received the Spirit of bondage again to fear; but ye have received the Spirit of 
adoption, whereby we cry, Abba, Father." E.ora. viii. 0. 10, 11, 15. 

The third witness is the blood. This means the blood of J esus, which was shed for 
the remission of sins, and when applied with divine power hy the Holy Ghost to the 
sinner's conscience, the soul feels its efficacy, being effectual ly cleansed from the lep- 
rosy of sin. Therefore, saith the Apostle, " lie that belioveth on the Son of God hath 
the witness in him.self " 1st John v. 10. read, also, 11, 12. 

"Without experiencing this, we are unclean, still in our sins, and afar off from God 
by wicked works. Therefore, it is declared, " if we say that we have fellow.-.hip with 
him, and walk in darkness, we lie and do not the truth : 

But if we walk in the light, as he is. in the light, we have fellowship one with 
another, and the blood of Jesus Christ, his Son, clcauseth us from all sin." 1st. 
John, i. G, 7. 

Again, the water signifies the wa.- ing of water by the v/ord, or the washing of 
regeneration, and renewing of the Hol> Ihost. (.Sec Kph. v. 2(j. Titus iii, 5. 1st Cor. 
vi. U.) As .s.aitli God, "Then wi • f s^^. iil<le clean water upon you, and ye shall be 
clean ; from all j'our liltliiness, ano from all your idols will I cleanse you. A new 
heart, also, will .1 give you, and a n^w spirit will I put within you : and 1 will lake 
away the stony heart out of your flesh; and 1 will give you an heart of flesh. And 1 
will put my Spirit within you, and cause you to walk in my statutes, and ye shall keep 
my judgments, and do them. And ye shall dwell in the land, (the promised rest in 
Christ, see lieb, iii. IS. iv. 7 to II,) 'that 1 gave to your fathers; and j'e shali be my 
people, and I will be 3'our God." i^zek. xxxvi. 25 to 2S. Therefore, saith Jesus, 
"If J wa.sh thee not, thou ha.st no part with inc." John xiii. S; read, also, Isa. Iii. 
13, M, 15; Keb. .\. I f to 22 ; xii. 22, 23, 24; 1st Pet. i. 2 to 9. 

}<[ay the Lord be pleiised to bless the reading of this to your soul, that you may feel, 
experience, and enjoy tiie things which make for your eternal peace, that glory, praise 
and honor niiiy redound to His most holy Uiime for the same, through time and all 
eternity.
